CHAPTER I. 

Science, Philosophy and Knowledge 

In these twentieth century days of hurry 
and worry, we find all things subject to 
scientific investigation, and even Truth, 
itself, is measured by the standards pre- 
scribed by science. 

Therefore, we make no attempt to avoid 
this sort of scrutiny, but will do everything 
possible to abide by the rules and practices 
of science. In order to do this, our philos- 
ophy in itself must necessarily be scientific. 
It is not possible at this time to supply a 
complete Scientific Philosophy, but we 
will supply the Supreme Principle upon 
which a more complete Scientific Philoso- 
phy will be built. 

In order that you may know what Scien- 
tific Philosophy is to contain, it will be well 
to consider both Science and Philosophv 
separately, so that we can comprehend how 
they may be blended together and thus form 
the goal of our endeavor. 

Science we find is defined as: — system- 
atized knowledge of any one department of

mind or matter: acknowledged truths and 
laws, especially as demonstrated by induc- 
tion, experiment or observation. 

So, our philosophy to be scientific, must 
be knowledge pertaining thereto, organized 
and systematized, and such knowledge 
must contain the truths and laws resulting 
from our observations and experiments. 

But you ask, "What is to be taken as con- 
tained in Philosophy r* We find Philosophy 
defined as: — The knowledge of the causes 
of all phenomena, both of mind and of mat- 
ter; a particular philosophic system. 

Again we see that Philosophy is but a part 
of Knowledge and is that which pertains to 
the cause of the phenomena of mind and of 
matter. That is. Scientific Philosophy 
should contain systematized and organized 
Knowledge pertaining to the cause of men- 
tal operations and the cause of change, 
growth and decay of material substance. 

Scientific Philosophy, then, we will define 
as: — ^The organized and systematized 
Knowledge pertaining to mental opera- 
tion AND CAUSE of CHANGE, GROWTH AND DE- 
CAY OF MATERIAL SUBSTANCE RESULTING FROM 
OUR INVESTIGATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS AS 
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Science, Philosophy and Knowledge 3 

SHOWN IN THE PRINCIPLES AND LAWS HEREIN 
LAID DOWN. 

From the definitions of both Science and 
Philosophy, we find that both are contained 
in Knowledge so we will give our considera- 
tion next to the meaning conveyed in the 
term. Knowledge, as it is to be dealt with 
throughout this work. 

The adage, "Knowledge is Power** is well 
established as an absolute truth, yet there 
are few who realize that it is literally true, 
and that Knowledge is a real power or 
force. Knowledge is a force even more 
potent than electricity. 

This is a fact that must be accepted and 
understood from the very beginning and 
must be remembered throughout this study 
of Scientific Philosophy. Knowledge is a 
live, powerful force, so powerful that 
a little Knowledge is a dangerous thing 
when not properly employed. 

Electricity, likewise, is a wonderful power 
and very dangerous when not properly em- 
ployed. To eliminate this danger, much 
time and attention has been devoted to the 
investigation and study of electricity, how 
to control it properly and how to scientif-

ically employ its power, so that today it is 
one of Mankind's greatest blessings. 

Before the immortal Franklin, with the 
aid of a kite, discovered electricity, it was 
known only as a death-dealer and de- 
stroyer in the form of lightning. 

Lightning at that time meant only chaos, 
destruction and death, yet it has always 
been electricity, a powerful force, in an 
unorganized and chaotic condition. 

Knowledge is a powerful force that is 
just as real as electricity and is now in the 
same chaotic condition that electricity was 
before its discovery by Franklin — although 
Knowledge is not looked upon as a de- 
structive force, but is recognized as pos- 
sessing considerable power for good. 

Out of Knowledge as a conglomerate 
mass will come order and the intelligent 
control and scientific employment of its 
power; and as a force it will prove to be 
the greatest blessing to all Mankind. 

According to the latest dictionaries, we 
find the term. Knowledge, defined in an 
abstract sense. In order that we may rec- 
ognize it as a power we must have a def- 
inition that is concrete and definite. 
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Science, Philosophy and Knowledge 5 

The term is defined thus; Knowledge: — 
assured belief; that which Is known; in- 
formation; learning; practical skill; the 
clear and certain apprehension of truth; 
assured rational conviction; the act, pro- 
cess or state of knowing; cognition; any 
object of knowing or mental apprehension; 
that which is or mag be known; the know- 
able; actual or possible range of informa- 
tion; specific information; notice. 

Combine all of these definition phrases 
or take any group or any one of them and 
they do not give a concrete definition for 
the term, Knowledge. The first one given, 
"assured belieP is not even applicable to 
the term, but is in reality a definition of 
the term, "Faith," and as such is a bit or 
portion of knowledge. The second, "that 
which is known" precludes all Knowledge 
that is yet to come into the possession of 
Mankind. All the other definitions are 
themselves but a part of Knowledge and 
fall far short of fully defining the term. 
The definition "That which is known" is 
the nearest approach to a complete defini- 
tion, and out of it we will build one more 
definite and concrete; one that covers the 
broad meaning which is to be conveyed.

Knowledge : — The supreme principle 
which is the substance of existence 
and all that can be. has been. and 
EVER WILL BE KNOWN. Not any part of this 
definition, but all that has been known in 
the past, all that is known at the present 
time and all that ever will be known by 
all people at all future times, is intended 
as the definition, and as such is complete. 
That which is known by one person, one 
race of people or at any particular time is 
but a part of the great whole of Knowledge. 
In further explanation of this definition of 
Knowledge, and to convey to you more 
clearly the completeness of it, comprehend 
that Knowledge includes all that which all 
people, and all sentient creatures of the 
past, present and future can know, ever 
have known, do now know, and ever will 
know. It is, therefore, impossible for any 
person or persons to be in possession of 
Knowledge. They can be the possessors 
of a part of Knowledge only. 

Can you view the term in this broad sense 
and see Knowledge as a great sea of ener- 
getic force completely surrounding you, as 
completely as the air you breathe, and also 
to be found therein? 
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Science, Philosophy and Knowledge 7 

Can you see Knowledge in this light as 
something definite and real? If you can 
see Knowledge thus, you will agree that 
our definition is the correct one and that, 
though broad, it is definite and concrete. 

Believing and assuming that you agree 
thus far, you are now asked to firmly fix 
in your mind the idea that Knowledge is 
a power. See it as all mental force and 
mental power. Comprehend that Knowl- 
edge at this time is like electricity in the 
form of lightning, uncontrolled and in a 
conglomerate mass. 

No one knew, and it is not yet known, 
what will result from the discovery of 
electricity. If it is proven that Knowledge 
is Man's real power and that it is even more 
potent than electricity, who can predict 
what will be the result of its right use and 
what it will mean to all people? 

This you are not expected to realize or 
appreciate. Still, it is true that by the em- 
ployment of this power of Knowledge we 
create our individual and collective con- 
dition in this life. 

Every person of the human race is sub- 
ject to the consequences and results which 
they bring unto themselves through their

employment of that portion of Knowledge 
which they may possess. This portion of 
Knowledge, whatever it may be, is acquired 
by each person through their environment, 
experience and education, and either con- 
sciously or unconsciously they are influ- 
enced by the same in the expression of 
every thought, word and act, which attracts 
in kind, so that the whole human family 
is linked together and is inseparable. 

All Mankind is dependent, each person 
upon the other, regardless of the strength 
some one or more of us may seem to ex- 
hibit, for our bodies are of the earth, earthy 
and our mental capabilities consist of just 
that portion of Knowledge which we may 
possess making itself manifest through 
Man and the work of Man. 

The whole make-up of every person is 
but the outward expression of that portion 
of Knowledge each one has gained, regard- 
less of his condition. Some have attracted 
to themselves wealth, fame and fortune; 
success, health and abundance; while the 
less fortunate have attracted to themselves 
failure and all its attendant distress. 

Here an oft-asked question presents it- 
self and it can only be answered in ac- 
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Science, Philosophy and Knowledge 9 

cordance with the conception of Scientific 
Philosophy based upon that portion of 
Knowledge which is now possessed. The 
question referred to is: "How is Man here; 
for what purpose, and why?** 

Answering plainly; Man is here in life 
for the purpose of manifesting and per- 
petuating Knowledge, because Knowledge 
is the SUPREME PRINCIPLE. 

Knowledge is the beginning of all dis- 
cernment and that which is not knowable 
does not exist. It is non-existent, beyond 
all comprehension. It is impossible to 
imagine, much less comprehend, a state of 
non-existence because the comprehension 
or conception of a state of non-existence 
would be Knowledge or Existence. 

That is; allowing a complete contradic- 
tion of this statement, if a state of non-ex- 
istence were possible, the discernment of 
such a possibility would be a state of Ex- 
istence, and such conception would be a 
portion of Knowledge manifesting through 

Man in Life. 

It can thus be seen that the how of Man's 
Existence here in Life is because of the 
impossibility of a state of non-existence.

Here is the beginning of the possible and 
impossible. 

Man is here, then, because through Man 
alone can Knowledge, the Supreme Prin- 
ciple, manifest and be expressed. Upon 
the state of Existence or Man in Life is 
the perpetuation of Knowledge in this life 
dependent, because Man is the Supreme 
Creation. 

Now, you comprehend that Man's sole 
purpose here is the expression, manifesta- 
tion and perpetuation of Knowledge, the 
Supreme Principle, and because the Su- 
preme Principle is Knowledge. 

Thus is included every system and 
method of education and all the teachings, 
customs, usages and laws of all peoples of 
all times in a state of progressive evolution, 
so that Mankind is ever unfolding into a 
more harmonious state of Existence. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Existence 

Each and every person in all the world 
exists in the center of his or her individual 
surroundings. Not to one side or the other, 
but each and every one of us is the center of 
his or her own particular sphere at the 
present moment, not in the future or the 
past, for the past is gone and the future 
is beyond our reach so there is no other 
existence for anyone or anything except 
here and now. 

On every side we witness change, growth 
and decay so we must all realize that we, 
too, are subject to the same influences and 
natural forces which bring about these con- 
ditions. This has created in us all a desire 
to know something regarding the next state 
or condition into which we must surely 
enter. Such a desire has possessed Man- 
kind down all ages to the present time and 
has led to all manner of speculation. 

Numerous are the philosophies, religions 
and doctrines which have been propounded, 
all of which are, to say the least, theoretical, 
if not mere theories.

Even so, these philosophies, religions 
and doctrines have manifested and of ne- 
cessity have become a part of our Knowl- 
edge, and are of inestimable value to Man- 
kind in solving the problems which beset us, 
because in them all we find one dominant 
belief which is the sole foundation upon 
which they are all built. 

This belief is a belief in the supernatural, 
or God, and prevails among all people, 
even among the uncivilized and savage 
races. To have a belief in the supernatural 
is to believe in the Existence of that which 
is beyond nature, or to believe that there 
is an Existence beyond our comprehen- 
sion. 

Thus it can be seen that one of the first 
and foremost operations of the thinking 
faculties of Man is to believe. Belief is a 
mental state and one of the first requisites 
in every religion. 

The great error is that you are also told 
in what to believe and how to believe it. 

Scientific Philosophy does not presume 
so much, nor assume any such responsibil- 
ity. It does say that the natural thing for 
you to do is to believe and that you cannot

avoid believing, and that Mankind, gener- 
ally, believes in God. 

Nearly every person of all peoples has 
his or her individual idea of what God is, 
and to each one God is not more or less than 
their own personal conception. Almost 
without exception it is admitted that God 
is beyond our understanding and com- 
prehension. 

We do not deny this general belief, but 
admit that this mental state among all peo- 
ple is a natural condition. This natural 
condition we recognize and put to its fullest 
use so that Scientific Philosophy adopts 
the prevailing belief that God is All, but we 
take it literally and in its fullest meaning. 

This is an insufficient explanation so it 
is necessary that we produce an Omni- 
Conception so that it can be seen what 
Scientific Philosophy means when it adopts 
the general belief that God is All. 

Then, together, let us ponder the Omni- 
Gonception which Scientific Philosophy 
offers. 

"God is All; the first cause and all be- 
ginnings; all endings and the last effect; 
the source of all sources; within, without, 
above and below; the existent and non-

existent; the known, the unknown and un- 
knowable; all time, the past, the present 
and the future; all space, force, power, sub- 
stance and matter; the confined and the 
unoonfined; the possible and the impos- 
sible; neither Truth alone, nor falsehood* 
but both Truth and falsehood; neither per- 
fection alone nor imperfection; but both 
perfection and imperfection; not good 
alone nor evil, but both good and evil; all 
life and death; and unto Mankind is made 
known and revealed in Knowledge.*' 

In your reasoning upon this, our Omni- 
Conception, you will come to the realiza- 
tion that it is true, absolute truth. It is a 
real Omni-Conception, that is, a conception 
of the All. According to these teachings 
and the general belief held by all peoples 
and races for ages, it is a conception of God 
for God is All. It is inconceivable that 
God is more than the first cause and the 
effects emanating therefrom, or all that is 
expressed in our Conception. 

Yes, but you ask, "Is God all the im- 
possible, the imperfection, the evil and 
death in this world?" In answering you 
must either deny or confirm that God 
(your God) is All. If your God is less than 
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the All, we can but agree that you are 
merely exercising your right to believe in 
God according to your own comprehen- 
sion, but you must admit that whatsoever 
that may be, it is all included in our con- 
ception as herein set forth. If you deny 
that God is All, then you do deny God, 
exactly as did the worshipers of idols 
welded in brass or carved in wood or stone, 
regardless of the fact that God (your God) 
is then but an inadequate conception. 

This, then, is your error, and the price 
you pay is that you lose the effect of being 
en rapport with the first cause or the source 
of all sources. 

God is not alone all the Impossible, the 
Falsehood, the Imperfection, tiie Evil and 
Death in this world, but God is All and in- 
cludes all these. Most assuredly it will not 
be denied that God is all the Possible, the 
Truth, the Perfection and all Life, but to 
maintain that God is not more than this is 
equivalent to denying that God is All, and 
whosoever denies that God is All does sac- 
rifice the strength to be derived from the 
Omni-Touch. 

It is possible for Man to determine that 
which is both Good and Evil within his own 
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16 The Key of Knowledge 

comprehension here on Earth, but it is im- 
possible for Man to determine, whether or 
not, that which he has determined Good or 
Evil is the same viewing it from the realm 
of the Supernatural. Man cannot compre- 
hend that which is Good or Evil except it 
has been revealed to him in Knowledge. 

How, then, can Man determine that which 
is Possible, Perfect and Good unless he is 
also in possession of the Knowledge which 
to him determines that which is Im- 
possible, Imperfect and Evil? Man can- 
not determine whether or not the Super- 
natural, the All or God is either Good or 
Evil, because the portion of Knowledge 
thereof possessed by Man is inadequate 
for such determination. 

Now, we realize that Existence can only 
be understood and comprehended in the 
manifestation of Knowledge and it is ob- 
vious that Knowledge as the Supreme Prin- 
ciple is the essence of the substance of all 
Existence. 

The term. Existence, is defined as : — The 
actual possession or continuance of being; 
life; anything which exists; an entity. 

Existence, according to this definition, is 
all time, space, force, matter and occur- 
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rence which has actual being, or anything 
which exists. 

Thus it is that if material substance is 
analyzed beyond its physical construction, 
that its substance is in its essence, KNOWL- 
EDGE, THE SUPREME PRINCIPLE. In 
accordance with this explanation. Exist- 
ence is here defined as: — All time, 
space, force, matter, life and occurrence 
which has actual possession of being, 
manifesting in knowledge, the supreme 
Principle. 

With this explanation we will now con- 
sider the state of Existence or what the 
conditions are in which we find Space, 
Force and Material Substance. 
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18 The Key of Knowledge 
CHAPTER III. 

Space, Force and Matter 

We now know that Knowledge is the 
Supreme Principle and through the mani- 
festation of Knowledge Man has come to 
realize his own Existence and the Existence 
of belief as one of the first mental states. 
We are then given a conception of the All, 
or God. and shown how all Mankind has 
a belief in the Supernatural, or God. 

We have now come to where we will 
give consideration to the existence of Space, 
Force and Material Substance and we will 
deal with Space first. 

The generally accepted definition for the 
term. Space, is: — Extension; room; quan- 
tity of time; interval between lines. Now 
this is but an inadequate conception of 
space, for, with but little thought it can be 
seen that nothing can exist in space. It 
is the abode of the Non-Existent, in fact, it 
is as near as Man can comprehend Non- 
Existence. If it were not that Non-Exist- 
ence is the Impossible, then Men would be 
enabled to comprehend Space. 
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It must be admitted that if there is evi- 
dence of the Existence of force or matter 
in a vibratory state that Non-Existence 
and likewise Space are then supplanted by 
such Existence. So in order that we will the 
better grasp the meaning to be con- 
veyed, we venture this definition. Space: 

— ^THE VOID OF FORGE AND MATERIAL SUBSTANCE; 

THE non-existent; the impossible. 

This definition shows that in all Exist- 
ence there is no space, because creation 
pervades all that which would be space if 
it were not thus occupied and filled with 
the Existent. Space cannot be dealt with 
further, for it is intangible and we cannot 
profit in so doing while there is so much 
to learn concerning the Existent, of which 
we are a part. 

True, there are those who believe to the 
contrary. There are those who believe that 
the Non-Existent is in reality the real Ex- 
istence and that all which is in evidence 
in the vibratory state is unreal and error. 
At the same time it is, in almost every in- 
stance, admitted that they do not fully un- 
derstand their own belief. Surely it must 
be seen by those who think for themselves 
but a single instant, that such a belief as 
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that, is in itself the supreme error, for are 
they not themselves of this creation. Exist- 
ent and in a vibratory state. 

This leaves for our further consideration 
Force and Material Substance in a vibratory 
state and they are both comprehensible. 
Here we have something tangible. 

The generally accepted definition of the 
term Force is: — active power; energy; 
vigor; strength; violence; any cause that 
produces or tends to produce motion or 
change of motion in a body; impel; push; 
press; strain; cause to grow or ripen by 
artificial means. 

This gives no idea of the fact that all 
force is in a vibratory state, that is, all force 
is confined in rates of vibrations and out- 
side of vibratory existence force does not 
exist. Now, all active power, all energy, 
vigor, strength and violence are the result 
of vibratory causes and are in the vibra- 
tory state. So, also, is the cause of all mo- 
tion or change of motion in any material 
body, and the growth, ripening and decay 
of all material substance containing life are 
the results of force in a vibratory state. 

Here, then, we will again venture to a 
definition. Force: — ^The vibratory exist- 
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ENCE OUT OF WHICH EMANATES ALL POWER, 
ENERGY, MOTION, STRENGTH AND VIGOR, CAUS- 
ING CHANGE, GROWTH AND DECAY AND SUPPLY- 
ING UFE IN MATERIAL SUBSTANCE. 

There seems to be something in the life 
forces that is not included in this definition, 
or it may be contrary to the belief of some 
that there is but one force; that life is sup- 
plied by force from the same source as 
electricity or steam, but this can easily be 
understood when all force is comprehended 
in a vibratory state. 

Vibratory force is the cause of all cohe- 
sion, attraction and magnetic influences. 
That is, vibratory forces come in contact 
with similar vibratory forces on a given 
plane and the result is cohesion, attraction 
and magnetic power which in turn sets up 
a still different vibratory force. This con- 
tinuous process results in Existence com- 
pletely permeating all that would other- 
wise be space, so that vibratory Existence 
itself sets in motion vibratory forces. 

When the vibratory forces on a given 
plane come in contact with one another, 
cohesion, attraction and a magnetic force 
must result, and when such vibratory forces 
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become sufficiently cohesive and attractive, 
they congeal and soldidify and there ap- 
pears the vibratory condition which is ma- 
terial substance and so it, too, is seen in a 
vibratory state. 

Yes, our investigation leads us to the 
unalterable conclusion that all material 
substance is in a vibratory condition. 

We will now take up the subject of 
Matter, and again we will see what the gen- 
erally accepted definition has to offer. 
We find Matter defined as : — that which oc- 
cupies space, and is perceptible by the 
senses; body; substance; events; etc. This 
is not contrary to our conception of Space 
or Force. It is shown that all space is 
occupied and when Force and Matter are 
seen in their vibratory state, it is true that 
Matter and Force occupy all Space, but 
Force is not always perceptible to the senses 
while Matter always is. It is Force in a 
bodily form, and is a form that is percept- 
ible to the senses, and can be analyzed but 
it, too, is in a vibratory state. So we 
define Matter as: — ^that vibratory exist- 
ence WHICH IS so CONGEALED AND SOLIDIFIED 

that rr is perceptible to the senses, and 
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TOGETHER WITH FORGE, OCCUPIES ALL THAT 
WOULD OTHERWISE BE SPACE. 

Again, bear in mind that all Force and 
Matter are in a vibratory state, as it will 
greatly aid in gaining an understanding of 
Scientific Philosophy, and we will analyze 
Matter in our further discussion. 

The atmosphere surrounding the earth 
and other heavenly bodies is of a vibratory 
nature and it is found to be composed of 
79 parts nitrogen and 21 parts oxygen with 
traces of carbonic acid and argon and vary- 
ing proportions of aqueous vapor, am- 
monia, ozone and organic matter. 

How has man come to this determina- 
tion you may ask. It is by analyzing ma- 
terial substance to the fineness of the 
molecule which we find to be the smallest 
particle that can exist in a single unit and 
is the smallest particle of substance that 
can be perceived by man. Its existence 
is but a molecular attraction, chemical 
affinity or cohesion and as such is in a 
vibratory state. 

Man has gone farther than this and has 
conceived the existence of the atom and 
that the molecule consists of numerous 
atoms. All of man's conceptions are the 
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results of vibrations traveling the avenues 
of the senses to the brain. Conceptions are 
all the results of vibratory causes. That 
is; sounds are audible; color is discernible; 
foods can be fasted; odors detected and the 
feeling of sensations of pleasure and pain 
are all the results of wave vibrations travel- 
ing the avenues of the senses to the brain. 
In the brain, of Man it enters an in- 
telligent consciousness. Then Man deter- 
mines how he has been effected by such 
vibrations. This determination so made 
is Man's first acquisition of Knowledge. 
This is the highest attainable result of vi- 
bratory effects and is a process of force 
in contact with finer and denser vibrations 
which are congealed into material sub- 
stance. 

Thus, it can be seen that in the progress 
of Man's development he would deal with 
matter first, because the vibrations emanat- 
ing therefrom would first travel his senses. 
So Man has acquired knowledge of ma- 
terial substance. It is long since math- 
ematics supplied Man with three dimen- 
sions of all material, substances. That is, 
all matter has the form included in length, 
breadth, and thickness, but when we deal 
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with force, the vibratory condition is so 
different that we must give our attention 
to a single wave vibration, which as far 
as its discemibility goes, is only a concep- 
tion; but as all conceptions are of a vibra- 
tory nature, we are shown an actuality. 

Before we apply dimensions to wave vi- 
brations let us get a correct understanding 
of what we mean by a dimension and we 
find our definition to be: Dimension; the 
size or measured extent of a body; cubic 
capacity; the lateral factor of an algebraic 
product or term. 

Here we see that a dimension measures 
the size of a body; that is, the length of a 
line is from its beginning to its end, and 
so with breadth and thickness. A dimen- 
sion, then, is the extension of a body be- 
tween two points, one at the beginning and 
the other at its end. If a straight line is 
extended indefinitely, then length can 
not be said to be a dimension becanse it 
has no beginning and no end; and this ap- 
plies to breadth and thickness. 

We would define dimension as: — ^the 

MEASURED EXTENT BETWEEN THE BEGINNING 
AND END OF THE EXTENSION OF TIME. FORCE 
AND MATTER. 
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In applying dimensions to wave vibra- 
tions we find a very different condition. 
As far as the three dimensions go they are 
almost lost from our view, but because of 
this we can comprehend a Fourth Dimen- 
sion which is seen to be just as infinite as 
any of those named and it, too, is only, a 
dimension insofar as it is confined between 
its beginning and ending. 

A wave vibration we find has length, the 
same as material substance, rate, which 
is the same as breadth and density 
which is equivalent to thickness. The 
fourth dimension which contains the be- 
ginning and the end of a wave vibration is 
DURATION. This can be seen to be the fourth 
dimension of all material substance be- 
cause it, too, is in a vibratory state. 

There has been so much speculation re- 
garding the possible existence of a Fourth 
Dimension that Scientific Philosophy of- 
fers this idea for what it is worth to its 
students, but we do maintain that every 
wave vibration has its duration. Wave 
vibration are not continuous but break as 
the waves of the ocean when they strike 
upon the shore. Vibrations break when 
they come in contact with stronger adverse 
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vibrations. We also maintain, and it can be 
seen, that as long as material substance is 
not in a state of absolute solidity, and as 
long as change, growth and decay are every- 
where present, that everything which is 
bounded by Length, Breadth, and Thick- 
ness, is also limited and bounded by dura- 
tion. This, then, is not contrary to natural 
law, and it is true that the Fourth Dimen- 
sion is Duration. 

No doubt, this, too, is contrary to the 
views held by some, and it may be said that 
time is the equivalent of duration. This 
seems true, but time is boundless and does 
not supply a beginning or an ending. 
Therefore, it cannot be a dimension. Length 
without beginning and without end, or 
Breadth and Thickness, beginning nowhere 
and unending, would not supply dimen- 
sions of any form of material substance. 
Duration, then, supplies the beginning and 
the ending, the same as the dimensions of 
Length, Breadth and Thickness. The ma- 
terial substances confined within these 
dimensions are in their material form as 
long as their Duration is consuming time 
and all material substance is in existence 
only insofar as it is perceivable within 
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LENGTH, BREADTH, THICKNESS AND DURATION. 

Force is also in existence only as wave 
vibrations are confined in length, rate, 
DENSITY AND DURATION. Thus are FoTcc and 
Material Substance of a vibratory nature 
confined within four dimensions. 

It would seem that force should be con- 
fined in a plane of finer vibrations than 
material substance while the contrary is 
true. Material substance is composed of 
rate of vibration so fine that force is 
consumed and congealed. By this pro- 
cess material substance is first perceived, 
but not in a vibratory state. Therefore 
the Fourth Dimension was not easily dis- 
cernible or applicable to Matter. 

Material substance, then, is a product of 
Force in its finest vibratory state, and Force 
is found to be the Essence of Existence, or 
creation in a vibratory state which supplies 
Life to material substance. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Life 

In the preceding chapters we have given 
our attention to Existence, and we have 
seen how non-existence is an impossibility, 
because if non-existence were a possibility 
it would no longer be non-existence but 
Existence. We have seen further that Ex- 
istence pervades all Space and because that 
which would otherwise be Space is so com- 
pletely filled, occupied and permeated with 
Existence, that the density so produced is 
the cause of all Force and Material Sub- 
stance being in a vibratory state. 

It was stated^ further, that Force is the 
essence of Existence or creation in a vibra- 
tory state and supplies life to material sub- 
stance. 

Life, then, is the state of Existence to 
which we will now give our attention and 
consideration and we will again learn what 
is commonly understood by the term. The 
definition is; Life: — cm animate existence; 
vitality; union of Soul and body; period 
between birth and death. 

It will be noted by those who have re- 
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ceived this instruction that the period be- 
tween birth and death is the time bounded 
by our Fourth Dimension, and in reality 
does not give an idea of Life itself. When 
we consider animate existence, or vitality, 
or the union of Soul and Body, we have a 
clearer understanding of life, but when we 
see material substance in a vibratory state 
blended with vibratory force, we can see 
how an animate existence can possess vi- 
tality and thus understand something of 
Life. 

This shows that Life is more than ma- 
terial substance, for animate existence is 
material substance in which is confined 
vitality or vital force. All Force is vital 
and of a vibratory nature. Thus it can be 
seen that Life is that state of Existence of 
material substance in which vibratory 
force is contained, because all force and 
all material substance is in a vibratory 
state and life is a blending of these two, 
manifesting the different forms of plant 
life and the higher forms of animal life. 

As further explanation. Life is an infu- 
sion of vibratory force into vibratory ma- 
terial substance in all plant forms and 
growth, sensations and physical activity in 
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all animal forms. According to the pro- 
cedure thus far, we will supply another 
original definition. 

Life: — ^The vibratory existence of forge 
and material substance blended together 
producing material forms in a growing 
state and animal forms possessing sen- 
ses and a capacity for physical activfty. 

In dealing with Life according to this 
definition, it can be seen that only life in 
plant forms and the life possessed by sen- 
tient creatures is taken into accoimt. 

The higher life wherein consciousness 
and intelligence are present, will be dealt 
with later, but it will be seen that they, 
too, are the result of vibratory conditions. 

Man cannot in any way produce by arti- 
ficial means creative life, because the crea- 
tive life force is the result of Existence 
completely occupying that which would 
otherwise be space. This makes it impos- 
sible for Man to add to or diminish the all- 
pervading Existence. Man can, to a certain 
extent, change and alter the form and con- 
dition of material substance, and as there 
is no state of absolute solidity, we find that 
in so doing the change is always in the 
dimensions of material substance. 
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In Life the three dimensions are a^ain 
ahnost extinct, but duration, the fourth 
dimension, is seen as the principal dimen- 
son of LIFE itself. This is because life is 
only present from the beginning to the 
end of DURATION, and after death has taken 
place — and the life force has departed from 
the material form, the three dimensions 
may be but little altered, while the dimen- 
sion of life is no more in that particular 
material form, its duration is past, or the 
span of life is ended. 

The decaying forces are then set into op- 
eration in the material form and will soon 
alter all of its dimensions. 

This study of Life has lead us to where 
we shall now give our attention to species 
in animate vibratory existence and we find 
the elements of male and female present in 
all material forms wherein Life is present. 

The male and the female supply the be- 
ginning of cellular construction and in 
them we see the positive and negative vi- 
bratory states. In the female cell life the 
positive and attracting vibrations are found 
to supply a fertilization for the male cells 
which are negative and from which there 
is a vibratory emanation, which, when 
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added to the positive and attracting vibra- 
tions of the female cells set up a new vi- 
bratory condition causing growth, which 
continues until the growth of the particular 
species is complete according to natural 
law. 

As for the new cellular construction now 
in the process of growth, it will be either 
male or female according to the vigor of 
the vibrations in the parent cell. The vigor 
of the parent cell is determined by the 
Duration of the Life of such cell. The cell 
whose Duration of Life is first ended be- 
comes fertilizer for the vital cell. 

If the male vibratory emanations are 
absorbed in its contact with the female vi- 
brations, then the new sex must be female, 
but if the vibrations of the male cells are 
vigorous and they do not lose their identity 
when coming in contact with the fertilizing 
female vibrations, then the new sex is male. 

This is not governed by the other physical 
conditions of the animate form, but is en- 
tirely in the vibratory condition existing in 
the parent male and female cells. It can 
be seen why sex control is so nearly im- 
possible of attainment. 

With this explanation of Life, we have 
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seen Life as a vibratory force and how it 
has caused change, growth and decay, and 
supplied senses and a capacity for physical 
activity in the various material forms or 
the body. In the generally accepted def- 
inition first quoted, we see that Life is also 
a imion of Soul and Body. 

This has not been overiooked, but it has 
been omitted intentionally because in order 
to show the union of Soul and Body, it is 
necessary to have more than a common 
understanding of what the Soul is, where 
it is to be found and its working. This then 
is our next subject. 
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CHAPTER V. 

Soul 

We have just been told that Soul is some- 
thing that has union with the body; that 
is, it is something that has connection with 
the body, or material substance in its vi- 
bratory condition, according to our defini- 
tion and the explanation already set forth. 

So much has been said and written re- 
garding the Soul and so many are the ideas 
and theories which have been advanced 
that we cannot give any of them considera- 
tion here. There is nothing to be gained 
by going over the subject except from the 
viewpoint of Scientific Philosophy, and all 
who are earnest in their desire to under- 
stand the subject will be able to distinguish 
the Truth when it is put before them. 

There is but one common understanding 
of Soul that we can accept for the begin- 
ning of our review and that is the generally 
accepted definition which we find to be; 
Soul: — the spiritual, rational, and immortal 
part in mem; reason or intellect; con- 
science; life; essence; moving or inspiring 
power; courage; human being.

This definition is not clear in any partic- 
ular. It is also contradictory and has been 
accepted for want of a better understand- 
ing of the subject. It will be found as the 
essence of the definitions accepted by all 
dictionary compilers with additions, sub- 
tractions and variations. 

At the very outset, and in accordance 
with our definition, the Soul is a part of 
Man, that is; Man has a Soul, he is the 
possessor thereof. No! Man here on earth 
is not a Soul, for have we not seen how 
Man is composed of material substance and 
force in a vibratory state. This does not 
say that Man cannot be the possessor of a 
spiritual or immortal part. 

Man is the possessor of a spiritual and 
immortal part which acts as his inspiring 
conscience, and it does more, for it supplies 
the Intellect. Reason is an expression of 
the Intellect, so it cannot be said that the 
Soul is the Intellect itself and neither can 
it be said to be Reason. 

True, there are those who believe to the 
contrary and maintain that Man is a Soul, 
but if we should accept this explanation 
of what the Soul is and what Man is, we 
will be lead into the prevalent error, that

this Existence is unreal. We would not 
be able to get any conception of Soul as ex- 
isting, for the Soul would then be Non-Ex- 
istent also. We cannot accept any idea that 
the Non-Existent is anything except Non- 
Existence and the Impossible, and we can- 
not get any understanding of anything that 
is attributed to Non-Existence, Space, or the 
Impossible. So it is necessary to deal with 
everything, even the spiritual and immortal 
part of Man as Existent before we can even 
hope to gain but a faint idea of that part 
of Man which is termed, and which is, the 
Soul. 

Now, it is shown to us that all of Ex- 
istence is in a vibratory state and this in- 
cludes also the Soul so let us apply a 
vibratory state to the Soul plane or Soul 
Existence. 

Existence everywhere so completely 
fills, occupies and permeates that which 
would otherwise be space, that space is 
non-existent and impossible, and this 
causes a density which is so intense that the 
vibratory state is established. 

Thus, it can be seen that there is a vi- 
bratory projection emanating from every 
material form. These vibratory emanations 
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come in contact with one another and when 
this happens, the wave vibrations join one 
another and set up another vibratory pro- 
jection. We then comprehend a state of 
existence void of material substance and 
resulting from the vibratory projections 
emanating from wave vibrations. 

This is the essence of vibratory existence 
and the body is left in its earthy state. 

This has lead us away from the earth 
plane and we now have a conception of the 
Soul plane. This is the state which leads 
to an Omni-harmonious Existence; that is, 
we are coming to the state where every 
wave vibration comes in contact with other 
wave vibrations, all of the same length, 
rate, density and duration in an unend- 
ing process. This is the Soul plane and 
herein dwells the Soul possessed by Man. 

From this we realize that Soul is some- 
thing more than our definition implies. 
To aid us in further explanation and under- 
standing, we venture another original def- 
inition. 

Soul: — ^The wave vibrations projecting 
from man, his thoughts, words and acts 
into absolute vibratory existence, causing 
the uniting wave vibrations to greaic a 
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VIBRATORY ENTITY WHICH SUPPLIES CON- 
SCIOUSNESS AND INTELLECT. 

From this definition it can be seen that 
there are two planes of Existence; that is, 
the body or material substance is of the 
earth plane, and the Soul is of the Soul 
plane, or absolute vibratory state, and both 
are united as vibratory beings. 

A higher function cannot be attributed 
to Soul than that of supplying conscious- 
ness and intellect, for by such a fimction, 
it becomes responsible for Man being the 
superior of animate creation. 

It is not the purpose here to show how 
the Soul supplies consciousness and intel- 
lect as we desire to leave that for a later 
explanation, but we will say that it is 
Knowledge which is the connecting link 
between the Body and the Soul. 

It may also be surprising that the mind 
and its workings is not here set forth, but 
it is not necessary at this time for the 
mind and consciousness are so much one 
and the same thing that when we have this 
understanding of the Soul and realize it 
supplies consciousness, we can readily com- 
prehend that there would be no mind ex- 
cept as it is found in consciousness. 
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The great error in reasoning upon these 
subjects has been that mind was considered 
both conscious and unconscious. By this ex- 
planation the Soul could not function as 
that which supplied consciousness and in- 
tellect. Man, the material bodily organism 
possessed of Life, is not a Soul but is the 
possessor of a Soul. 

If Man is a Soul, then he must also be 
the Soul plane or else there would be no 
state of Soul Existence except this mundane 
sphere. 

The idea of Man being a Soul and the 
duality of mind have been accepted be- 
cause the understanding of the Soul and 
the Soul plane was inadequate for a better 
explanation. 

If Man is the superior of creation, then 
he should be able to understand all that 
is existent, but one thing is certain, he 
cannot understand or deal with that which 
is unreal, or non-existent. Man can com- 
prehend Existence. If this is not so, then 
Man cannot be the superior of animate 
creation. 

True, not any one man may be able to 
comprehend all Existence at one and 
the same time but Mankind combined will. 
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even if it requires a higher state of man- 
hood than that which we know now. 

We cannot hope to solve any but our 
own problems and it is only by so doing 
that we can understand Existence or hope 
to be worthy of that higher state of man- 
hood. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

Mankind 

In the preceding chapters, we have been 
taught that Knowledge is the Supreme 
Principal and through the manifestation 
of Knowledge we have come to a realiza- 
tion that Existence is a fact and a reality. 

We realize that there is in Existence a 
Supreme Being because it is an inherent 
belief of all Mankind. The Supreme Being 
is the first cause and all Existence. Non- 
Existence is impossible and Space would 
be Non-Existent except for the fact that 
it is completely filled and occupied by Ex- 
istence. 

We comprehend that there are two planes 
of Existence. One is the earth plane wherein 
material forms are infused with force so 
that they possess life. 

Force and material forms we see in a 
vibratory state and the union of these two 
creates all life. 

We see this as all of animate existence 
with only one exception, and that excep- 
tion is Man. In life (which is the com- 
posite of force and material substance). 
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Man is the Supreme creation. Man, we 
learn is possessed of a Soul. That is, Man 
has union with Soul and the Soul plane, 
and being possessed of a Soul and having 
union therewith, Man is supplied with a 
conscious intellect, with which he has 
learned to reason. 

In order that Man may be enabled to 
exercise this function of reason, he has 
been endowed with another great heritage. 

This heritage is that which elevates Man 
to the superior of animate creation. 

The Key of Knowledge is this heritage 
and by that is not meant this message, but 
an attribute of Man. 

The Key of Knowledge has never been 
fully appreciated, in fact, it is only of re- 
cent years in a disguised form that it has 
attracted any attention whatever, and Man- 
kind at this time knows but little regard- 
ing it. 

It is not our purpose to make it known 
at this stage of our discourse, suffice to 
acknowledge it as the greatest of all gifts 
of God to Mankind. It will be given a full 
explanation in a later chapter. 

In this acknowledgment, we will elevate 
it to the personality of The Revealer or 
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Omni-Messenger, bearing the Supreme 
message of Knowledge, a Supreme Prin- 
cipal. 

This is the only messenger from God to 
Mankind and by that which we have per- 
sonified as The Revealer, and by it alone, 
has God revealed all Knowledge to Man- 
kind. 

It has always been at your service. It 
has been and is being used by you in all 
of your doings, including your praying and 
cursing. This moment you are what you 
are according to the use or abuse to which 
you have put it. 

Therefore, we must survey everything 
that has been revealed by The Revealer, 
and try to understand all that has con- 
tributed to the advancement of Mankind. 
We can comprehend this readily as we 
give our attention to a discourse between 
The Revealer and Mankind as person- 
alities. 

The Revealer would now be heard, and 
we shall be the listeners and students. 
There are those who would ask questions 
and so let us listen to their discourse and 
let us earnestly desire to be made wise in 
understanding and thankful for the bless- 
ings we may thus attain. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

Religion 

In this survey, all of the principal Reli- 
gions, Sciences and Pursuits are also per- 
sonified.

Mankind — 

"Without I stand, O! Revealer;

The Revealer — 

"0! Mankind, enter thou.

Mankind — 

"Without are seven of my servants who 
would question Thee and be taught. 
They are the seven great Religions. 
They come from far and near, of ancient 
times and of the present.

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CHAPTER X. 

Possession and Government 

Revealer — 

"Thus proceed.'* 

Mankind — 

"Here then are the last of those that I 
would gather to hear Thee, O! Revealer, 
and so Possession and Government are 
now before Thee." 

"By these more of the problems which 
confront us can be seen. 
For Possessions my people all have been 
but slaves, yet little do we know regarding 
our possessions. 

We strive for the possession of earthly 
things and upon them place great value.

'Then cometh Engineering and again 
imder this head we have seven most neces- 
sary subheads and they are Architectural, 
Mechanical, Civil, Electrical, Bridge, Rail- 
way and Mining Engineering. 
These are all in my service and by them 
we do labor in improvement of ourselves 
and the earth that is our heritage." 
Revealer — 

"None are omitted or overlooked then, 
and Thou would by me instructed be;

CHAPTER XL 

T^i2 Delineation 

Thus far the instruction which you have 
received has been but preliminary. The 
purpose of this preliminary instruction has 
been to create in you a certain state of 
mind.

As such it 
must be the cause from which all advance- 
ment to a higher state of Existence than 
sense gratification and physical activity is 
the result, and as such, is, and must be, both 
creative and destructive. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that 
which is a possession of every person of 
all peoples of all times, and that which is 
not possessed by the lower animals. As 
such it must be the supreme expression, or 
the culmination of manifestation and must 
manifest and predominate all of Existence. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that 
which is not confined to body, flesh or mat- 
ter; nor can it be limited by space or time, 
yet it must give force and power. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that by 
which all of Mankind is enabled to be un- 
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derstood and understand. As such it must 
be that which determines and defines the 
Seven Rights of Man. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that by 
which Mankind has become a believer in 
the Supernatural or God and by which has 
been revealed to Mankind the Seven Great 
Religions and all their many different 
branches. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that by 
which the organization of society has come 
about, and as such, it must be that by which 
is created all Societies, Lodges and Secret 
Organizations of every name and nature. 
It must be that which is the means of trans- 
acting and carrying on all business of 
every name and nature. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that 
which is the basis of all value and that 
which determines even the value of our 
coinage. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that 
which is the connecting link between Man- 
kind and all of his earthly possessions and 
is, in fact, his only real possession. 

The Key of Knowledge must be that 
which is the controlling factor of all Gov- 
ernment and by which all legislative and 
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executive functions of Government are ex- 
pressed and made effective. 

The fact remains that The Key of Knowl- 
edge has not been revealed and cannot be 
made known to us unless it is shown be- 
yond even the shadow of a doubt, that The 
Key of Knowledge is that by which is ex- 
pressed all Truth, Faith, Charity, Love, 
Justice, Wisdom, Honor, Reverence and 
Kindness. 

It must be that which determines all that 
is Good and Bad, and by its right use should 
make all things good and establish a state 
of Omni-Harmony. 

You now have an idea of what a Key of 
Knowledge must be; and the attempt will 
be made to fulfill your highest expecta- 
tions. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

*The Key gf Knowledge** 

In our definition of Knowledge, we see 
that Knowledge is all that can be, has been 
and ever will be known. We are also 
taught that Knowledge is in an unorgan- 
ized and chaotic condition, and as such, it 
is a conglomerate mass of force or power, 
like electricity was in the form of lightning 
before its discovery.

The discovery which was actually made 
was that lightning was the expression of a 
force that could be taken into control and 
put to useful service for Mankind, and then 
the means were sought with which to secure 
the control of it and make possible the em- 
ployment of its potency. 

There can be no better comparison for 
the purposes of explanation than in the 
discovery of electricity, because like the 
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lightning. Knowledge has always been 
known to Mankind. It is all that Man has 
ever known, and it is, therefore, even bet- 
ter known, but none the less unrecognized. 
It has been recognized to contain power in 
about the same degree as lightning, but as 
yet there has been little or no means 
sought to employ it as a power. 

In harnessing electricity and in the em- 
ployment of its potency, it became neces- 
sary to find and use certain instruments 
and mechanical devices in order that we 
might get control of it as a force. 

No instruments of any kind are required 
to secure control of Knowledge as a force, 
because Man himself is that instrument 
and through Man and Man alone does 
Knowledge flow as a force, and that in a 
current form. 

Now, if we can distinguish how Knowl- 
edge as a force flows thru Man, the instru- 
ment, and in what form and how this oper- 
ation is consummated, we should be able 
to comprehend how ELnowledge is a great 
power. Then we have the means by which 
all Knowledge has been acquired by Man- 
kind as well as the means whereby we can 
employ it as a power and how we can 
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acquire any part of the great whole of 
Knowledge. We will then have revealed 
to us that which is "The Key of Knowl- 
edge." 

At this juncture your indulgence for a 
short digression is asked as it is now nec- 
essary that The Key of Knowledge be re- 
vealed. Before so doing, the Author 
feels it incumbent ui)on him to tell you 
that the jyossession of this Knowledge 
has been a source of greatest satisfaction 
to him and to others to whom it has been 
imparted. It has also added inspiration, 
joy and strength, and now in imparting it 
to you, it is sincerely hoped and keenly 
desired that you and all Mankind shall 
come into harmony with its vibratory 
power which is here set into motion for 
your benefit and for the welfare of hu- 
manity. 

The vibratory force is here set in opera- 
tion so that all who study this message 
shall have their full desire of all that is 
good added unto them. 

Thus we must proceed. The first 
question which here presents itself is: 
"What force is it that passes thru man?" 
The answer is that the life forces pass thru 
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the human being, but the life forces pass 
through all sentient creatures as well as 
plant life, so that cannot be the force which 
is of Knowledge. 

The force of Knowledge does not pass 
through the whole human being but only 
through the brain of Man. Then you ask 
what it is that passes through the brain of 
Man. The answer given almost every time 
the question is put is that thought is that 
which passes through the brain of Man. 
Thought is not that which passes through 
the brain of Man, but the passing of Knowl- 
edge through the brain of Man is what 
creates thought. 

Again, it might be asked: "What is 
thought?" A whole chapter is given with 
thought as the subject, and it is sufficient 
to say that thought is not Knowledge nor 
The Key of Knowledge. 

Then what is the force of Knowledge, 
and what form does it take in flowing thru 
the brain of Man? 

You know. Yet you cannot grasp the 
idea at this juncture, and you cannot even 
venture a guess, so securely has this great 
Truth been secreted in the recesses of the 
minds of Mankind. 
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This one thing is certain, you cannot 
even venture a guess without it, for it is 
nothing more or less than "The Power of 
Language." 

The Key of Knowledge then, is the "The 
Power of Language." Yes, you may laugh 
at its simplicity. Don*t forget that elec- 
tricity, too, is simple since it is understood. 

Now, while you are in a frame of mind 
in which you have never before been* an- 
swer this question: "How much did you 
know before The Power of Language found 
its way through your brain?" Did you ever 
stop to think what you would be if you had 
never been able to talk and that all Man- 
kind was without The Power of Language? 

Indeed^ you never stopped to think! 

The Power of Language is the revealer 
OF ALL Knowledge. It is the Key of 
Knowledge and flows through the brain 
of man in words. Words flow through the 
brain of Man so rapidly and continuously 
that it becomes a force like a current of 
electricity. It is a real power and the 
IK)tency of electricity is negligible in com- 
parison. 

The Power of Language is the means by 
which Mankind has been elevated to all 
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conditions and states in this life that are 
higher than sense gratification and physi- 
cal activity, and you, dear reader, are all 
that you are according to how you have 
employed The Power of Language. 

You may not believe it, but you know 
that you have done all your thinking in 
the language which you learned at your 
mother's knee. 

Then, when you became old enough, you 
made all your desires and dislikes known 
to others all the days of your life in the 
language you have learned. Can you pass 
these facts as being of no concern? Yet that 
is what you have done and you have had 
faith in everything except in this great 
power. 

Now that THE Key of Knowledge has 
been revealed to you, let us devote our- 
selves to learning all about it. Let us learn 
how we have made use of it, and how we 
can put it into service for the greatest good 
to ourselves and all Mankind. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

Truth 

It is now presumed that you have 
grasped all that has been revealed hereto- 
fore and that you are fully cognizant of the 
fact that we are in possession of the nec- 
essary material with which to build a 
Scientific Philosophy. 

It will also be recalled that no attempt 
is to be made here to construct a complete 
Scientific Philosophy and what is attempt- 
ed will be to show the foundation upon 
which Scientific Philosophy can, and must 
be built. 

In order to do even this it is essential 
that we verify all of the material on hand 
so that we can agree that it is actually 
true and in keeping with Truth. 

It will again be necessary to follow our 
customary procedure so we can come to a 
full understanding of what Truth is. In 
order that this may be done, we can always 
meet upon common ground when we sur- 
vey the generally accepted definition of 
any given term, and here we find Truth; de- 
fined as: — agreement with reality: eternal 
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principle of right, of law, of order; verac- 
ity: fidelity; fact. 

From this definition it can be seen that 
an agreement with reality would be an 
agreement with all of Existence. There 
can be an agreement with reality only in- 
sofar as reality exists. 

This definition, then, stated that Truth 
is an agreement and that such agreement 
is the eternal principle of right, of law, of 
order; and is a fact. Veracity and fidelity 
both pertain to the conduct of man and 
will be dealt with later. 

Now, then, if Truth is an agreement and 
also the Eternal principle of right, it can 
be seen that Truth is an agreement of two 
elements, and an agreement with reality 
or Existence supplies only one of the ele- 
ments to such agreement. The definition 
implies two elements and there is another 
element. It, too, must be in keeping with 
an eternal principle. Let us see what that 
can be. 

It will be recalled our definition says 
Knowledge is The Supreme Principle. 
Here, then, is that with which reality or 
Existence must be in agreement and we 
behold Truth is the agreement between 
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Knowledge, the Supreme Principle, as one 
element, and Reality or Existence as the 
other element; and so it is that Truth is the 
Eternal Principle of Right, of Law and of 
Order, and is an Eternal Fact. 

Again, this is insufficient explanation. 
In order that we may understand more 
fully what Truth is, it will be necessary to 
survey the two elements that must be in 
agreement. 

We will now give our attention to our 
definition of Existence as one of these ele- 
ments. We find Existence to be, "all time, 
space, force, matter and occurrence in a 
vibratory state from which Knowledge 
emanates.'* 

This has automatically brought into our 
survey the implied element in our defini- 
tion for Truth, and it can be seen that the 
twa elements. Knowledge and Existence, 
are in very close relationship. 

That is. Knowledge, the Supreme Prin- 
ciple, is the effect emanating from a cause 
which is Existence, or all time, space, force, 
matter and occurrence. 

We will now see how this phenomenon 
occurs and then we will have the result 
of the agreement between the two ele- 
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ments. Knowledge and Existence, which is 
Truth. 

It will be remembered that your atten- 
tion has been especially called to the fact 
that all Existence is in a vibratory state 
resulting from a complete permeation of 
Existence in all that would otherwise be 
Space or Non-Existence. 

You can readily see that if all Existence 
is in a vibratory state that there are vibra- 
tory projections emanating from, or out of, 
all of Existence. Such emanation is Knowl- 
edge, The Supreme Principle — and surely 
if emanating from Existence it must be in 
harmony or in agreement therewith. 

But you are told that Knowledge is a 
conglomerate mass and finds expression 
only in The Power of Language. 

The Power of Language, then, is that 
which is the result of an agreement be- 
tween Knowledge and Existence, there- 
fore Truth is The Power of Language. We 
are now ready for an original definition. 

Truth:— The vibratory projections of 
Existence emanating into Knowledge man- 
ifesting IN THE Power of Language. 
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There are few who would deny that The 
Power of Language is in reality the Truth 
for which we have long been searching, 
but there cannot be left even the slightest 
doubt as to the correctness of this idea. 

Then let us give our consideration to 
what would constitute that which is the 
opposite of Truth in the light of every-day 
observation. We should then be fully as- 
sured that we are actually dealing with 
Truth. 

The opposite of Truth we find to be that 
which is False or Falsehood, and if our con- 
sideration of this phase of our subject sub- 
stantiates our contentions regarding Truth, 
then we will surely realize that Truth, the 
infallible, has been revealed to us. 

Again, we find we can best approach our 
subject by giving our attention to the ac- 
cepted definitions which we find to be; 
False: — untrue: dishonest disloyal; per- 
fidious: unreliable: made for temporary 
use: not in harmony. Falsehood is de- 
fined as untruth: a lie. 

It can thus be seen that both false and 
falsehood are in Existence, but they are not 
in agreement or in harmony with anything 
except their own existence, and do not 
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emanate in harmony with Vibratory Exist- 
ence. In fact, it is not a vibratory pro- 
jection emanating directly from actual Ex- 
istence in the first waves of vibratory pro- 
jections. It is of a secondary origin and 
it will be noticed that our definitions pro- 
claim that it is not in harmony, is untrue, 
and only for a temporary purpose. It will 
also be noticed that our definition says that 
the False is unreliable, but this is really not 
applicable as defining the term False, for 
all of Existence is in a vibratory condition 
and is therefore, more or less unreliable. 

When we apply dishonesty, disloyalty, 
perfidy, untruth and a lie as defining 
these terms, it is readily seen that these are 
all the creation of Man resulting from the 
manner in which he has employed The 
Power of Language. 

Thus it is that Truth, the infallible, is The 
Power of Language, and through its mis- 
directed use man is the creator of all that 
is False and all Falsehood. 

We are all aware of the ffipt that Man is 
the creator of all that is False, and all False- 
hood. By reasoning upon this phase of 
our subject we see plainly that there is 
nothing False or no Falsehood in Existence 
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except in Man's estate. Nothing in nature 
is False; therefore Knowledge thereof is 
in agreement and in harmony therewith. 
But if Knowledge thereof does not emanate 
correctly in The Power of Language, then 
Knowledge becomes the False and all False- 
hood. Thus it is seen that Knowledge is 
the Supreme Principle, because when it is 
in harmony with Existence, the emanations 
thereof are Truth, The Power of Language; 
and when The Power of Language does 
not express the agreement between Exist- 
ence and Knowledge, then the absence of 
such agreement is resultant in all that is 
False and Falsehood. 

Veracity and fidelity can now be seen as 
the opposite of all that is False or False- 
hood, and are correct expressions of Knowl- 
edge in harmony with its existent source; 
therefore they are proper aids in defining 
Truth. 

We should now view that which is False 
in the light of our understanding resulting 
from our reasoning upon this subject, and 
here we present this definition; False: — 
THE Power of Language expressing Knowl- 
edge NOT IN AGREEMENT AND OUT OF HARMONY 

WITH Existence. 
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It will be noticed that this is the direct 
opposite of our definition of Truth, and 
thus it is shown that by The Power of Lan- 
guage is expressed all Knowledge and like- 
wise all Truth. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 

Spirit 

In the preceding chapter you have been 
taught what Truth actually is. You know 
that Truth and Existence are two different 
elements. You know and recognize the es- 
sence of all expressions of Existence is in 
The Power of Language. You also know 
that the correct expression of Existence in 
The Power of Language is all Truth and 
by the erroneous expression of Existence 
in The Power of Language is all False and 
Falsehood created. 

Thus has "The Truth" been revealed to 
you and you know it is The Power of Lan- 
guage. 

This, however, is contrary to the view 
held by many of our best and most con- 
scientious people. These well-meaning 
folk are imbued with the fallacious idea 
that nothing here in this life is real. They 
believe that reality and the actual exist 
only in a spiritual state and they are so far 
from the Truth that they believe and teach . 
that their own bodies are not real and only 
illusionary. To make matters worse they 
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deny the existence of pain and pleasure. 

Such an idea is fatal to further progress 
for it is a complete denial of the intellect 
and senses possessed by Man, for neither 
can they be in existence if such were a fact. 

Now this idea is absolutely wrong, and 
always bear this in mind: Existence is al- 
ways real. Truth is always real. 

It makes no difference where you seek, 
whether it be here on this Earth Plane or 
whether you seek in the realm of The Soul 
Plane, Existence is Real and Actual and 
when the Knowledge thereof— emanates in 
harmony therewith in The Power of Lan- 
guage — ^it is Truth, the infallible. This is 
law, natural vibratory law, unchanging 
and unchangeable. 

We will now give our consideration to 
how these ideas have become prevalent 
among so many people. In order that 
this may be done we will examine the 
definition of our subject, which we find 
to be: Spirit: — The Soul: the intelligent, 
immaterial, imntortal part of Man: disem- 
bodied soul: apparition; courage: energy; 
vivacity: power of mind; moral and intel- 
lectual; genius; real meaning: essence; any 
liquid produced by distillation; alcohol;

liveliness; to take away suddenly or se- 
cretly. 

This definition is most certainly inclus- 
ive. According to it you can properly ap- 
ply the term Spirit to anything from the 
Soul of Man to the secret and sudden ab- 
duction of the beautiful heiress or the 
liquor plied, the drunken and sodden sail- 
ors at the orgy celebrating their conquest. 

The number of words in the English lan- 
guage is now over four hundred thousand 
and it seems that if Spirit is in Existence 
and there was even a slight undertanding 
of what Spirit really is that we should at 
least have a better definition than the one 
given above. 

Let us now survey our subject, Spirit, 
and we are told in this definition that it is 
the Soul of Man. The Soul of Man is 
Spiritual, and Spirit is to the Soul of Man 
what material substance is to the Body of 
Man. You will see this plainly by going 
over the chapter on Soul. Therein you are 
also informed regarding the Soul-Plane. 
Now the Spirit is the substance of the Soul, 
whether or not the Soul is disembodied, 
and thus it is seen how our definition does 
give some light on what Spirit is. 
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Our definition says further that Spirit is 
an apparition, but it cannot be that for an 
apparition is only apparent, but Spirit is 
real. It either does or does not exist; and 
surely there are none who would deny the 
existence of Spirit. 

Courage, vivacity, liveliness, alcohol and 
sudden taking away, do not define the term. 
Spirit, as to its actuality. Moral, intellect- 
ual, and genius are not even applicable in 
defining and pertain wholly to the faculties 
of Man. 

Let us now see if there is anything in 
our definition which will give us further aid 
in our search for the correct idea of what 
Spirit actually is. It says further that Spirit 
is energy, essence, power of mind and real 
meaning. 

From this it can readily be seen that the 
essence and power of mind is The Power 
of Language, for therein is contained all 
real meaning. Surely Spirit is The Power 
of Language. Yes, The Power of Lan- 
guage is Spirit or the Spirit is The Power of 
Language. It is in Existence — ^it is in the vi- 
bratory state; and emanates as wave pro- 
jections from other wave vibrations on this 
Earth Plane or in the Soul-Plane. 
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"How can these things be?*' you ask. 
Surely there is nothing so wonderful as the 
vibratory state of existence and its culmi- 
nating expression — ^The Power of Lan- 
guage. 

Can you not see that the name of the 
thing and of the man, is the Spirit thereof? 
Do you require more than the term to 
bring back to you in all her loveliness and 
faith your departed Mother, or if she lives, 
can you not realize all her graciousness 
when the term Mother finds its way thru 
your brain and into your consciousness? 
This, too, should be borne in mind: The 
name of the thing and of the man is the 
spirit thereof. You should also be able to 
differentiate between the thing itself and 
the name thereof. One is Existence and 
the other is Truth, The Power of Language, 
Spirit. 

Now it can readily be seen how it has 
come about that some people have come to 
believe that Existence is not real. They 
could not differentiate between the thing in 
Existence and the name thereof, or its 
Spirit. Not knowing what Spirit is, how 
could they recognize Existence, and to such 
surely all things would seem error. 
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We are now prepared for our new 
definition, which is; Spirit; — ^The en- 
ergy EMANATING FROM EXISTENCE INTO THE 
ESSENCE OF MEANING IN THE PoWER OF LAN- 
GUAGE. You noticed that in the quoted def- 
inition we were told that Spirit was energy 
and again we see how Existence complete- 
ly occupies and permeates all that would 
otherwise be space or non-existence. 

We also see that the density of this per- 
meation and occupation is creative of a 
vibratory state of All Existence, with en- 
ergy emanations prevalent, with all vibra- 
tory projections present, and a culmina- 
tion of manifestation from all that exists. 
It is also apparent how all such energy 
emanations, vibratory projections and 
manifestations are in Existence. 

So it is The Power of Language is Spirit 
and the existence thereof is real and actual. 
It is in harmony and agreement with Exist- 
ence and therefore, true, and in keeping 
with Truth. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

Mind 

You have now an idea of the identity of 
Spirit and that it is Truth. It is believed 
that you fully realize that the existence of 
all force and material substance is in a 
vibratory state, and how this is resultant 
in The Power of Language, Spirit, Truth. 

Now, by The Power of Language is not 
meant speech or the spoken word alone, 
nor is it the written word alone. It can 
readily be seen that these are produced 
by muscular activity. What is meant and 
taken to be The Power of Language is the 
spirit in each and every word of every 
language. This is the manifestation of 
Knowledge and supplies a meaning to each 
particular word so that it can be under- 
stood. 

It is readily apparent that it is the Spirit 
in The Power of Language which renders 
it understandable. What we want is to 
understand this phenomenon. 

This has brought us to the subject of this 
Chapter — ^Mind. So much has been said 
and so much has been written pertain- 
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ing to Mind that we could easily be- 
come lost in the many theories that have 
been propounded and advanced as Truth. 
Definitions there are, yet there is little if 
any definite information pertaining to the 
actuality of Mind and its identity is an un- 
settled question. 

In further attempting to identify Mind, 
the method thus far pursued will be con- 
tinued. The accepted definition will be 
reviewed and we will draw therefrom a 
better definition and clearer understanding 
of what the Mind is. 

The definition we find to be; Mind: — 
That which thinks, feels and wills: the en- 
tire psychical being of man: Soul: Spirit: 
any mental state or activity as of intellect: 
memory; the feelings or will: intellect: de- 
termination; the intellect or cognitive fac- 
ulty as distinguished from feeling and will: 
the renewed nature in mem; animal mind. 

Thus our definition says that Mind is 
Spirit, Soul and the entire psychical being 
of man. This is somewhat confusing be- 
cause the entire psychical being of Man is 
the Soul of Man and is in accord with our 
chapter devoted to Soul, where you were 
instructed regarding the Soul plane, and 
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taught that the Soul of man is a vibratory 
entity. 

In the preceding chapter, devoted to 
Spirit, you were shown that Spirit is in ex- 
istence as the energy substance of the Soul. 
Thus Mind is not the Soul; neither can it 
be the Spirit, because Mind is a faculty in 
the possession of Man. 

We are told in this definition that it is a 
conscious faculty which feels, determines 
and wills. Get this idea clearly. Mind is 
first and foremost consciousness: it feels, 
determines and wills. It is the intellect or 
cognitive faculty and as intellect. Mind 
must be conscious. It is any mental state 
or activity as of intellect or memory. 

It is plainly evident that the principal 
fact which is deducible from this defini- 
tion is that Mind is conscious, because ma- 
terial forms possessed of Life cannot thinks 
feel and will except during consciousness; 
that is, being in a state of activity. Surely 
there are none who would deny this fact. 

In order that we may be enabled to fully 
comprehend our survey of this subject let 
it be recalled, that all of Existence com- 
pletely fills, occupies and permeates all 
that would otherwise be space, and that the 
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density of such occupancy and permeation 
sets up a vibratory condition of all Exist- 
ence. All material substance is of a vibra- 
tory nature. All force is in a vibratory 
state. Life is the result of a combination 
of force and material substance caused by 
an infusion of force through the material 
form and the combination is in a state of 
activity resulting from the vibratory state. 
From Life there is a process of energy 
emanations which residt in the highest 
form of expression or The Power of Lan- 
guage. 

Again, bear in mind that there is a vi- 
bratory projection emanating from all of 
Existence. You may see this more plainly 
when you comprehend that the vibratory 
projections emanating from all of Existence 
are the suggestions of the thing in Existence. 
You can readily comprehend that any sug- 
gestion is in reality a vibratory projection 
of energy emanating from the material 
form or other vibratory existence. 

It is thus seen how Man is the center of 
his sphere with suggestions pouring in upon 
him from all sources. You also realize 
that your physical form is composed of a 
concentration of all material substances 
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and consequently Man's Life is a concen- 
tration of all life forces. Thus it can be 
seen that the point of meeting of the es- 
sence of material substances, plus the es- 
sence of life forces and of all suggestions or 
vibratory projections of energy emana- 
tions, is in Man. 

This meeting takes place in the brain of 
man and the brain of man is incased in the 
skull. Here, then, is a container of con- 
centrated material substance and force 
and the vibratory projections of energy 
emanations or suggestions. Thus these 
forces come in contact with one another in 
a state of activity. This activity is pro- 
ductive of different vibratory projections 
or suggestions. It can now be seen that 
the mind is a state of consciousness. 

A little further investigation and we find 
that there are only five channels or ave- 
nues through which suggestions can find 
their way to this place of meeting in the 
brain of Man and they are through the 
avenues of the five physical senses: i. e.. 
Seeing, Hearing, Feeling, Smelling and 
Tasting. 

This is an insufficient explanation of how 
suggestions make the journey to the brain 
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of all sentient creatures. You now under- 
stand that suggestions are vibratory pro- 
jections or energy emanations. It can also 
be seen that if we take any subject in the 
material form, its vibratory projections 
or suggestions must contain an energy em- 
anation of, and from the existing subject 
and be in harmony and agreement there- 
with. In fact, the suggestion is a counter- 
part of the subject itself because the sub- 
ject cannot be suggestive of anything, ex- 
cept itself. In truth it gives of itself in the 
energy emanation, in the form of a mani- 
festation of Knowledge. 

In this way Suggestions travel the sense 
avenues to the brain of all sentient crea- 
tures and there is set up a continuous and 
conscious activity which is productive of 
consciousness and physical activity in all 
animal forms. When suggestions travel 
sense avenues to the brain of man it is 
productive of physical activity, conscious- 
ness and Intelligence. 

Yes, emphatically! Lower animals are 
void of Intelligence. True, this, too, is con- 
trary to general belief, but it is readily seen 
that what is possessed by the lower ani- 
mals is consciousness. 
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Suggestions to the lower animals cannot 
do more than produce physical activity, 
because they are not in possession of The 
Power of Language. 

It is therefore readily apparent that in 
The Power of Language is Intelligence 
born; because it is Spirit and Truth and 
supplies man with an Intelligent Mind. 
The definition also made mention of ani- 
mal mind, but an animal is possessed of a 
Conscious Mind only void of Intelligence. 
Here are submitted our deductions in a 
new definition. Mind: — ^The concentrated 

ESSENCE OF MATERIAL SUBSTANCE IN CON- 
SCIOUS ACTIVITY IN ALL SENTIENT CREATURES 
WHEREIN VIBRATORY PROJECTIONS AND SUG- 
GESTIONS FIND LODGMENT AND RE-EXPRESSION. 

In the conscious and continuous activity 
of concentrated essence of material sub- 
stance, it is seen that the process of seeing, 
feeling, hearing, smelling and tasting and 
all other mental states or activities, can 
only result where consciousness is present. 
Intelligence can result only in the Mind of 
Man, the Superior of Creation and the pos- 
sessor of The Power of Language. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

Intelligence 

You are now fully aware of the fact that 
Mind is first and foremost consciousness — 
and that consciousness is produced by a 
State of Activity resulting from the vibra- 
tory condition of all Existence. You also 
know that both Man and the lower animal 
are in possession of a conscious Mind. 

It is not so readily apparent, however, 
that Man alone is the sole possessor of a 
conscious Mind which contains Intelligence, 
and therefore it is necessary that this phase 
of our subject be given further considera- 
tion. 

We will now proceed in the usual manner 
heretofore piu-sued. We find the defini- 
tion to be considered is; Intelligence: — m- 
tellectual capacity; understanding; Mind; 
acquired knowledge; news. 

It will be noted in this definition that In- 
telligence is said to be. ''intellectual ca- 
pacity.'* It is plain to be seen that an in- 
tellectual capacity is really a capacity for 
Knowledge. Our definition states that In- 
telligence is "acquired Knowledge.*' It then 
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states further, that a capacity for Knowl- 
edge is the understanding of Mind. Here is 
the difference between the conscious ani- 
mal Mind and the conscious Mind of Man, 
which includes Intelligence. This differ- 
ence is readily apparent. 

In the Animal Mind there is no capacity 
for understanding a manifestation of 
Knowledge, because Knowledge can only 
manifest in The Power of Language and 
in so doing creates Intelligence of Mind. 

We can almost hear the gasps of some 
who read the statement that Animals 
are void of Intelligence, but perhaps 
after a little further consideration, this 
statement will seem a little less ridiculous. 
It is so much the human tendency to at- 
tribute Intelligence to our friends, the horse 
and the dog and other animals as well, that 
it is really in a spirit of sadness that we 
are compelled to submit to the Truth that 
the lower animals are void of Intelligence, 
except insofar as they have associated with 
Man and become domesticated. 

We perceive that consciousness is an ac- 
tive state of Mind produced by a continuous 
stream of suggestions traveling each of the 
five senses to the brain of every sentient 
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creature. Imagine if you can, five tubes 
thru which there is a continuous pouring 
of steam into a sponge that is incased close- 
ly on all sides in a metal container, and 
you have a fair idea of the process of sug- 
gestions continually pouring into the Mind 
while incased inside the skull of the animal. 

In the lower animals this continuous flow 
of suggestions, through the five senses, is 
only productive of physical or muscular 
activity. When this continuous stream of 
suggestions reaches the Mind of Man. not 
only muscular or physical activity is pro- 
duced, but in addition thereto, a symbol is 
created. Each symbol thus created is a 
symbolic counterpart of the thing from 
which it came, that is, it is a counterpart 
of the thing from which it is a vibratory 
projection or suggestion, and in this pro- 
cess, we find that the symbol is just a word, 
hence The Power of Language. 

It is readily seen that the symbol or word 
thus created is the vibratory projection or 
suggestion, which is the energy emanation 
of the particular material form existent in 
the vibratory state, from which it is pro- 
jected and that such energy emanation is 
Spirit and gives meaning to the symbol or 
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word thus created. Now, by the re-expres- 
sion of these symbols, the meaning they 
contain becomes understandable in The 
Power of Language. Then there is set up 
a continuous creation of words or a con- 
tinuous manifestation of Knowledge in The 
Power of Language. 

In order that the fact, that lower animals 
are not in possession of Intelligence can be 
the better comprehended, let us take a con- 
crete example into consideration. The 
process of physical activity produced by 
suggestions reaching the animal mind of a 
wild deer almost always produced flight. 
Any strange sight, unusual sound, unex- 
pected touch, a peculiar odor or taste will 
cause physical or muscular activity with- 
out any signs of Intelligence for the deer 
will flee whether or not it is in danger. But 
you ask how to account for the seeming In- 
telligence exhibited by the domesticated 
animals. 

First, the inherent consciousness of all the 
lower animals is the more keenly developed 
because they are not in the possession of 
Intelligence supplied by The Power of 
Language. 

Next it must be seen that the lower ani- 
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mals can only become domesticated inso- 
far as they have associated with Man and 
become subject to the will of Man as it is 
expressed in The Power of Language. It 
is plainly evident that without this most 
wonderful gift, Man, too, would be without 
Intelligence and would be roaming the 
wilds in company with animals of the 
lower order. 

It is therefore true and in keeping with 
Truth that The Power of Language gives 
birth to Intelligence because it is Knowl- 
edge, Spirit, Truth. 

Thus, our survey has brought a different 
understanding of what Intelligence is and 
here we submit our new definition; Intel- 
ligence: — ^THE CONSCIOUS ACTIVITY OF MiND 
BY WHICH VIBRATORY PROJECTIONS OR SUG- 
GESTIONS ARE CREATED INTO SYMBOLS OR WORDS 
WITH MEANING, OR ThE PoWER OF LANGUAGE. 

We have thus surveyed the subjects 
Spirit, Mind, and Intelligence in the pre- 
vious chapters. We will now give our 
consideration to the working or operation 
of these in connection with the manifesta- 
tion of Knowledge through The Power of 
Language. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

Thought 

The subject Thought is already partially 
explained in the previous chapter, but it is 
necessary to give it some detailed consider- 
ation so that it can be more readily and 
fully understood. 

Thought is defined as: — The act of think- 
ing; that which the mind thinks; medita- 
tion; study; care or anxiety. 

Here, then. Thought is seen to be an act 
of the Mind. Now, you have been suffi- 
ciently instructed so that you know that any 
activity of Mind is produced by the con- 
tinuous flow of suggestions to the Mind 
through the senses. Thus, it is seen that 
Thought is the result of such mental activ- 
ity, that is. Thought is what the Mind thinks. 
Meditation and study mean the same proc- 
ess. Care or anxiety are also a phase of 
mental activity. 

The most important deduction apparent 
in this definition is that Thought is some- 
thing which the Mind thinks. Our defini- 
tion, however, fails to give us any idea of 
what that something is which tiie Mind 
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thinks. With the instructions you have 
already received, you can readily compre- 
hend that the I^d thinks symbols or 
words, in fact, that is the principal result of 
mental action. You are also aware that there 
are only two possible results of any action 
of Mind and they are physical activity 
and the creation of symbols or words. Thus 
it is seen again that lower animals cannot 
think, because in them any action of the 
animal mind can produce nothing more 
than physical action, for the lower animal 
is without The Power of Language. 

Yes, that which the Mind thinks is words 
or it is the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. If this were not true it would make 
no difference whether or not you could un- 
derstand the English Language in order to 
grasp the Knowledge that is here imparted 
to you. But it does make a vast difference. 
If you could not understand the English 
Language, you could not grasp any Knowl- 
edge which manifests in the English Lan- 
guage. All thinking is done in the Lan- 
guage which the individual has been taught. 

There are those who might at first be 
under the impression that they think before 
The Power of Language is set in operation. 
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but that is quite impossible because there 
is no thinking done until The Power of 
Language is set in operation, although the 
process of The Power of Language in 
operation and Thought are so closely allied 
that it is somewhat diflficult to distinguish 
their logical positions. The position they 
both occupy can readily be seen when we 
realize that if we had been able to think 
before we learned a Language or The Power 
of Language is set in operation in the Mind, 
that we would not always be subject to the 
Language taught by those with whom we 
associated in early life. Again it is seen 
that each person thinks only in the Lan- 
guage they have been taught. That is, the 
English people all think in the English Lan- 
guage; the French people all think in the 
French language; the Scandinavians, the 
Austrians, Germans, Russians, Chinese, 
Japanese and all the peoples of all the 
earth think in the Language they have been 
taught. 

To understand this subject still better let 
us devote our consideration to what is 
meant by the word, think. We find that 
the definition for it is; Think: — to have the 
Mind occupied on some subject: believe: 
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judge; intend or purpose; imagine; recol- 
lect; consider or reflect; presume. 

This definition for Think is seen to have 
aknost the same meaning as the one for 
Thought, and here we see that to Think is 
also a state of activity of the Mind. It says 
also that to Think is to have the Mind oc- 
cupied or in an active state upon some one 
subject. Let us see if we can understand 
the activity of the Mind. 

Did it ever occur to you that it is impos- 
sible for the Mind to be occupied with just 
one object or one single item? The act of 
thinking, or the process of thought is al- 
ways in a stream and flows as the water 
over the millwheel. Let us take a concrete 
example for consideration. If there is any- 
thing that could be said to be singular and 
be just one thing it would be a dot. 

Now, with our wonderful gift of The 
Power of Language, you can imagine what 
a flow of words or symbols are created by 
the perception of a dot. First, we have the 
word in all the difi^erent Languages and then 
the spelling of the word. Then comes in 
upon our mind a suggestion of its substance, 
size and color. Here'we comprehend a con- 
tinuous flow of words or The Power of 
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Language into ideas because with the per- 
ception of the dot, the ideas thus expressed 
are followed in the same activity of Mind 
by all associated ideas in an unending 
stream. 

Thus it is seen that Thought is a process 
of the Mind in action through the operation 
of The Power of Language, and from this 
survey of the subject it is seen that what we 
think is always words. From these deduc- 
tions our conclusion results in our new defi- 
nition which is: Thought: — ^the activity of 
THE Mind by which The Power of Lan- 
guage CREATES ideas AND KNOWLEDGE MANI- 
FESTS. 

This shows plainly that Thought does not 
precede the operation of The Power of 
Language — that Thought is dependent for 
its very existence upon The Power of 
Language, and that Man, the Superior of 
Creation, alone is the Thinker who thus 
expresses the process of Thought. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Senses, Attention and Will 

In the previous chapter we learned that 
Intelligence is the conscious activity of the 
Mind by which the meaning or Spirit con- 
tained in all vibratory projections is created 
into symbols or words and that this is the 
operation of The Power of Language. 

As we comprehend that this conscious 
activity of Mind establishes Intelligence, we 
realize that this same activity establishes 
Intelligence only insofar as vibratory action 
causes this activity through the senses. 

To fully understand the operation of the 
senses it is necessary to study the subject in 
its relationship to the Attention. In this 
way we can also better comprehend the part 
played by Intelligence. 

It is taken for granted that the function 
of the five physical senses is generally and 
well known, but exactly how the senses 
function, or rather just what transpires 
when the senses are in a state of activity is 
quite another matter. It is this phase 
of the subject which requires our considera- 
tion. We can the more readily comprehend 
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the phenomenon when we include the At- 
tention in our survey. 

It is a well known fact that through the 
five physical senses we are enabled to see, 
hear, feel, smell and taste, and we find that 
the generally accepted definition of Sense 
is: — The faculties of sensation; any one 
of the special faculties of sensation; spe- 
cifically any one of the five senses of seeing, 
hearing, feeling, smelling and tasting; bod- 
ily feeling in general; especially as produc- 
tive of pleasure or pain. 

Now, in order that we shall learn to un- 
derstand the phenomenon of the senses, we 
must view the subject in the full realization 
that all of Existence is in the vibratory state 
— ^we must understand that the operation 
of the five physical senses is the result of 
vibratory efl^ects. 

You realize that all animal life is the re- 
sult of an infusion of force through the 
material form, so that from all animals 
there is a continuous emanation of vibra- 
tory projections. 

Now, it can also be seen that if the Mind 
is continuously the recipient of vibratory 
projections or suggestions from all sources 
through the five senses, that these senses 
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are the channels through which all sugges- 
tions reach the Mind. 

You are aware that all animal life is also 
in a vibratory state. To be convinced of 
this fact, you need but give your attention 
to your own heart action and the action of 
breathing. It must follow that the opera- 
tion of the senses is in harmony with this 
vibratory condition. 

You are also aware that the five physical 
senses are in a state of continuous activity; 
that is, there is a continuous process of sug- 
gestions traveling the senses to the Mind 
and the product of this is the conscious 
state of Mind. You comprehend that this 
process is in a state of vibratory action be- 
cause it is impossible to continuously re- 
main in the conscious state, and so we enter 
the unconscious state which is sleep. Dur- 
ing normal sleep the Mind and the body are 
in a state of complete rest. At this time of 
sleep, the body is in a process of being re- 
charged. 

It is a fact that the conscious state of Mind 
is produced by the meeting of vibratory 
projections or suggestions. When the 
Meaning or Spirit contained in such vibra- 
tory projection is concentrated, the Intellect 
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is re-established, making the senses a fac- 
ulty of sensation, and enabling the whole 
animal form to be cognizant of bodily feel- 
ing as productive of pleasure or pain. Here 
we will submit our original definition for 
the Senses: — the active state of Mind re- 
ceiving VIBRATORY PROJECTIONS FROM OBJECTS 
OUTSIDE OF THE MiND, CAUSING THE SENSA- 
TIONS OF SEEING^ HEARING. FEELING. SMELLING 
AND TASTING. 

From this definition it can be seen that 
the Attention must play its part immedi- 
ately after vibratory projections enter the 
Mind. When such vibratory projections or 
suggestions enter the Mind Uirough any one 
of the Senses and are of suflBcient power or 
strength, they detract from the continuous 
action of the other Senses which are then 
reduced to a lesser state of activity and 
draw to themselves the full conscious activ- 
ity of the Mind. 

This concentration of mental action, 
directed to any particularly strong sugges- 
tion, is what creates Attention. Thus it 
is that the Attention is the act of the 
conscious Mind being brought into ac- 
tion by vibratory projections or suggestions 
coming in contact with other vibratory 
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emanations or suggestions tiirough tiie 
senses. 

As an illustration : let us suppose that we 
have placed before us a beautiful and fra- 
grant flower. It first attracts our Attention 
by the suggestions of its beauty coming in 
contact with, or disturbing the vibratory 
projections which are constanUy emanating 
from the Mind through the sense of sight, 
because it is brought into the rays or 
emanations which are within the scope of 
our vision. While our Attention has direct- 
ed the mental action upon its beauty, 
emanations carrying its fragrance come in 
contact with the vibratory emanations 
through the sense of smell and our atten- 
tion is again bringing our active state of 
Mind in contact with this vibratory projec- 
tion or suggestion. Thus it is seen that the 
function of the senses results from a con- 
tinuous meeting of wave vibrations emanat- 
ing from the conscious Mind and from sug- 
gestions coming in contact with such vibra- 
tions and disturbing the conscious activity 
oT the Mind, creating Attention; that is, 
it draws the activity of the Mind to the 
senses which have received the last sug- 
gestion possessing the required strength or 
power. 
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It is not necessary to define the term At- 
tention as it does not require any further 
explanation than is here submitted. It 
can be readily understood that when the 
Attention is thus attracted, or the conscious 
activity of the Mind is thus concentrated, 
upon any particular object; or when the 
vibratory projections of the object and the 
vibratory projections emanating as a re- 
sult of the concentrated activity of the 
Mind, that the sum of these two produce 
an entirely different vibratory power. In 
the lower animals this combination of vi- 
bratory action is always the cause of, or 
actually produces muscular or physical ac- 
tivity. This activity is in obedience to the 
incoming suggestions and gratification of 
the animal senses, as produced by vibratory 
action of the animal Mind through the 
senses. 

In Man this combination of vibratory pro- 
jections produces an entirely different re- 
sult. We find that even when physical* 
action is produced, that such action is not 
always in harmony with the vibratory pro- 
jections or the suggestions, which produce 
the combinations, because Man is not in 
possession of consciouness alone. In 
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addition, thereto, he is possessed of Intelli- 
gence. Now, when Intelligence is combined 
with this result, Man becomes the possessor 
of a Will. So it is seen this new com- 
bination produces in Man a conscious, in- 
telligent Will, because Man can resist the 
last suggestion which has disturbed his 
mental activity and bring the mental ac- 
tion into play on any other object. 

We will now give our consideration to 
the operation of the Will and try to see 
how far Man is enabled to exercise a free 
Will. We find that Will is defined as:— 
The Power of Willing: the power of con- 
scious, deliberate action; the faculty by 
which the rational Mind makes choice of 
its ends of action and directs the energy in 
carrying out its determinations; an exercise 
of the faculty of willing; a choice or voli- 
tion; strong determination; practical en- 
ihusiasm; energy of character. 

At the very outset of this survey we must 
recognize that Man would not be enabled 
to exercise a free will at all, unless he were 
possessed of The Power of Language, for 
he would then be without Intelligence. It 
is readily seen that without Intelligence, 
Man would be buffeted about in the same 
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way that the lower anunals are, subject to 
the results created by the vibratory pro- 
jections from environment, which enter the 
conscious Mind and which produces con- 
sciousness. 

Thus it is seen, Man may exercise the 
power of Will because he can combine the 
result of the vibratory projections or sug- 
gestions, traveling the sense channels into 
the Mind and the vibratory projections em- 
anating as a result of the conscious activity 
of the Mind and Intelligence. In so doing, 
his physical activity and mental action be- 
come intelligent, because he is enabled to 
interpret the Spirit contained in, or the 
meaning of the vibratory projections or 
suggestions which enter the Mind through 
the senses. 

The Will can only be exercised insofar 
as Intelligence acts in determining delib- 
erate action or the choice of any action. 
Thus it is the faculty by which the rational 
Mind makes choice of its ends of action and 
directs the energies carrying out its deter- 
mination. 

That is the full substance of the whole 
operation of the Will; it directs the ener- 
gies, and thus the Will is not the volition or 
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the energy; neither is it the choice, but 
it is the Intelligent act of choosing. It is 
true that vibratory projections are con- 
tinuously entering the Mind. This causes 
the Will to appear to be a faculty of energy. 
This is not so, because it is the process 
of intelligently acting upon one set of vibra- 
tory projections entering the Mind and re- 
jecting others. The volitional power or 
energy is created in the same way all en- 
ergy is created, which is as before stated. 
That is, it is caused by the density of Exist- 
ence itself permeating all that would other- 
wise be Space or Non-Existence, setting up 
the vibratory state which produces all en- 
ergy, force and power. 

According to our reasoning we accept the 
followingas the definition of Will: — ^the act 

OR PROCESS OF THE MiND IN WHICH INTELLI- 
GENCE MAKES CHOICE OF VIBRATORY PROJEC- 
TIONS ENTERING THE CONSCIOUS MiND AND 
DIRECTING THE ENERGY PRODUCING PHYSICAL 
ACTIVITY AND THE OPERATION OF ThE PoWER 

OF Language. 

Thus, through the Senses and Intelligence, 
Man becomes conscious of the fact that he 
is in possession of the Senses. Through the 
Senses his Attention is established and he 
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is conscious of possessing Intelligence and 

wm. 

Then, all suggestions which attract the 
Attention and direct the activity of the Mind 
become symbols and are resultant in the 
operation of The Power of Language, which 
Man can put into use according to his Will. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

Desire and Love 

In the preceding chapter we learned 
that the operation of the Senses, Attention 
and Will, is the result of vibratory activ- 
ity. Desire and Love are also the result 
of vibratory action. 

The vibratory activity which results in 
Desire and Love differs from the vibratory 
action which is creative of the Senses, At- 
tention and Will in one particular and that 
is instead of being a vibratory action enter- 
ing the Mind through the Sense Avenues, it 
is a vibratory activity emanating from the 
whole physical and mental make-up of the 
particular animal form. 

The relationship between JDesire and 
Love can be seen in the commonly accepted 
definitions which are here presented. De- 
sire is defined as: — cm earnest wishing for 
something; longing; craving; yearning; a 
request; wish; prayer; an object desired; 
appetite; passion. The definition for Loue 
is: — a strong complex emotion or feeling 
causing one to delight in, and crave the 
presence or possession of the object and to 
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please and promote the welfare of that ob- 
ject; devoted affection; attachment; spec- 
ifically, such feeling between husband and 
wife or lover and sweetheart; one who is 
beloved; a sweetheart; animal passion; a 
personification of the love passion; Cupid. 

From these definitions we comprehend 
the fact that both Desire and Love are in 
a certain sense expressions of passion and 
it is plain that they are both vibratory pro- 
jections emanating from the whole animal 
form. 

It is evident that the first expression of 
Love is the desire passion, which is the 
motive power or force that propels the con- 
tinuity of Existence of all animal life. Its 
operation is almost the same in Man and 
beast. 

When the vibratory projections emanat- 
ing from the whole physical make-up of any 
animate being, come in contact with^ the 
vibratory rays emanating from the animal 
form of the opposite sex, one of two things 
always happens. There is either a condi- 
tion of harmony or discord established. In 
either event this is the birth of Desire. It 
must be recalled that these are the vibra- 
tions emanating from the whole of the phy- 
sical and mental makeup of both animal 
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forms, and not the mental vibratory em- 
anations alone; nor is it the physical alone. 

In the event of this combination of 
vibrations creating a discordant and in- 
harmonious emanation, there is the de- 
sire to destroy this union, or the sep- 
aration and setting apart of the animal 
forms thus joined in such a union. This, 
then, is a desire set into operation and if 
it remains unsatisfied, it will grow into a 
passion, because the desire is a vibratory 
force emanating from a vibratory source. 
If this condition is permitted to grow and 
there is not a severance of the animal forms, 
destruction is inevitable. 

Now, when the desires thus established 
in both the animal forms are the same, that 
is, if this desire is a severance of the two, 
then the separation of the two animate 
beings follows as a natural sequence, be- 
cause the vibratory emanations lose their 
contact. On the other hand, if the desire 
to be separated is set up in only one of the 
animal forms, the result is that the desire 
continues in discord and the vibratory 
emanations of one animate being are at- 
tracting while the vibratory emanations of 
the other are detracting or repelling. 
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This always leads to conflict, because 
the vibratory projections are emanating 
in opposition to one another and a 
state of harmony cannot result. It is 
plainly evident that Desire is established 
even if the vibratory emanations from the 
two animal forms are not in harmony and 
although they create a new set of vibratory 
projections diametrically opposed and thus 
become a destructive force. 

The state of mental and physical condi- 
tion, from which Desire emanates in vibra- 
tory projections, is created by the over- 
supply or insufficient supply of the vibra- 
tory material. With a very small be- 
ginning, unless these vibratory states are 
swung back into a state of harmony, the 
discordant force will grow to extreme pro- 
portions. When the vibratory projec- 
tions from the animal come in contact with 
that which will supply the necessary vibra- 
tory material, the whole vibratory being is 
brought into a state of harmony. 

Desire is also established when the vibra- 
tory projections from the animal form come 
in contact with that which will supply the 
vibratory material which will establish the 
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state of harmony. An example of this is 
seen in the case of a Desire for food eman- 
ating from the animal form, coming in con- 
tact with that which will satisfy such De- 
sire. It is seen again that the Desire for 
food is caused by an exhaustion of the sup- 
ply from which vibratory projections con- 
tinue to emanate in harmony. At first the 
desire is but a healthy appetite, then it 
becomes hunger, next it is a craving, and if 
this intensified Desire is not satisfied, the 
whole physical being becomes famished and 
death ensues. 

Thus it is seen that the first Desire is the 
Desire for food. This is the same in 
its process of operation in all animate 
beings. The next Desire is the recre- 
ative or Sex-Desire, and it is also the 
same in its operation in all animate 
creation. These embody all of the Desires 
of the lower animals and herein is to be 
found a complete gratification of the senses. 
That is, Man has these Desires the same as 
the lower animals and also all mental and 
intellectual Desires while these are all the 
Desires that are possessed by the lower ani- 
mals. So we see that we have an entirely 
different condition confronting us in the 
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case of all the Desires of Man, The Superior 
of Creation. 

We have now dealt with the first states of 
Desire and all of the Desires of the lower 
animals. We find that all Desires which are 
more than sense gratification are possessed 
by Man only. Man can have a Desire for 
anything that can result from possessing 
the gift of The Power of Language. Thus 
Man's Desires are all expressed through 
The Power of Language, because in this 
process are supplied Intelligence and Will. 
When Man is thus equipped, he can have a 
longing for. a wish for; and request or pray 
for anything, with which his physical and 
mental emanations can come in contact. In 
this way we see how all states of Desire, 
emanating from all animate beings, are 
established as a result of vibratory projec- 
tions emanating from all animal life, and 
how Desire finds its highest form of expres- 
sion in the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. Our new definition is as follows: 
Desire: — ^the motive power of physical ac- 
tion FROM WHICH THE POSITIVE VIBRATORY 
PROJECTIONS EXPRESS APPETITE, CRAVING AND 
PASSION IN THE LOWER ANIMALS AND IN ADDI- 
TION THERETO, THE WISHES, REQUESTS, AND

PRAYERS OF MaN THROUGH THE OPERATION OF 

THE Power of Language. 

This definition does not state that a Desire 
must be expressed in order to be in Exist- 
ence. It does say. and it is plainly evi- 
dent, that the physical and mental state 
must exist from which emanates the vibra- 
tory projections, which can express ap- 
petite, craving and passion. The wishes, 
requests and prayers of Man are always the 
result of the operation of The Power of 
Language and are expressed in this process. 

It is further evident that the vibratory 
projections emanating from the combina- 
tion of the physical and mental faculties 
of the animate being do not always har- 
monize in themselves. It is not neces- 
sary that they do so in order that a state 
of Desire be created or set up. Neither is 
it necessary for such emanations to har- 
monize with the emanations from the ob- 
ject Desired. But when we proceed one step 
farther and find that the vibratory pro- 
jections emanating from both of the animal 
forms involved in such a union, do 
harmonize, then and only then do we 
behold that Love is established. Love is 
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not established in discord but always in 
harmony. 

Now, recall that our definition states that 
Love is, "a strong, complex emotion or feel- 
ing causing one to delight in and crave the 
presence or possession of the object and a 
desire to please or promote the welfare of 
that object; devoted affection or attach- 
ment." 

From this it is evident there cannot 
. be a condition which will create de- 
voted affection or attachment so per- 
fectly and completely as when two peo- 
ple, male and female, have been joined to- 
gether by the contact of vibratory projec- 
tions emanating into and creating a great, 
harmonious force. This force is really a 
part of the physical and mental combination 
of each, vibrating and pulsating the very 
life forces of both into that wonderful state 
of complex emotion or feeling which we 
know, and recognize as Love. Surely we 
must delight in and crave the presence and 
possession of the person or object that is 
conducive to such a harmonious state. 

Let us now survey an illustration. 

Assuming that you have accepted as true 
the contention herein maintained that your 
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whole being is in a vibratory state; that 
some vibrations are emanating from you; 
that other vibrations are continually coming 
in contact with and pouring in upon you 
from all of your surroundings, some har- 
monizing with those emanating, others har- 
monizing with those from your environ- 
ment and yet others in discord and the 
whole only in harmony to a certain degree. 
In fact, the whole human being is more or 
less a discordant combination. Now, im- 
agine if you can, what the feeling and sen- 
sation must be, if all of your physical and 
mental vibrations should be suddenly di- 
rected into that surrounding which would 
create a harmonious vibratory force em- 
anating as a result of the combination. 

This is the process by which is established 
in you and in every living animal form the 
one supreme and sacred desire to prolong 
or recreate life itself. Because this state of 
harmony may only be of short duration, 
Man often mistakes it for Love when it is 
only an expression of desire. It is plainly 
evident that Love is more than a harmoni- 
ous state of a combination of the physical 
and mental faculties. 

Love is composed of a harmonious blend- 
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ing of the physical and mental vibratory 
emanations of Man into one vibratory force 
which is in harmony with the Soul. Man 
can experience this Love state only in the 
degree and to the extent that he can har- 
monize his physical and mental faculties 
and his Soul. He will either promote or 
destroy this state of harmony whenever he 
comes in contact with the vibratory pro- 
jections from his surroundings. 

Thus it is seen that in the animal or sex- 
love there is a state of harmony created by 
the meeting of the physical vibratory pro- 
jections emanating from the physical being 
of both male and female. 

When considering this subject as applied 
to Man alone, the physical vibratory em- 
anations are produced in the same way and 
produce the same results as in the lower 
animal. But when Man experiences the 
sensation of Love, resulting from a harmon- 
ious blending of the physical and mental 
emanations in harmony with the Soul, then 
is the parental Love established and forms 
the foundation of the home. This Love is 
subject to change, growth and decay the 
same as all other things in Existence and 
the more harmony manifesting in the ex- 
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pression of this union, the greater is the 
measure of happiness attainable. 

An example of this is readily understood 
when we think of two young unmarried 
persons, male and female, meeting. Each 
one is a vibratory being with the Desire 
State inherent in them until satisfied, as 
the Desire State is already established. 
When these two people meet, the vibratory 
emanations come in contact with one an- 
other. They are drawn together while the 
emanations coalesce and harmonize their 
whole physical, mental and psychical make- 
up in one positive vibratory projection that 
is irresistable. Is it any wonder that so- 
ciety has recognized this as the foundation 
for the marital bond and decreed that mar- 
riage is a sacred institution? 

Viewing this from another angle; can you 
not see that when two persons meet under 
these conditions, that they are being pro- 
pelled into activity by two desires and that 
both will be satisfied by one attainment? 
Surely both Desire and Love then becomes 
the wildest passion and we must not judge 
too harshly those persons whose Will and 
Intelligence are smothered in this wonder- 
ful force. 
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An old adage says that, "Love is blind." 
Surely it is and just so surely as it is, 
so is it void of Intelligence until it is af- 
fected by the operation of The Power of 
Language. 

Now, when Love and Intelligence are 
blended together, then, we become con- 
scious of our love for one another. We do 
delight in the coalescence of our vibrating 
beings and strive to please and promote the 
welfare of ttie person or object that thus be- 
comes a part of our very selves. 

An original definition for Love is here 
presented to aid us in further considering 
this subject. Love: — ^the harmonious blend- 
ing OF THE PHYSICAL, MENTAL AND PSYCHICAL 
VIBRATORY PROJECTIONS EMANATING IN A 
COURSE TOWARD PERFECT HARMONY THROUGH 
THE OPERATION OF ThE PoWER OF LANGUAGE. 

From this definition it becomes evident 
that even the Perfect Love of God must be 
established in Harmony, and this is exactiy 
what is meant in our dedication when stat- 
ing that the Brotherhood of Man will be- 
come Omni-Harmonious. 

We now come to where we realize that 
Harmony or Love for all Existence is some- 
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thing that is very much to be desired. Thus 
we see that Desire is the foundation for 
Love. Desire then becomes the motive 
force which promotes all physical activity. 
In the following chapter we will see that 
Faith is the motive force that promotes all 
activity of Mind. 
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CHAPTER XX. 

Faith, Belief and Memory 

The meanings generally conveyed by the 
terms. Faith and Belief are so nearly the 
same that it can almost be said that they 
are synonymous, and still there is a vast 
difference. 

The lower animals are so often accredit- 
ed with a capacity for remembering, and 
the Memory plays so important a part in 
the expression of both Faith and Belief that 
we can the more readily comprehend their 
meaning when we survey them under one 
head. Of course, it is understood that in 
so doing we are to consider the subject in 
the light of Scientific Philosophy. 

We have seen how the activity of Mind 
is caused by the meeting of vibratory pro- 
jections or suggestions and that this action 
creates conscious Mind in all animal forms. 
Man is also subject to these conditions ex- 
actly the same as all lower animals. But 
in order that Man may take his place as 
the Superior of Animate Creation, He is 
also supplied with Intelligence. Thus Man 
has inherited an Intelligent, Conscious 
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Mind. With this possession, he may exer- 
cise the Power of Will and can accept or 
reject any vibratory projection or sugges- 
tion which may enter the Mind through his 
senses. 

Now the process of accepting and reject- 
ing suggestions which enter the Mind 
through the senses is also continuous. It 
can be seen that this process is constantly 
building a certain condition or state of 
Mind, and the material out of which this 
condition is built is the vibratory projec- 
tions or suggestions which have been ac- 
cepted. 

There is also a constant vibratory action 
set up as the result of these accepted vibra- 
tory projections or suggestions, and this 
condition becomes a guide in the exercise of 
Man's will in accepting or rejecting all sug- 
gestions which may later find their way to 
the Mind. Thus it is seen that Faith and 
Belief are a guide in the exercise of the 
Will. They both find expression through 
the operation of The Power of Language. 

It may appear at this time that The 
Power of Language is only a vehicle of ex- 
pression. While there is a semblance 
of Truth in this statement, it is readily ap- 
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parent that as The Power of Language is 
composed of numerous symbols or words 
and is expressive of all Existence as a whole 
and in part, that we are at a loss for Truth 
upon which to substantiate this idea. 

If all Existence is in a vibratory state as 
is herein maintained, then The Power of 
Language is the result of vibratory projec- 
tions emanating from all of Existence and is 
not only a vehicle of expression, but is ac- 
tually a portion of the substance or energy 
of which Existence or any part thereof is 
composed. Again it is seen that Knowledge, 
expressed in The Power of Language is a 
force or Power emanating from all of Exist- 
ence. 

Now the principal difference between 
Faith and Belief becomes more readily ap- 
parent when we survey the definitions gen- 
erally accepted. Thus Faith is defined as : — 
A firm conviction of the Truth of what is 
declared by another, simply on the ground 
of his truth or faithfulness; an assured be- 
lief; trust; especially such belief and trust 
expressed toward God and Christ; intel- 
lectual conviction in general however 
grounded. 
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The definition for the term Belief is: — 
probable Knowledge; intellectual convic- 
tion; acceptance of something as true; trust 
in another's veracity; that which is be- 
lieved; religious faith. 

From these definitions it is evident that 
in order that Man may actually have Faith 
of any kind, the foundation for such 
Faith must be Truth. He cannot have Faith 
unless it is an assured Belief, and a Belief 
cannot be assured, nor can there be a firm 
conviction that a thing is true unless Truth 
is the foundation for such Faith. You will 
recall that Truth is Knowledge in agree- 
ment with Existence, manifesting in The 
Power of Language. Thus it is you can 
have Faith in The Power of Language only 
when Knowledge is thereby expressed in 
harmony with Existence; hence Truth. You 
will notice that our definition states that 
Faith is. "a firm conviction of the Truth of 
what is declared by another," and again you 
see it is the Knowledge manifested in The 
Power of Language upon which you can 
have Faith. There can be no firm convic- 
tion of Truth or no assured Belief unless 
the Knowledge manifests itself in vibratory 
projections or suggestions direct from that 
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which exists or has actually occurred. 
Faith cannot be an intellectual conviction 
except insofar as Intelligence is supplied 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. 

It is thus seen that you cannot have Faith 
in anything except Truth or Knowledge 
manifesting in harmony with Existence in 
The Power of Language. 

Now as for Belief, you can believe in 
any Knowledge, vibratory projection or 
suggestion which enters the Mind that you 
might accept as Truth, whether or not it is 
an emanation from actual Existence. It 
will be noticed also that our definition states 
that a Belief is probable Knowledge, and 
that it is the acceptance of something as 
true, or trust in another's veracity, and this 
also says that you can believe the Knowl- 
edge emanating as a result of the operation 
of The Power of Language, even if it is 
nothing more than pure fabrication or 
fiction. 

Now get this idea clearly. You can only 
have Faith in Truth which is Knowledge 
manifesting in agreement with and in har- 
mony with Existence through the operation 
of The Power of Language, and you can be- 
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lieve in Knowledge manifesting as a result 
of the operation of The Power of Language 
when it is only fiction or falsehood. 

All vibratory projections or suggestions 
which enter the Mind either find lodgment 
by being rejected, or go on record, and are 
accepted and acted uiK)n. All of these sug- 
gestions have instantaneously become sym- 
bols or words and have made their impres- 
sion upon the Soul of Man. 

The Soul, you will recall, is that vibratory 
and energetic entity which is projected 
from the physical man into the Soul plane. 
Here the vibratory projections or sugges- 
tions find their place of lodgment and re- 
main until Man exercises his intelligent 
Will and recalls them into consciousness. 
This is the process of remembering. 

This process of remembering can be the 
more readily understood when we survey 
the definition for Memory, which is : — The 
act, process or faculty of representing in 
consciousness an act, experience or impres- 
sion with recognition that it belongs to time 
past; remembrance; recollection; the period 
of time covered by the faculty of remem- 
brance; the state of being remembered; 
that which reminds. 
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From this definition it can be seen that 
the Memory deals entirely with Existence 
as it was in time past. That is, any vibra- 
tory projection or suggestion which has 
already found its way into consciousness 
and become a symbol or word is brought 
into the Conscious Mind at that period of 
time which is present. It is plainly evident 
that the act, process or faculty that can 
represent in the Conscious Mind any act, 
experience or impression and recognize 
that it belongs to the time which has passed, 
is wholly and in part the result of the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. There can 
not be a process of recalling any act, ex- 
perience or impression in the original state 
because the act, experience or impression 
does not exist in the present. So it is 
))lainly seen that unless such event can be 
recalled from the Soul through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language, that such 
act, experience or impression is forever 
lost. 

The Soul contains the Memory and is the 
receptacle of all vibratory projections or 
suggestions after they have become sym- 
bols or words. The process of remem- 
bering is recalling from the Soul any sym- 
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bol or word which may have entered that 
department of the Soul termed the Memory, 

It now becomes evident that the lower 
animals cannot remember and again there 
are those who think that this is a most ridic- 
ulous statement 

Bear in mind that vibratory projections 
or suggestions which find their way into 
the animal Mind through the senses do not 
become symbols or words. Those who are 
very skeptical would no doubt ask the fol- 
lowing question at this time. "How do we 
know that suggestions do not become sym- 
bols or words in the minds of lower ani- 
malsr 

Admitting that this is a most ridiculous 
question, still it requires notice and an 
answer. 

We know that vibratory projections or 
suggestions which enter the mind of lower 
animals do not become symbols or words 
because the lower animals cannot talk. The 
Power of Language is positively not set in 
operation except in the human Mind. 

Again it is seen that suggestions do not 
become symbolic unless the animal form is 
in possession of Intelligence and Will and 
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thus being enabled to re-express such sug- 
gestion through The Power of Language. 

Another angle of this condition is evi- 
dent when we recall that the lower animal 
is endowed with an unusually keen con- 
sciousness. Instead of remembering or 
recalling any act, experience or sugges- 
tion which has previously entered the mind 
without such act, experience or suggestion 
retracing its course through the senses to 
the mind, all that lower animals can do 
is to recognize such suggestion when its 
vibrations are projected into the animal 
mind through the senses a number of times. 
This recognition only becomes evident 
when such suggestion travels the sense 
channels as a repeated suggestion. 

It is thus quite evident that it is impos- 
sible to recall any act, experience or sug- 
gestion which was previously in existence 
into the present consciousness without The 
Power of Language, because if it is the 
thing itself or its original vibratory projec- 
tions which are brought ipto consciousness 
through the senses, then the process is the 
same as when the original vibratory pro- 
jections or suggestions traveled the sense 
avenues to the Conscious Mind. It is true 
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that the repeated suggestion is at times 
more effective than when it entered the 
Mind in the first instance although this is 
not always readily apparent but there al- 
ways is the possibility of such suggestions 
being recognized. 

It is thus we must come to the realiza- 
tion that the lower animals are incapable 
of remembering and that it is Man alone 
who can bring into the present conscious- 
ness the Spirit in an act, experience or sug- 
gestion through the operation of The 
Power of Language. 

We have now come to where we require 
the definitions which here present them- 
selves as the deductions from our reason- 
ing upon these subjects. 

The definitions are as follows — ^Faith: — 
The motive power of mental action cre- 
ated BY Truth entering the Mind through 

THE operation OF ThE PoWER OF LANGUAGE. 

Belief: — ^The Mental State causing the 

ACCEPTANCE OF ANY KNOWLEDGE AS TrUTH 
THROUGH THE OPERATION OF ThE PoWER OF 

Language. Memory: — ^That department of 
THE Soul of Man which records and from 
WHICH The Mind can call into conscious- 
ness ACTS, experiences AND SUGGESTIONS 
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OF THE PAST, THROUGH THE OPERATION OF ThE 

Power of Language. 

In the first instance this mental state is 
built by the vibratory projections or sug- 
gestions emanating from some form of ac- 
tual Existence at the actual time then pres- 
ent and entering the Mind during present 
consciousness. From this it is seen that we 
cannot have faith in anything that has hap- 
pened in the past unless the records made 
upon the memory at the time the vibratory 
projections or suggestions entered the Mind 
are Truth and are direct emanations from 
and in harmony and agreement with Exist- 
ence, because if such vibratory projections 
or suggestions are only fabrications or fic- 
tion they cannot establish or build the men- 
tal state where Faith can be exercised. 

Faith, then, is the mental motive power 
passing through a transmitter. It really 
transmits and directs the vibratory projec- 
tions or suggestions emanating from Exist- 
ence and is the true Knowledge thereof, or 
Truth. Thus it is seen again that Knowl- 
edge is Power and that this Power or Faith 
is transmitted into the thoughts, acts, ex- 
periences and suggestions of Man. 
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It can now be seen that Man can believe 
any Knowledge in the form of ideas which 
have been built by the operation of The 
Power of Language, and it need not have 
its foundation in Truth. Now as the result 
of Truth establishing the Mental State 
where Faith can be exercised, it also draws 
upon and supplies a force for the inde- 
pendent operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage; that is, independent of the direct 
emanations from Existence in Truth and 
as Man has the power to freely exercise The 
Power of Language, he can believe in any- 
thing that is the result of the operation of 
The Power of Language. 

With The Power of Language Man can 
bring into consciousness anything that has 
happened in the past and he can believe 
that it is true. He can thus believe in any- 
thing that he can remember, but unless that 
which he remembers is transmitted correct- 
ly and is in agreement with the original 
act, experience or suggestion to which it 
relates, it is impossible to have Faith 
therein. 

He can have Faith in anything that enters 
the Mind in the present when it is Truth. 
He can believe in anything pertaining to 
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the present that enters the consciousness as 
Knowledge. He can have Faith that certain 
events will transpire in the future when the 
past is remembered and reveals that cer- 
tain conditions establishes Truth. As an 
example, we know that the past reveals the 
condition that old age always precedes 
death. If old age is present, we have Faith 
that death will follow. If the condition is 
youth, we can Believe that old age will be 
attained, but we cannot have Faith that old 
age will be reached because it is not always 
the case and Truth cannot be established 
in this regard. 

Faith, Belief and Memory can now be 
seen in their relationship to one another and 
you can realize that they are dependent 
upon the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. 

In the definitions which were first quoted, 
however, we are taught that both Faith and 
Belief have something to do with the estab- 
lishment of all religions. The definition for 
Faith stated that it was also such belief and 
trust as exercised toward God and Christ. 
The definition for Belief states that it is a 
religious Faith. It is evident that there 
is a confusion here. Let us see if we can 
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reason this phase of our subject to a ra- 
tional conclusion. 

If Faith is a firm conviction of the 
Truth, then why should our Faith pertain- 
ing to or derived from religious matters, be 
only a Belief? It does not remedy the sit- 
uation to bolster up Belief in religion to 
the position of Faith. We can either have 
Faith in God and Christ or we can Believe, 
but we cannot have Faith unless the 
Knowledge pertaining to God and Christ 
are Truth. No, you cannot just Believe that 
such Knowledge is Truth. It must be in 
accordance and agreement with Existence. 
Truth must be established or you can only 
Believe, and that is the prime requisite in 
all religions. That is, you must accept as 
true all of the ideas pertaining to God and 
Christ that are contained in any religion 
or you cannot be a member thereof. 

Thus it is that each religion has built 
for itself a mental image or idea of God. 
In the Christian Religion this has been 
based upon the idea which Christ taught 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. In addition thereto, the ideas 
taught before the time of Christ and em- 
bodied in the Old Testament have been all 
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reduced to print; are disseminated and Be- 
lieved to be the Word of God. The same 
conditions prevail concerning all the other 
religions which were enumerated in a prev- 
ious Chapter. Through the freedom pos- 
sessed by Man in the operation of The 
Power of Language, he interprets these 
teachings according to his own Will to do. 
In so doing he builds for himself Mental 
Gods, or ideas of God which are pleasing to 
his own sight. Because of the vibratory 
force thus set in motion, he can always at- 
tract Believers. He cannot establish Faith 
in all the Mental Gods he has thus 
created through the operation of The Power 
of Language, unless that idea is Truth and 
a Spirit emanation from all Existence. It 
is true that we possess not the Faith of a 
grain of mustard seed although we walk 
by Faith and not by sight. 
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CHAPTER XXI. 

Reason 

In the preceding chapter we learn that 
we can have Faith in Truth and we can Be- 
lieve in any expression of Knowledge em- 
anating from or manifesting through the 
operation of The Power of Language. We 
will now give our consideration to the sub- 
ject Reason and endeavor to learn how we 
may distinguish the Truth in which we 
may place our Faith from the Knowledge 
expressed through the operation of The 
Power of Language in which we can only 
Believe. This investigation should also 
aid us to distinguish that which is the False 
more readily. 

The accepted definition of our subject we 
find to be; Reason: — that which is taught 
or alleged as the basis or ground for an 
opinion, determination or action; some- 
thing adduced or adapted to influence the 
mind in determining or acting; proof; argu- 
ment; motive principle; that which ex- 
plains or accounts for cmy fact, act, proceed- 
ing or event; loosely, an efficient or final 
cause or condition; the entire mental or ra- 
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tional nature of man as distinguished from 
the intelligence of the brute; the mind; in 
a more limited sense, the purely intellectual 
faculties; specifically, the normal exercise 
of the rational faculties; that which is in 
conformity to general opinion; common 
sense; as the anarchist was brought to rea- 
son; {Logic) ^ a logical ground for thinking, 
an cmtecedent; also the premise or premises 
of an argument; generally the minor; thai 
which is right or befitting; just procedure; 
a reasonable act or proposition; (Psychol) 
intuition. 

This is indeed a comprehensive defini- 
tion and gives the different shades of mean- 
ing for the term Reason. 

At the very outset, this definition states 
that Reason is something that is taught or 
alleged. It is plainly evident, that if any- 
thing is taught or alleged, that it is nothing 
more or less than a manifestation of Knowl- 
edge through the operation of The Power of 
Language. It is then also evident that the 
manifestation of Knowledge through the 
operation of The Power of Language, is that 
something, which is the basis or ground for 
any opinion, determination or action. It is 
also that something which is adduced or 
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adapted to influence the Mind in determin- 
ing or acting; it is all proof » argument or 
motive principle. 

This is in harmony with what has already 
been stated, where it is shown that The 
Power of Language is the same as. a current 
of electricity and that it is the current of 
Knowledge which we have also shown to 
be a great force or power and which is the 
Supreme Principle. Thus it is always ad- 
duced and adapted to influence the Mind in 
all its activity, and it is an unquestioned 
fact that argument, much less proof, does 
not exist or come into being except through 
the operation of The Power of Language. 

We now understand that the first part of 
this definition shows that a Reason for any 
basis or ground for an opinion, determina- 
tion or action is Knowledge manifesting 
through the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. But we must not overlook the fact 
that such Reason may be either Truth or 
Falsehood and still be such basis or ground 
for an opinion, determination or action. 

In the second part of this definition, we 
see again that the only process which 
has the capacity of explaining or account- 
ing for any fact, act, proceeding or event is 
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the manifestation of Knowledge thereof, 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. It has already been explained 
that this process is the emanation of en- 
ergetic vibratory projections from such fact, 
act, proceeding or event entering the con- 
scious Mind of Man and there being con- 
verted into symbols or words, and estab- 
lishing Intelligence in the Mind of Man. 

It is now apparent that this process of 
the manifestation of Knowledge is existent^ 
and as such, it is an efficient and final cause 
or condition. 

We can now understand that the fifth 
idea of Reason in our definition, is that 
which is in conformity to general opinion; 
is also the same process of a manifestation 
of Knowledge. In fact, conmion sense and 
opinion are both created through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. It be- 
comes evident that this is the major and 
minor premise in their capacity to form the 
successive steps to be taken in all argu- 
ment, whether or not in keeping with the 
laws of logic. It also becomes further evi- 
dent that this is the process by which any 
fact, act, proceeding, event or proposition 
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can be determined to be reasonable, right 
or befitting. 

We can readily understand that the 
eighth or psychological phase of our defini- 
tion is Intuition, when we recall that it is 
stated in the chapter entitled "Soul", that 
the Soul is a vibratory being projecting into 
the Soul-Plane and all conscious and intelli- 
gent expressions thereof are manifesta- 
tions of Knowledge through the operation 
of The Power of Language. 

This has shown us that the Reason for 
any fact, act, proceeding, event or proposi- 
tion is in reality a manifestation of Knowl- 
edge, but there are yet the third and fourth 
ideas of Reason contained in our definition 
to be considered. 

The third idea states that Reason is, "the 
entire mental or Rational nature of Man as 
distinguished from the Intelligence of tiie 
brute, and that it is the Mind; in a more 
limited sense, the purely Intellectual facul- 
ties," while the fourth idea is, specifically 
speaking, the normal exercise of the ra- 
tional faculties. 

It will be recalled that Scientific Phil- 
osophy does not attribute Intelligence to 
the lower animals and it is here maintained 
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that Intelligence is established in the con- 
scious Mind only through the operation of 
The Power of Language. 

This would be at variance with our defini- 
tion if it were not for the fact that it be- 
comes plainly evident that the difference 
between the Intelligence of Man and the 
keenly developed consciousness of the lower 
animal is that Man is possessed of The 
Power of Language and the lower animal 
is not. Thus this possession of Man is the 
purely Intellectual faculty, and we readily 
understand and agree that the normal exer- 
cise of the rational faculties consists en- 
tirely in the process of the operation of The 
Power of Language. 

Though this definition is comprehensive, 
there is yet another shade of meaning for 
the term, Reason, and also another defini- 
tion which we find to be; Reason: — to 
examine; prove or influence; argue; per- 
suade or dissuade; to use reason; give rea- 
sons; to converse; take or give account; 
talk. This meaning shows the process of 
the operation of The Power of Language, 
but it does not show the process of reason- 
ing. It is readily apparent that to prove or 
influence by reasoning, to argue, to per- 
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suade or dissuade, to converse and to talk 
is just the one process of the operation of 
The Power of Language. 

Now, then, what we are really after is to 
learn just what the process of reasoning 
is. If the Reason or the reasoning facul- 
ties of Man consist entirely of the operation 
of The Power of Language, what is the ac- 
tivity of this power in the process of reason- 
ing? 

We will now survey the entire process of 
mental activity. We must first recall that 
consciousness is produced by the emanation 
of energetic vibratory projections from 
that which surrounds the Mind and the 
• vibratory activity of the Mind and that such 
emanations reach the Mind through the 
senses. This, then, is the first process or 
condition. 

The second process of mental activity is 
that when these emanations enter the Mind 
through the Senses, they arouse the Atten- 
tion and in so doing added activity of the 
Mind is brought in to play upon, around and 
about such vibratory projections which 
have entered the Mind and aroused the At- 
tention. 
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The third process of Mental activity is 
the recoguition of the Meaning or the ex- 
pression of the Spirit contained in such 
vibratory projections which have entered 
the Conscious Mind. 

The fourth process of mental activity is 
the creating of symbols or words for desig- 
nating such meaning and this is the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language and the 
establishing of Intelligence. 

The fifth process of mental activity is 
that of recording and recalling such vibra- 
tory projections which have been converted 
into symbols or words, and by this process 
we comprehend that the Memory is estab- 
lished. 

All of these processes can and often do 
operate void of Reason, except as Reason 
is viewed as meaning a cause, and is the 
Reason that such process is existent. 

It is thus apparent that the sixth process 
of mental activity is the result of all the 
processes heretofore set forth as embodied 
in reasoning which we comprehend is the 
process of receiving any impressions in the 
Mind consciousness and recording, recall- 
ing, comparing and determining what the 
meaning is, or what it is, the Spirit conveys 
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which is projected into the Mind in such im- 
pression. 

The seventh process of mental activity is 
the eflfect produced by these various men- 
tal activities and the establishing of the 
different mental states; the most important 
of which are Desire and Faith. The 
state of Desire supplies the motive power 
for all physical activity, while Faith sup- 
plies the cause or motive power of all men- 
tal activity and should be, but are not 
always guided by the Will of Man. 

It is evident that through these processes 
of mental activity, Man is enabled to deter- 
mine that which is Truth and Good; also 
that which is Falsehood and Evil. These 
processes can only be set in operation 
through the manifestation of Knowledge 
which is the operation of The Power of 
Language. 

According to the practice herein estab- 
lished, an original definition for the term 
Reason will be submitted. No one is asked 
to accept these definitions, nor any part or 
all of Scientific Philosophy as correct, but 
you are asked to prove each and every 
thought herein contained so that you may 
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judge for yourselves as to the correctness 
of these teachings. 
The definition is; Reason: — ^that process 

OF THE OPERATION OF ThE PoWER OF LAN- 
GUAGE, WHICH RECORDS, RECALLS AND DETER- 
MINES WHAT THE MEANING IS OR WHAT IS THE 
SPIRIT CONTAINED IN ANY VIBRATORY PROJEC- 
TION WHICH ENTERS THE MiND AND CREATES 

THE Mental States which promote 

THOUGHT AND ACTION. 

This definition shows that reasoning is 
not just idle and pleasurable talk, but that 
it is a certain process of the operation of 
The Power of Language which is productive 
of the mental states, the most important of 
which is the establishing of Faith and Be- 
lief. 

In a preceding chapter it was shown that 
Truth is a manifestation of Knowledge in 
harmony with, or agreeing with Existence 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language, and in our original definition for 
Faith, we are instructed that Faith is estab- 
lished by the direct energetic vibratory pro- 
jection einanating from that which is exist- 
ent. 

It can readily be seen that The Power of 
Language is existent and when Knowledge 
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emanates from it as the existent in har- 
mony or agreement therewith, it is Truth. 
Here we must realize that there is a dif- 
ference between The Power of Language, as 
the existent, and the thoughts or ideas cre- 
ated by the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. Thus it is apparent that if The Power 
of Language, as the existent, is Truth, that 
we can first and at all times, have Faith in 
The Power of Language, because through 
the operation thereof, the direct vibratory 
projections emanate from all of Existence, 
and thereby is established all Faith and 
Knowledge. We now realize that it is The 
Power of Language in which we can know- 
ingly place our Faith. 

It will be recalled that all thoughts and 
ideas are created by the operation of The 
Power of Language and it thus becomes ap- 
parent that we can Believe in any idea 
which has been created through the opera- 
tion of this power. But we cannot have 
Faith in such idea if it does not carry with 
it vibratory emanations which establish 
that it is Truth. 

We are safe in stating, then, that we can 
have Faith in The Power of Language and 
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that we can believe in the ideas created by 
the operation of this Power. 

There are those who would dispute this 
statement, too, and to them let it be known 
that this is the natural operation. It is 
that which always happens, for we 
always do have Faith in this power and we 
believe in the ideas created by its opera- 
tion. These ideas that are created by the 
operation of The Power of Language em- 
body all Religions, Philosophies, Doctrines 
and Teachings of every name and descrip- 
tion and each person of all peoples Believes 
in them; but he does not have Faith in them 
unless they are in agreement with Exist- 
ence. We now realize we can place our 
Faith in The Power of Language and that 
we do not have Faith in anything else, and 
that we can Believe in any Knowledge 
manifesting as a result of the operation of 
The Power of Language; because it is the 
Reasoning faculties by which Man is en- 
abled to Reason and comprehend all Knowl- 
edge. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 

Teaching 

PARTI. 

In the preceding chapter, we learned 
that The Power of Language is the Reason- 
ing faculty and that all Men have Faith in 
this Power, although often unconsciously. 
Then there is some Knowledge manifesting 
as a result of the operation of this Power, 
in which Man can have Faith and another 
part of such Knowledge in which Man can 
only Believe. There is still another part 
of Knowledge in which Man cannot have 
Faith, and does not Believe, because it 
is that which is not Truth and is recognized 
as Falsehood. From this statement, we 
comprehend that The Power of Language 
is a creative power since we can have Faith 
in some of the Knowledge manifesting as 
a result of its operation. We comprehend, 
further, that it is creative of thought and 
ideas and that it is through the operation 
of this power that all thoughts and ideas 
come into being, and are communicated 
from generation unto generation and from 
Man to Man. 
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In this chapter we are going to survey 
the subject of Teaching, because it is 
through Teaching that all ideas and thought 
are communicated. 

The term Teaching is defined as; — the act 
or business of a teacher; that which is 
taught This, however, does not bring out 
any idea of the process by which Knowl- 
edge becomes known through the operation 
of The Power of Language and in order that 
we might comprehend this idea, the more 
clearly, we will survey the definition for 
the term Teach, which is; Teach: — to im- 
part to by lessons; give instruction to; guide 
by precept or example; instruct; to give in- 
struction in; make known; communicate 
the knowledge of; to train by practice or 
exercise; impart skill, facility, etc.; to 
guide; conduct; to impart knowledge; give 
instruction. 

From this definition it becomes apparent 
that teaching is also a process of the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. It is by 
this Power that all lessons are created. Such 
lessons are imparted from one to another 
through the operation of this Power in the 
vibratory projections emanating from such 
lessons and entering the Mind of those who 
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are being taught It is in this way that 
Knowledge is communicated from one per- 
son to another. It also develops the con- 
sciousness of all lower animals insofar as 
Man applies his ability to teach through the 
operation of The Power of Language. 

It is unnecessary to survey this definition 
further because this understanding of the 
subject is nearly correct. The only mean- 
ing not clearly conveyed by it is the omis- 
sion of the part played by The Power of 
Language and for that reason the original 
definition will be submitted here. It is 
as follows; Teach: — ^the operation of the 
Pov^R oiP Language by which Knowledge 
manifests and is imparted from one person 
TO another person or to lower animals. 

From this definition it becomes evident 
that all Knowledge is imparted from Man 
and that Knowledge can be imparted to 
lower animals. There are those who might 
get the idea that the lower animal is also 
capable of imparting Knowledge. This is 
contrary to the teaching of Scientific Phil- 
osophy, and so it is here pointed out that 
When the mother bird instructs her birdling 
how to fly she does not impart Knowl- 
edge because she can only seek to have her 
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young imitate a physical act and that is not 
imparting Knowledge. It is only the exer- 
cise of a keen consciousness, void of Intelli- 
gence. It is true that this act gives sem- 
blance to an intelligent act but it must be 
remembered that it is purely a physical 
manifestation. There are those, too, who 
would believe and maintain that this com- 
munication between the mother bird and 
her young is evidence that lower animals 
do have a means of understanding one an- 
other. If this idea were conceded to be 
true, it becomes readily apparent that this 
would also be the operation of The Power 
of Language. 

Scientific Philosophy does not concede 
this, however, because this whole process 
of the mother bird teaching her Young to 
fly is only the expression of the vibratory 
emanations conveying the physical desire of 
the Mother to her yoimg, and does not im- 
part Knowledge. All other communications 
between the lower animals come under the 
same law. 

The illustration of the mother bird teach- 
ing her young to fly was employed in this 
instance with a two-fold purpose, the first 
being readily apparent in the illustration 
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and the other being that the mother or 
female is the ideal teacher of the Young. 
This is true in all animal life and does not 
differ in the human family. The female 
is not only the ideal teacher of the young, 
but she is naturally the first teacher and 
it is the mother who always imparts the 
first Knowledge to all Mankind. 

O! if it were only possible to bring home 
to every individual person of all peoples 
the stupendous import of this one fact so 
that Woman would be seen in her true 
position and so that she would realize the 
gigantic responsibility that is hers. The old 
adage: *The Hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the World,** is inadequate in its fig- 
urative expression because of the lack of 
appreciation by both Man and Woman of 
the high and Holy duty which is that of 
Woman. 

At your Mother^s knee O! Man, you 
learned your most valuable lesson. No 
religion, no philosophy, no doctrine, no 
education of any name or nature, no in- 
dividual act or imited effort is even a thou- 
sandth part of a beginning in importance, 
value and sacredness to the lesson your 
Mother taught you when she imparted

to your conscious Mind your first bit of 
Knowledge and gave to you Intelligence 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. 

We can now comprehend that Woman is 
the first and ideal teacher. But, in later life 
Man has gone his way and forgotten the 
teacher of his youth. In thus forgetting 
and emerging out of the influence of 
Woman, the Male Human Being became in- 
volved in strife and ever since has taught 
warfare. He has taught the necessity of 
war and practiced warfare in Militarism, in 
Government, in Law and in Business and 
even in religious affairs if not warfare, at 
least a competition that is akin to warfare 
and to what purpose? Why? 

Simply because he has failed to heed the 
lesson which Woman, the ideal teacher of 
his youth, would have taught in later 
life, and because he has often failed to real- 
ize that Woman is in possession of a Con- 
scious, Intelligent Will. He has even shut 
his ear and denied her a voice in govern- 
ing herself in matters of both Church and 
State. 

Peace, Good- Will and Love, or Harmony 
on earth, can never be established until this 
attitude and practice is changed. The old 
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ideas must be broken down, the new order 
must be established by an adequate and 
complete recognition of the equality of Man 
and Woman, the Superior of All animate 
creation. It is the fervent, sincere and 
impelling Faith, Desire and Purpose of 
Scientific Philosophy to set into operation 
the vibratory force which will cause all 
Mankind to attain one step nearer to the 
ideal condition, so that each and every per- 
son shall regard all of Mankind a Brother- 
hood and so that Man shall forever pursue 
his way in Peace and be the creator of 
Good- Will and Love or Harmony in all 
human affairs. 

Thus we realize that Woman is the nat- 
ural and ideal teacher of all Mankind in 
early life and during all of life is the equal 
of Man. 

It is also apparent that the Supreme les- 
son of Mankind is learning the Language, 
or beginning the process of the operation of 
The Power of Language. 

Teaching 

PART II. 
We should now comprehend at least in 
part, the wonderful potency of The Power 
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of Language. We must endeavor to un- 
derstand how this Power is creative and 
what it is that is created through its opera- 
tion. 

We can readily understand that thought 
and ideas are what are created through the 
operation of The Power of Language, but 
how thoughts and ideas transmit this cre- 
ative power is quite another matter. 

It will be recalled that Knowledge is an 
immense conglomerate mass of force or 
power in an unorganized and chaotic con- 
dition. This embodies and includes all of 
Existence. Such Existence completely 
fills, occupies and permeates all that would 
otherwise be Space, or Non-Existence, and 
that both Space and Non-Existence are all 
that is really void. 

Now the density of such occupancy and 
permeation sets up a vibratory condition of 
all Existence. 

This vibratory condition produces force 
and material substance. The infusion of 
force into and through material substance 
produces all Life. Out of the concentrated 
essence of the coalescent force and material 
substances, is Man created. 
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All material substance, Life and Man are 
subject to change, growth and decay as a 
result of the vibratory condition of all 
Existence. 

All material substance. Life and Man are 
bounded by four dimensions which have 
been shown to be Length, Breadth, Thick- 
ness and Duration. 

The vibratory emanation from all Ex- 
istence finds expression in Spirit through 
the operation of The Power of Language, 
and thus the Intelligence is established in 
the Mind of Man. 

With this possession, and through the 
operation of The Power of Language, Man 
causes the artificial change in the dimen- 
sions of all material forms and thus builds 
for himself his environment and all condi- 
tions under which he must abide. 

Heretofore Man has caused the artificial 
change in the dimensions of all material 
forms without regard for the welfare of 
Mankind at large. Each person has labored 
according to his individual understanding 
and created for himself a condition of con- 
fusion and discord. In addition thereto, 
Man has been intolerant and he has re- 
fused to put off his old ideas and adopt the 
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new. He has ever maintained that the 
ideas and thoughts by him created through 
the exercise of his Intellif(ent Will, sup- 
plied by The Power of Language, were cor- 
rect, and he has believed in these thoughts 
and ideas until he would excuse the per- 
sistence of his Belief by proclaiming it his 
Faith. 

Thus the teachers of all Religions, Phil- 
osophies and Doctrines of every name and 
nature have firmly maintained that they 
were correct and right. Some have even 
gone so far as to proclaim the Truth and 
then have denied their followers the Bless- 
ing they might bestow if such followers 
should seek Knowledge further. 

Let it here be underatood that when 
Truth itself is manifest, then the more of 
Knowledge that Man may seek and thus at- 
tain, the more will Love and Harmony be 
expressed and made manifest. 

Truth in its simplicity fears nothing and 
blooms and blossoms in the light of Knowl- 
edge. 

Scientific Philosophy does here maintain 
and now declare unto every person of all 
peoples that whatsoever Religion, Phil- 
osophy or Doctrine, which would bid you 
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drink of Truth, hoping to induce a state 
of intoxication so that you will blindly ac- 
cept such teaching as the only one which 
is right, and declaring all other teachings to 
be wrong, is itself based upon a false found- 
ation. 

To assure themselves in the position 
taken, the leaders of these little bands 
may bid you rest in ease and place Faith 
in the ideas and theories they advocate, 
while they declare themselves to be the 
chosen few and men with views that differ 
are lost. 

Scientific Philosophy would admonish 
you to seek Truth and Knowledge diligent- 
ly, when and where you will, without let 
or hindrance of any sort. It is your most 
sacred right, pursue it. The more of Knowl- 
edge you thus attain, the more of Truth 
will work to make you free. 

Thus you will come to understand that 
when false prophets, deny you fellowship 
with them because you seek Knowledge 
and Truth with more zeal than they possess, 
and because you would know that which 
they cannot impart; that they lay down 
their instructions and denials hoping to 
deaden the senses and deprive their fol- 
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lowers of their most active state of Mind 
so that they are followed yet more blindly. 
Be not so easily lead astray, maintain 
your right to know the Truth, then you can 
have Faith, and can Believe in any Knowl- 
edge until it proves itself. 

Truth alone, can remove the scales from 
your eyes so that you may see. Truth alone 
can make you hear. The numbness of your 
flesh can be restored to Life only when you 
partake of the scented sweets of Truth and 
taste its power to revive and make you 
strong and free. 



Teaching 

PART III. 

In Part, I of this chapter, we learn that 
Woman is the ideal teacher of the young 
and that all through life her influence 
should be brought to a state of equality with 
her male brother. We learned also that 
the greatest lesson in the life of all Man- 
kind is learning the process of the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. We know 
that the most important period in the life 
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of every person is during the eariy develop- 
ment of The Power of Language and the 
beginning of the manifestation of Knowl- 
edge through the Mind of the individual. 
This is the time when our use of this Power 
is the beginning of a process which builds 
before us the pathway upon which we 
must travel the full Duration of our earthly 
life. No time is so important to the indi- 
vidual, and the importance and respon- 
sibility which falls upon those who make 
teaching their business cannot be over- 
estimated. ,. '. ■ 

It is a fact that the future of the race is 
always borne on the shoulders of the teach- 
ers of the day. No calling is more worthy 
of our best men and women and no call- 
ing is more ennobling. There are teachers, 
also, who do not make the business of 
teaching their vocation. Upon investi- 
gation we find that whosoever imparts 
Knowledge is in fact a teacher, but the 
real teachers are first, the teachers in our 
educational institutions, and following 
them are the writers, preachers, inventors, 
doctors, lawyers and other professional 
people. 

The Power of Language, its real purpose 
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and function, is very litUe understood and 
much less appreciated, so that all teachers 
as well as every person of all times hereto- 
fore, have employed this Power, never even 
suspecting its potency and without any real 
purpose. 

We go to school and there take up the 
different studies. The most important are 
reading and writing so that we shall better 
make ourselves understood and under- 
stand. That is, so that we shall the better 
understand our fellows and the problems 
of life, and, also that we shall be enabled to 
express our thoughts and ideas the more 
clearly and live a life more complete and 
useful. 

Now, in order that we shall be enabled to 
employ The Power of Language with a real 
purpose and to the most efficient purpose 
with a most efficient effect, it will be neces- 
sary to study how the thoughts and ideas 
created through the operation of this Power 
become creative themselves and transmit 
the creative force. 

You, no doubt, realize that the vibratory 
state of all Existence produces a vibratory 
force which causes change, growth, and de- 
cay in all material substance and that this 
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process is in operation the full duration of 
the material form. You can also readily 
comprehend that while this process of 
change, growth and decay is in operation, 
that the only effect of this process is an 
alteration of the dimensions of all Exist- 
ence. That is, the dimensions of Length, 
Breadth, Thickness and Duration which 
bound, material forms, and the dimensions 
of Length, Rate, Density and Duration of all 
wave vibrations and their forces are what 
are undergoing a change and alteration. 

You readily understand that this process 
does not add to or detract from Existence 
itself, not even so much as one iota, one jot 
or tittle. It is plainly evident that what ac- 
tually takes place is the change and altera- 
tion of dimensions and here is accounted 
for all phonomena of Mind and Matter. 

We begin also to understand somewhat 
of the phenomena of the Soul and Spirit 
when we realize that Spirit emanates from 
the Soul and manifests itself in Knowledge 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language, and that this Power has the 
capacity to direct the vibratory forces so 
that the process of change, growth and de- 
cay in all dimensions is wrought. 
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Upon a little investigation it becomes ap- 
parent that this is the natural process, that 
is: this is just what always happens 
throughout all of Existence. In looking 
back upon the process, as it were, we read- 
ily realize that it is through the operation 
of The Power of Language that all plans 
are laid which must be followed in work- 
ing out the dimensional changes in nearly 
all material forms. The exceptions being 
the growth and decay of animal and plant 
life and the changes wrought by the lower 
animals in procuring the sustenance of life 
or the gratification of the senses. 

While The Power of Language is pos- 
sessed of such potency and its operation is 
a natural process, some might assume that 
an attempt to improve upon its operation 
must prove futile. But, as the object of 
Man's Existence is to promote the mani- 
festation of Knowledge and the perpetua- 
tion thereof, it is apparent that it is not only 
possible and attainable, but it becomes 
Man's sacred duty to exercise his Conscious, 
Intelligent Will, supplied by The Power of 
Language, so that this Power shall function 
to its highest efficiency. In this manner, 
only, will Man get his All out of this life. 
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Nor is this sufficient. The insufficient and 
inefficient employment of this Power also 
brings its dire results. 

We thus realize that The Power of Lan- 
guage has the capacity to set in operation 
the vibratory forces which promote change, 
growth and decay and thereby create the 
environment of all Mankind. 

In this way The Power of Language be- 
comes a creative and destructive power 
inasmuch as it has the capacity to control 
the vibratory forces which are both cre- 
ative and destructive. 

We will now endeavor to learn how we 
may employ this Power so that we may 
create for ourselves the ideal condition in 
this Life and by its destructive capacity 
eliminate the undesirable things of life. 

Teaching 

PART IV. 

It has been pointed out in this treatise 
that the fourth dimension is Duration and 
it will be seen that Duration plays a most 
important part in the employment of The 
Power of Language as a creative force. 
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It is also apparent that in order to em- 
ploy this Power with the purpose of cre- 
ating certain effects, we must not at- 
tempt to create any part of Existence, be- 
cause it is already created. All that can be 
done is to create the dimensional changes 
of that which already exists. Neither can 
we create the dimensional changes which 
have already been wrought. What can ac- 
tually be done, then, is to start the vibra- 
tory forces which will create such dimen- 
sional changes, either by causing growth 
and decay in all animal and plant life or 
the artificial change in the dimensions of 
all material forms. 

Thus it is apparent that The Power of 
Language does not become creative when 
it is employed in the past tense. It will 
start the operation of the vibratory forces 
which are creative when employed in the 
present tense. The activity and operation 
of the vibratory forces are bounded by 
Duration, and it becomes apparent that The 
Power of Language can be creative only 
when it is employed in the future tense. 
In this way employing sufficient Duration 
and beginning at the present and project- 
ing into the future. 
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We can exercise memory and bring into 
the present Existence, Knowledge of condi- 
tions, events and changes which existed in 
the past for the use and guidance in em- 
ploying The Power of Language as a cre- 
ative power, but we must also employ suf- 
ficient Duration and project into the future 
so that the vibratory forces can cause the 
changes of growth, decay and artificial 
alteration. 

We now understand that The Power of 
Language requires that certain conditions 
must be present before it can be employed 
in a creative capacity. We readily realize 
that one of these is that it must be employed 
in the future tense so that sufficient of Dura- 
tion will be allowed for the vibratory forces 
to create the effects attainable. An- 
other condition is that when The Power of 
Language is employed in the future tense, 
it must also be employed in positive action 
and -when it is so employed its motive 
power must be both Desire and Faith. 

It then becomes apparent that when we 
employ The Power of Language as a cre- 
ative force it is necessary to be cognizant 
of the changes, growth and decay that are to 
be wrought. Next it must be positive and 
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employed in the future tense, harmoniz- 
ing with, and deriving its motive force 
from Desire and Faith. In this way when 
vibratory emanations enter the conscious 
Mind, some of which are recorded and acted 
upon while others are rejected, the Will 
of Man becomes Intelligent and The Power 
of Language can be employed in an intelli- 
gent, creative capacity. 

Every teacher knows that in teaching and 
educational work it is most imperative 
that all instructions be given to pupils with 
absolute faith that such instructions will 
be carried out. This is employing The 
Power of Language with the purpose of cre- 
ating effects. It is also apparent in the case 
of a teacher giving instructions to the pupils 
that it is done according to the Desire of 
the teacher. The most apparent differ- 
ence between the efficient teacher and the 
inefficient teacher is the amount of Faith 
exercised in employing The Power of Lan- 
guage so that it becomes a real live cre- 
ative force. 

We can comprehend a most significant 
instance showing the employment of The 
Power of Language as a creative force in 
the fulfillment of prophecy. It can easily 
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be seen that if prophecy is uttered posi- 
tively and propelled by the motive power 
of Desire and Faith, the Will of the prophet 
is directing and he is truly employing The 
Power of Language in a creative capacity. 

A very little investigation will prove ttiat 
all prophecy is made as an expression of 
Desire. The one who thus may make a 
prophecy also has Faith in his ability to 
prophecy. It will also be seen that prophecy 
is a direct positive statement projecting 
into the future. In this way the prophet 
sets in operation the vibratory forces which 
create the fulfilment of such prophecy. 

From this short review we learn some- 
thing about how The Power of Language 
must be employed in order to be creative. 
Scientific Philosophy advocates that our 
educational institutions devote more time, 
effort and study in learning and teaching 
how The Power of Language can be em- 
ployed in its creative capacity to create 
the most desirable condition of life for the 
needs of the individual. That should be the 
real object of an education, and not simply 
the memorizing of an over-load of Knowl- 
edge. 

It ia true that some persons have a 
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greater capacity for acquiring Knowledge 
than others, and the necessity for more or 
less Knowledge is not the same in every 
case, but there are requisites that are pres- 
ent in every case and should be taught. 

The most important Knowledge to be at- 
tained is the Knowledge of the operation 
of The Power of Lfanguage. Next should be 
taught how to employ this Power in its cre- 
ative capacity. Next how to create the 
condition to be attained and next should 
be taught how the individual may be en- 
abled to find any Knowledge pertaining to 
any subject and thus attain the desired 
blessings of this Life. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

Healing 

PARTI. 

In the preceding chapter we have learned 
that The Power of Language is a creative 
force and that Man is enabled to employ 
it in a creative capacity. 

In this chapter we will endeavor to learn 
how all of Man's physical ills and disorders 
are healed through the operation of The 
Power of Language as a potent, creative 
force or power. 

It is quite generally admitted by all mem- 
bers of the medical profession as well as 
all others who practice the art of healing 
that there is but one healing force. The 
operation of this force is the process of 
healing and is identical in every case, re- 
gardless of what means or methods are em- 
ployed to start it into activity. 

In order that we may meet again on 
the conunon ground of agreement, we will 
give our attention to the definition for the 
term, which is; Heal: — to restore to health 
or soundness; to become sound and well. 
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Here we are also referred to the term 
recover which is defined: — to restore to 
health as from sickness; to regain health. 

From these terms and their definitions 
it is plainly evident that in order that the 
process of healing be set into operation and 
healing in any form be performed, the per- 
son must be sick. That is; we must change 
the condition of sickness. The term. Sick, 
is defined : to be effected with some disease ; 
to be ill or ailing; languishing, as from some 
unattainable desire. To avoid the sem- 
blance of speculation upon this subject, the 
definition for the term. Disease, will also be 
injected herein, which we find to be: some 
disorder; derangement; a disturbed or ab- 
normal physiological action in the living 
organism; a morbid condition resulting 
from such disturbance. 

In our survey of the definition for the 
term. Heal, we learn that it is a process by 
which the physical organism is restored to 
health or soundness. In our considera- 
tion of the term. Sick, we learn that sick- 
ness and disease are produced by a dis- 
turbed physiological action. 

This leads us to the apparent evidence 
that the process of healing must be a proc- 
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ess by which the disturbed physiological ac- 
tion is restored to a normal state of activity. 
This is fully in agreement with Scien- 
tific Philosophy, when we recall how we 
have been taught heretofore that all of 
Existence is in a vibratory state. 

We learned that all material substance 
is in a state of vibration and subject to 
change, growth and decay. This vibratory 
condition consists of a process of congeal- 
ation of the vibratory forces which produce 
the solidification of the material substance. 

In material substance, all physical forms 
and their many and complex organisms 
come into being through this vibratory ac- 
tivity. The normal functioning of such 
physical forms and organisms is produced 
by the infusion of vibratory forces into and 
through material forms, and this produces 
Life. 

It will be recalled that all of the vibra- 
tory forces and vibratory material sub- 
stances are in the vibratory state as a re- 
sult of the density of Existence, completely 
filling, occupying and permeating all of 
that which would otherwise be Space or 
Non-Existence. 
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We now comprehend that the forces 
which are thus set into operation when 
change, growth or decay is the result, are 
also one and the same force in a vibra- 
tory state. This is readily apparent when 
we take notice of the fact that sun- 
shine may cause the three processes of 
change, growth and decay in plant life. It 
is also evident that sunshine, itself, is 'a 
part of Existence in a vibratory state and 
plays its part in completely filling, occupy- 
ing and permeating that which would 
otherwise be Space. 

The continuous process of vibratory 
forces playing upon one another are result- 
ant in all of the material forms and they all 
fall into decay when the infusion of force 
into and through them ceases. 

It, therefore, becomes evident that the 
normal or healthy state of the physical form 
consists of the harmonious blending of the 
vibratory forces and the vibratory material 
form, and any disturbance of this process 
produces sickness and disease. 

We need but give a passing glance at the 
physiological chart and we are made cog- 
nizant of the wonders of the process of 
circulation in progress in the human body. 
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It becomes readily apparent that the 
wonderful and complex physiological or- 
ganism is composed principally of the cir- 
culatory system. In fact, the whole human 
body is in a state of circulation and in this 
way it is a blending of force and material 
substance. Thus the healthy state of the 
physical organism consists in the harmon- 
ious blending of force and material sub- 
stance which produces the normal physi- 
ological action and this results from the 
vibratory state. 

When this process is disturbed the dis- 
order is either overcome by its own action 
and the normal activity is restored or else 
it is again restored through artificial means 
or the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. This shows us that The Power of 
Language operates both directly and in- 
directly. It acts indirectly when a physi- 
cian sets a broken bone, because the phy- 
sician is in possession of the Knowledge of 
how and what to do through the operation 
of The Power of Language. In this case 
it is plainly evident that the following say- 
ing is true: "I dressed him and the Lord 
healed him.** 

It shows that dressing the broken bone

removed the disturbance, and holding the 
bone set in the normal condition permitted 
a normal flow of the vibratory force which 
produced growth, so that the bone healed 
and it is seen how the vibratory force has 
been termed "the healing of the Lord." 

There are many methods of producing 
healing through the direct operation of The 
Power of Language. Regardless of what 
that method may be all that is done is to 
produce the harmonious infusion of force 
into and through the animal organism, and 
it becomes quite evident that it is through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
applied either directly or indirectly, that 
the healing process is started, except when 
the process itself overcomes the disturbed 
condition.

PART n. 

It is now quite evident that the force 
which performs all healing is that force or 
vibratory activity which is produced by the 
density of Existence, filling, occupying and 
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permeating all that would otherwise be 
Space or Non-Existence. We also compre- 
hend that the only means by which Man- 
kind can in any way control or direct this 
vibratory power is through the operation 
of The Power of Language. In fact it is 
through the operation of this power, ap- 
plied either directly or indirectly, that Man 
does consciously or unconsciously employ 
and control the vibratory forces. 

It is now apparent that The Power of 
Language may be employed either directly 
or indirectly and in this way the process of 
healing may be set into operation. This is 
the process by which the operation of The 
Power of Language produces the change of 
the disturbed physiological action into the 
normal state of activity. 

In the preceding chapter, we learned that 
Man can only produce dimensional changes 
in the many different material forms and 
that when growth or decay is produced, 
such changes do not in any way add to 
nor detract from Existence itself. Thus it 
becomes evident that in order that healing 
may be accomplished, all that needs to be 
done, and, in fact, all that ever is done, 
is to employ The Power of Language, 
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either directly or indirectly, and in this way 
change the disturbed vibratory action or the 
disturbed physiological circulation so that 
the normal activity or rather, a harmonious 
blending of vibratory force and material 
substance, is resumed. 

This is accomplished by various means 
and numerous are the methods which are 
practiced, but they are all the result of 
The Power of Language being employed 
either directly or indirectly. 

The healthful state of the physical being, 
then, is that state wherein the vibratory 
forces and the material substances are har- 
moniously blended and produce a normal 
circulation throughout the whole physical 
system. 

It will be quite impossible to attempt to 
enumerate the thousand and one ways in 
which the normal circulation in the human 
system or the harmonious blending of force 
and material substance may be disturbed. 
It is readily understood tiiat if care is 
taken to prevent the distiu*bance of this ac- 
tion that a great deal of himian suffering 
may be obviated. 

There are two principal classes into 
which the causes of disturbed physiological 
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action may be classified. They may be 
termed tiie Physical Ailments and Imagin- 
ary Ailments. 

Now» in order that we shall learn the 
more readily how all ailments may be 
treated, and so that we may the more read- 
ily understand the process of healing forces 
in operation, we will submit the orig- 
inal definition for the term, which is; 
Heal: — ^ro cause normal action to be re- 
sumed THROUGH THE OPERATION OF ThE 

Power of Language which promotes the 
harmonious blending of vibratory forge 
and the vibratory material substance 
which compose the physical form. 

In every case of healing it is evident that 
the process in operation is that of pro- 
moting and directing the disturbed vibra- 
tory action into a normal and harmonious 
state of activity. This is true regardless of 
what caused the disturbed vibratory action 
and regardless of what means or method 
may be employed to accomplish the result 
The process is always the same whether a 
physician sets the broken bone and holds 
it in place until the vibratory forces can 
resume their normal action or whether the 
patient employs The Power of Language 
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in direct application through prayer and 
thereby directs the vibratory forces into a 
normal state of activity. 

It becomes evident that there are many 
causes which disturb the normal physio- 
logical action and produce the ailments 
which have been termed Physical and Im- 
aginary. We find in the case of all Phy- 
sical Ailments that they may all be included 
in broken bones» cuts, sprains, fractures, 
diseases caused by improper nourishment, 
adulteration of the physical organism, 
heredity or some cessation of the normal 
physiological action. 

In the class of Imaginary Ailments are 
included all disturbed physiological action 
which is produced by fear, worry, anger, 
brooding, intense unsatisfied desires and all 
other negative and discordant mental ac- 
tion. 

At all times the physical being is more 
or less liable to become the victim of some 
Physical Ailments, but negative or discord- 
ant mental activity always renders it much 
more so. The normal physiological action 
produces a vibratory resistance of the phy- 
sical being which reduces the danger to 
the minimum. The normal physiological 
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action can be so much reduced or disturbed 
tiiat the Physical Ailments are actually at- 
tracted to the physical being to such 
an extent that at times they become self- 
inflicted, even to the extent that self-de- 
struction is caused. To this extent, then, 
Man controls his own Existence and of all 
animate creation he is the only one who 
is thus endowed. 

The Physical Ailments may and often do, 
produce the negative or discordant mental 
action which is the cause of any of the 
Imaginary Ailments. 

It is now quite evident that all Physical 
Ailments should be treated by the method 
of indirect application of The Power of 
Language. 

It is equally evident that Imaginary Ail- 
ments may be treated by the method of 
Direct application of The Power of Lan- 
guage. 

The direct application of The Power of 
Language will not set a broken bone, and 
it is evident that the proper method to em- 
ploy is the indirect application of The 
Power of Language, and thereby attain the 
Knowledge of what must be done to prop- 
erly treat and set the bone so that as nearly 
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as possible the normal circulation of force 
and the material substance may be re- 
sumed. 

This is the method of the Medical Pro- 
fession and it is the right and proper meth- 
od for all Physical ailments when they are 
real and not just imaginary. 

The responsibility thus devolves upon 
everyone to decide for himself or herself, if 
they can, whether or not the Ailment is real 
or imaginary, a practicing physician should 
be consulted if not plainly imaginary. If 
you cannot decide the question for your- 
self, no doubt your physician can assist you 
better than anyone else, because it is his 
business and his life has been devoted to 
the work. 

In treating Physical Ailments by the 
method of Indirect application of The 
Power of Language, — the method of the 
Medical Profession, the main idea which 
should be kept in Mind is that the Physical 
Organism is composed of the harmonious 
blending of force and material substances. 
It becomes evident that in order that the 
harmony of this process is not disturbed, 
there must be a sufficient supply of air, 
liquids and foods of the right kind, and 
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quality to produce the normal physical cir- 
culation when force is blended therewith. 

The Medical profession is in possession 
of a vast amount of Knowledge pertaining 
to diet, sanitation and medicine which 
makes its members capable of diagnosing, 
prescribing and thus causing the normal 
physiological action to resume its activity 
whenever disturbed. 

The most ardent believer in Faith cures 
knows that prayer or any other method of 
direct application of The Power of Lan- 
guage will not heal an unset broken bone 
or an unclean cut. Neither would they dis- 
band the organization of the Red Cross and 
depend solely upon their particular method 
of direct application of The Power of Lan- 
guage embodied in their particular faith 
cure; still they carry their teaching too 
far whenever they omit the method of the 
Medical Profession which is the indirect 
application of The Power of Language. 

It is true that in the treatment of any ail- 
ment the best success cannot result if 
the Physician is one of negative or dis- 
cordant mental activity. Every member 
of the medical profession is aware of the 
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fact that one of the prime requisites to 
successful treatment is to have the friendly 
confidence of the patient. Yet we see 
physicians who are themselves negative in 
thought and even destructive in action, 
struggling for success in the profession. 

There is no greater responsibility fall- 
ing to the lot of any profession, or its mem- 
bers individually, than that which rests on 
those who practice healing. The greatest 
expression of confidence between men is 
when a person seriously aflflicted gives him- 
self or herself, their life and all, over into 
the care and keeping of physician or healer. 

Healing 

PART III. 

We now understand that the Science of 
Medicine supplies the method of indirect 
application of The Power of Language, and 
that this method is applicable in healing all 
physical ailments. That is, ailments which 
are real disturbances of the physiological 
action may thus be healed. It is evident 
that this is the correct treatment for all such 
disorders. 
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We also understand that some physical 
ailments may be produced by negative 
and discordant mental action — ^the cause 
of all Imaginary Ailments, and any of 
the Imaginary Ailments may be pro- 
duced by the Physical Ailments. It is also 
apparent that the ideal treatment in most 
cases of disturbed physiological action is 
that which combines the direct and in- 
direct application of The Power of Lan- 
guage. Not only is this true, but it is actual- 
ly the method which is most universally 
practiced. The members of the Medical 
Profession practices in this way by admin- 
istering medicine or setting a bone, which 
is the indirect application of The Power of 
Language. Then by the direct application of 
The Power of Language they assure their 
patients and their patients' friends that the 
treatment will be successful. In this way 
they unconsciously employ the direct and 
indirect application of The Power of Lan- 
guage and set up the vibratory forces which 
are creative of a normal physiological ac- 
tion. 

This process of healing is always the 
same regardless of how The Power of Lan- 
guage is indirectly employed. It makes no 
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difference whether a physician administers 
medicine or sets a bone, or whether the 
patient is initiated into the mysteries of the 
Non-Existence of the ailment and the un- 
reality of material existence and substance, 
or whether the patient is told to bow and 
kiss the toe of a hideous idol, or drink the 
waters of a sacred spring, or to take up his 
bed and walk, this is the method of the in- 
direct application of The Power of Lan- 
guage. The direct application of The 
Power of Language usually follows in as- 
surance that the patient shall be healed. 
The miraculous healings of The Master are 
not excepted. It is by this means only that 
Desire, the motive power of physical action, 
and Faith, the motive power of mental ac- 
tion, can both be combined and employed 
to create a resumption of normal circula- 
tion or a harmonious blending of Force 
and the material substances composing the 
physical organism. 

This is the healing process and the meth- 
od of healing most generally practiced. But 
we have to some extent been made cogniz- 
ant of the fact that there are effective meth- 
ods of healing outside of the medical pro- 
fession and under the title of Therapeutics 
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we have several systems now being prac- 
ticed. Those of most importance are Ther- 
apeutics of Prayer, Psychic Therapeutics 
and Suggestive Therapeutics. The practi- 
tioners of these different systems all make 
the claim that theirs is the one perfect and 
correct method. 

The advocates of Suggestive Therapeu- 
tics claim that all other systems employ 
none other than The Power of Suggestion, 
and it is a generally acknowledged fact 
that this power does play a very important 
part in the accomplishment of all systems 
of healing because it has really never been 
successfully disputed. 

Scientific Philosophy maintains that the 
power of suggestion is void of all potential- 
ity, except insofar as suggestions are created 
into symbols or words and converted into 
The Power of Language. It is readily un- 
derstood that The Power of Suggestion does 
not possess intelligence, because it is void 
of meaning until it is created into symbols 
or words and The Power of Language is set 
into operation in a manifestation of Knowl- 
edge. 

The efficacy of the Power of Suggestion 
has been acluiowledged to such an extent 
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that it is truly amazing and no less than 
appalling when we comprehend how far 
we have been led astray in a misunder- 
standing of the subject 

As an example of the serious and far- 
reaching effect of this fallacious teaching, 
we need but call to mind the published ac- 
count of the Younfi lady school-teacher and 
the red woolen slipper wluch is of very 
recent occurrence. 

The newspaper account of this incident 
stated that the members of the Board of 
Education pondered deeply a new phase of 
school-room psychology and endeavored to 
determine just how much power of sug- 
gestion is possessed by a red woolen slipper 
worn by a woman with a sore foot. 

The petition asked the removal of the 
teacher because she had invoked the Power 
of Suggestion to the detriment of her pupils 
and had not less than forty-six signatures. 
The news article stated further that a nnm- 
ber of citizens looked lightly upon the inci- 
dent and requested that the Board of Edu- 
cation retain the teacher, while others re- 
quested that the services of the teacher be 
dispensed with and thus protect their chil- 
dren from sore feet,, which, they contended. 
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might result because of the Power of Sug- 
gestion. 

It is indeed deplorable that this subject 
is so little understood and still more so 
when a Board of Education must labor- 
iously ponder deeply over such a matter. 
Truly, it is only one, short step back to 
witchcraft and all of its distressing horror. 
In asking for the dismissal of this teacher, 
these citizens were actuated by exactly the 
same motives, only in a lesser degree, which 
not so very long ago resulted in the burn- 
ing of witches at the stake. 

These fallacies are, however, very much 
on the decline for which we should all be 
justly thankful, because if it were not so, 
there is no limit to the damage which might 
be done, and we might needlessly be sur- 
prised if we should find some of our own 
supposedly sane citizens shying at the moon 
or their own innocent shadow. 

The Power of Suggestion and Suggestive 
Therapeutics have been studied by many 
sincere students with considerable success, 
and there has been evolved an understand- 
ing of some natural laws as a result. There 
is much in this study which can be accepted 
and when the fallacy becomes apparent. 
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the student may pursue his practice and 
study intelligently and thus derive the full 
measure of benefit. 

Healing 
PART IV. 

It is now apparent that Imaginary Ail- 
ments may be healed by the direct applica- 
tion of The Power of Language. It is also 
evident that the potentiality attributed^ to 
the Power of Suggestion is nothing more 
or less than the efficacy of The Power of 
Language while the real power involved is 
not recognized and is, in fact, entirely over- 
looked. 

In order that we may differentiate and 
come to a correct understanding of the sub- 
ject, we will pursue a siurvey of the term. 
Suggestion, which is: — The act of suggest- 
ing; a hint; insinuation; the calling up of 
ideas in the mind hg connected ideas; in 
hypnotism, the cause of ideas or action on 
the part of the subject by the will-power of 
the operator; also the idea so suggested. 

This is the generally accepted definition 
of the term and it is plain to be seen that a 
hint, insinuation or calling up of ideas in 
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the mind consists entirely of the operation 
of The Power of Language. It is also evi- 
dent that in hypnotism the whole process 
is nothing but a process of the operation 
of The Power of Language, whereby some 
of the senses are made inactive and ttie will 
of the subject becomes obedient to the com- 
mands of the operator. Surely it must be 
admitted that the process of hypnosis is 
entirely dependent upon The Power of Lan- 
guage for its very existence. 

The above is the generally accepted defi- 
nition for the term "Suggestion," but in the 
study of Suggestive Therapeutics another 
definition has been evolved which is much 
more comprehensive. It shows in a meas- 
ure how the understanding has been ar- 
rived at which has caused the belief that 
there is a Power of Suggestion. 

The definition referred to is, Suggestion : 
— Anything that can he seen, heard, felt, 
smelt or tasted. From this definition it 
is evident that a suggestion is in reality the 
energetic vibratory projections emanating 
from forms of vibratory Existence. This 
phase of the subject has already been fully 
explained in previous chapters so that it 
is needless to repeat it here. Anyone who 
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has read this much of Scientific Philosophy 
can understand that vibratory projections 
emanate entirely void of Intelligence until 
there has been established a state of con- 
sciousness of Mind and until they have been 
created into symbols or words. 

Thus, the student can apply all the prin- 
ciples and laws which have been evolved 
in Suggestive Therapeutics and by employ- 
ing the real, true and infallible Power of 
Language, he can gain new power and an 
intelligent understanding of the subject. 

Further explanation seems unnecessary 
except that the definition for Suggestion 
which Scientific Philosophy offers must be 
submitted. Suggestion : — ^the energetic vi- 
bratory PROJECTIONS EMANATING FROM VIBRA- 
TORY Existence, conveying impressions 
UPON THE Mind through the senses. 

It is thus evident that the impression 
upon the Mind consists of the vibratory 
projections emanating from something 
existing and it would be impossible for the 
Existent to have vibratory projections ex- 
cept from itself. 

An illustration can again be seen in the 
red slipper. The vibratory projections 
emanating from the red woolen slipper can 
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not be the emanations from the sore foot 
as it is composed of an entirely different 
material substance. While the vibra- 
tory projections from both may be blended 
together and convey the idea that some- 
thing is wrong, still the suggestion would be 
of no effect, except insofar as suggestions 
entered the minds of the pupils and were 
created into symbols or words and thus set 
into operation The Power of Language. 

There could have been no effect resulting 
from the wearing of the slipper except as 
its vibratory projections were acted upon 
after they were created into symbols or 
words and thereby setting up the vibratory 
action productive of results. That is to say, 
if any of the children in the school-room 
were afiOicted with sore feet, it was not 
brought on by the wearing of the red slip- 
per, or by the sore foot, but by the citizens 
who voiced the danger. They are the ones 
who set into operation the vibratory forces 
which created the evil, if evil there was. 
Of course, it could be possible that a con- 
tagious disease might have been spread, but 
even then the extent of the damage would 
be within the control of those in possession 
of The Power of Language and would only 
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spread insofar as it could or could not be 
handled by a treatment consisting of the 
direct and indirect application thereof. 

It is difficult at all times to distinguish the 
purely Imaginary Ailments frdm those 
which may be said to be purely Physical 
Ailments. The two are so blended together 
that it is quite evident that there is a real 
necessity for the general practice of the 
direct and indirect application of The 
Power of Language, and it now becomes 
necessary to determine to what extent the 
direct application of The Power of Lan- 
guage is efficacious in the healing process. 

It is a fact that is quite generally ad- 
mitted, even by some members of the med- 
ical profession, that a large majority of 
physical ailments and disorders are imagin- 
ary. This shows that it is essential that a 
diagnosis of each case be made and treated 
with the object in view of re-establishing a 
normal physiological action which is a har- 
monious blending of force and material 
substance. 

In cases which show that the disorder is 
Imaginary and for the Physical Ailments 
which may result therefrom. Scientific Phil- 
osophy offers the following set of Rules of 
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Health, with the supreme Desire and abso- 
lute Faith, that the vibratory forces, are 
hereby set into operation which are creative 
of the highest possible state of health. 

IF YOU ARE IN GOOD HEALTH. 

Rule I — Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
80 that vibratory forces ewe set up which 
stir to action Desire, Faith and Will to 
fully appreciate and ualue the physical 
being as the most sacred and precious 
possession. 

Rule II — Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
so that vibratory forces are set up which 
stir to action Desire, Faith and Will to 
fully and properly supply the physical 
organism each day with Air, Food and 
Liquids and by Exercise create a har- 
monious blending of Force and Material 
Substances. 

Rule III — Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
so that vibratory forces are set up which 
stir to action Desire, Faith and Will to 
repeat these rules each day so that your 
acts and thoughts are positive, harmon- 
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ious €uid creative of a healthy and har- 
monious person. 

IF YOU HAVE A PHYSICAL AILMENT. 

Rule I — Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
so that vibratory forces ewe set up which 
stir to action Desire, Faith and Will to 
consult an honorable and efficient phy- 
sician to have your ailment healed by a 
treatment of direct and indirect applicah 
tion of The Power of Language and cause 
the normal physiological action to be re- 
sumed. 

IF YOU HAVE AN AILMENT WHICH MAY BE 

EITHER Physical or Imaginary. 

Rule I — Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
so that vibratory forces are set up which 
stir to action Desire, Faith and Will to 
change and alter any disturbed physio- 
logical action so that a positive and nor- 
mal blending of Force and Material Sub- 
stances of the physical organism, is re- 
sumed through the treatment consisting 
of the direct and indirect application of 
The Power of Language. 
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CHAPTER XXIV. 

The Law 

In our study of this subject we find that 
the term Law is variously defined accord- 
ing to its application. As the knowledge 
of all law can only manifest through the 
operation of The Power of Language, it be- 
comes necessary to consider the subject 
from the different points of view most 
readily apparent. We can comprehend 
these different viewpoints by beginning as 
usual with the commonly accepted defini- 
tion which is, Law: — (1) A rule of action 
established by recognized authority to en- 
force justice and prescribe duty or obliga- 
Hon; A legislative enactment. (2) A sys- 
tem of rules or regulations recognized by 
men or nations, or applied in Courts of 
Law. (3) The Old Testament Books con- 
taining the Laws of Moses, (i-) Trial by 
Legal or Judicial Process. (5) Legal 
Science: Jurisprudence. (6) The uniform 
occurrence of natural phenomena in the 
same way or under the same conditions. 
Called natural law or law of Nature. (7) 
A rule established by custom. (8) A recog-

nized rule of action. (9) A rule or order 
of Progress. 

The law of nature or natural law has 
been expounded by men of Science and is a 
general proposition as to the order in 
which physical events have occurred and 
will probfid)ly recur. 

Scientific Philosophy has heretofore ex- 
plained the why and how of natural law 
in the acknowledgment that all of Exist- 
ence is in a vibratory state, so that it is 
needless to consider this phase of the sub- 
ject further, except as all law is a mani- 
festation of Knowledge through the process 
of a natural law. 

The Old Testament Books containing the 
laws of Moses will be dealt with in a suc- 
ceeding chapter so that this phase of the 
subject need not be considered here. 

According to our definition there re- 
mains for our consideration only that 
phase of our subject which has been termed 
Legal Science or Jurisprudence. The ob- 
ject and purpose of Legal Science, we learn, 
is to establish and recognize authority and 
to enforce justice and prescribe duty or 
obligation. 
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As a student of this treatise, you are cog- 
nizant of the fact that there must be some 
natural law that is the basis of a mani- 
festation of Knowledge, in which is con- 
tained all of the system of law or Legal 
Science. It is also evident that all such 
Knowledge manifests through the operation 
of The Power of Language. 

That is to say, all recognized rules of ac- 
tion, order or progress, all legislative enact- 
ments, all trials by legal or judicial process, 
by which all customs establish systems of 
rules or regulations and are recognized by 
men and nations, or applied in Courts of 
Law, are but manifestations of Knowledge 
through the operation of The Power of Lan- 
guage. 

You understand that this is a process of 
natural law; you also understand that 
the vibratory condition in which Existence 
has been found is the result of the density 
of Existence, filling, occupying and per- 
meating all ttiat would otherwise be Space 
or Non-Existence. Out of this realization, 
guided by our definition, we can compre- 
hend that the real object and purpose of 
The Law is to establish and enforce Justice. 

Justice then finds its expression in the 
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evolution of the whole body of Legal 
Science as it serves to guide Man in his 
conduct or practices. We will now survey 
this term so that we can the more readily 
understand the meaning thereby conveyed. 
The accepted definition we find to be; 
Justice : — Conformity in conduct or practice 
to the principles of right or of positive law; 
regard for or fulfillment of obligations; 
rectitude; honesty; also the body of prin- 
ciples by which actions are determined as 
right or wrong, (2) Adherence to truth or 
fact; impartiality. (3) The rendering of 
what is due or merited; just requital or con- 
sideration, (t) The quality of being just or 
reasonable. 

From this definition it is plainly evident 
that Justice finds expression through the 
conduct or practice of Man. 

The whole definition and consequently 
Legal and Moral Law applies only to the 
conduct of Man, and Justice is expressed 
in that certain brand of Man's conduct 
which is right and is creative of Good. 
Right conduct has its foundation in the 
Conscience, and out of Conscience or the 
Soul, is expressed all moral law or The Law 
of God. The Moral Law is a body of truth 
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thrown into the form of rules for the guid- 
ance of human conduct, but Moral Law and 
Justice itself are only manifestations of 
Knowledge through the operation of The 
Power of Language. 

This is the natural law by which the prin- 
ciple of right is established in the adher- 
ence to truth or fact, the opposite of which 
is wrong or falsehood, because it is not in 
conformity to the principles of right In 
this we see the negative or discordant vibra- 
tory process heretofore explained. 

Legal Science or The Law which estab- 
lishes and administers Justice springs from 
the Conscience of humanity out of Moral 
Law and derives its sanction or binding 
force from the penalties prescribed by 
which men are constrained to obey it or 
are punished for disobeying it. The earli- 
est source of Law is custom. Customary 
rules of primitive countries founded the 
usages of the civil law at Rome. The 
Law of the present time is but an evolution 
of the laws and regulations handed down to 
Man from time to time. It is quite evident 
that this is an evolution of Knowledge. 

In the study of Legal Science we learn 
that the earliest manifestation of The Law 
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is evident in the possession of the stone 
with which primitive man slew the food 
animal. That is; man established the right 
of possession when he retained the stone 
for future use. 

This, however, is a false premise when 
accepted as the foundation of civilization 
because we see the same law observed in 
lower animals and birds. It surely will 
not be disputed that Legal Science cannot 
in any way guide or control lower animals 
in their conduct among one another. The 
lower animals and birds go further in their 
instinctive recognition of the right of pos- 
session, than to retain the stone, for, do not 
the birds build nests and do not lower ani- 
mals provide themselves a winter shelter 
and thereby recognize the right of posses- 
sion? 

The foundation of Legal Science then is 
not in the recognition of the right of pos- 
session; neither is it the beginning of 
civilization, although the right of posses- 
sion plays a very important part in the 
progress of civilization. 

Scientific Philosophy maintains that the 
beginning of civilization is in the creation 
of the first word or symbol which conveys 
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the spirit or meaning of that something, to 
some conscious mind, which is the begin- 
ning of the manifestation of Knowledge 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. 

It is now quite evident that the Moral 
Law is the direct expression of Conscience. 
Legal Science has evolved as the result of 
the indirect expression of Conscience be- 
cause the material out of which Legal 
Science is built consists of the Moral Law. 
Both Moral Law and the Law of Jurispru- 
dence should be obeyed, not for the purpose 
of escaping punishment but in order to pre- 
serve the right of mankind. There is no 
one who sacrifices more of his right than he 
who violates any Law, either Moral or 
Legal. Anyone who violates the laws of 
Morality deprives himself first of the benefit 
produced by the action and guidance of 
Conscience while he who violates The Law 
as established by Legal Science may sacri- 
fice his own freedom, if not his very life. 

Among Lawyers there are two principal 
classes as in the classes of all humanity. 
First, those who practice their profession 
actuated by conscientious motives, and sec- 
ond, those who have no conscientious scru- 
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pies. In other words, there are two kinds of 
Lawyers, the Good Lawyer and the Unscru- 
pulous Lawyer. Yet nearly all Lawyers are 
to some extent conscientious, but in this 
profession the danger of losing the con- 
necting touch of conscience and of denying 
the expression of the Soul, thereby sacrific- 
ing the moral sense of right and wrong, is 
greater than in any other work that man 
may choose. 

The reason for this is readily apparent, 
because he who is in trouble, or who has 
violated his own rights and the rights of 
others, finds his remedy in The Law. He 
must seek the Lawyer in order that he may 
be relieved if he is oppressed, even if he 
seeks to escape a punishment which to him 
is justly due. 

Many there are who seek the services of 
a lawyer for the purpose of, and with the 
malicious intent to persecute their fellow- 
man. Many are the conscientious Lawyers 
who by their lying and conniving clients 
have been led to defeat at the bar of Justice, 
but this always makes the lawyer seem to 
be a co-partner in the crime of an unworthy 
client. 

This crime of a malicious client is not 
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so great as when the Lawyer is not actuated 
by conscientious motive, because, if the 
Lawyer deliberately deceives a dient he 
betrays a sacred trust, for he it is who has 
dedicated his life to be his brother's keeper, 
and has thereby been assigned the duty of 
establishing and enforcing Justice. The 
Lawyer should be the last to violate The 
Law which he should enforce, but since the 
recognized basis upon which civilization has 
been built, is the right of possession, and 
that includes the principle ownership of 
earthly store, we can but marvel that the 
world in which we live is not in even a 
greater state of brigandage. 

The Science of Law deals principally with 
the rights of mankind and The Law is inad- 
equate to establish and administer Justice 
because The Rights of Man are not fully 
comprehended. Surely the right of worldly 
possession does not constitute all the rights 
of Man, but the possession of all the rights 
of Man must be recognized for it forms a 
true basis for the establishment of Justice. 
However, this is possible only in the mani- 
festation of Knowledge through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. 
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The Law 

PART II. 

In Part I of this chapter we have 
learned that in the process of men's con- 
duct and practice, the natural law or phe- 
nomena in nature, which springs from the 
conscience or the Soul of Man into Moral 
Law, is resultant in the partial establish- 
ment and enforcement of Justice because 
Moral Law is the material out of which 
Legal Science is produced. It is also ap- 
parent that the reason Justice is only par- 
tially established and enforced is that 
Man's rights are only partially discerned. 

In this treatise it has already been stated 
that there are seven principal or Great 
Rights of Man which must be recognized 
before Justice can be defined, established 
and administered. We will now give a 
survey of these Seven Rights of Man. 

The first of the Rights of Man has long 
been recognized and it is the Right to Live. 
It is so firmly established and universally 
recognized that its cause needs no espousal 
here. 

The Second Great Right of Man is the 

FREE MANIFESTATION OF KNOWLEDGE which is 
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Truth, through the operation of the 
Power of Language. It gives to Man free- 
dom of belief and Free Speech but does not 
give him the right to destructive thought or 
act Man can only exercise this impeach- 
able and inalienable right through the man- 
ifestation of Knowledge which is Truth. 

The advancement of mankind in the 
progress of evolution can only attain a state 
of harmony insofar as this right is recog- 
nized, which brings man in touch and har- 
mony with conscience or his Soul, that en- 
tity betwixt Man and his God. 

The Third Great Right of Mankind is the 
Right of Equal Suffrage, and whosoever 
is in possession of The Power of Language 
unto him this Great Right belongs. It gives 
men the right to agree among themselves 
as to what rule of action each shall pursue 
to keep within their rights and protect the 
rights of others. It gives man the oppor- 
tunity of expressing his Moral Rights and a 
voice in defining; establishing and enforcing 
Justice and making his pledge to do his part 
and to abide by the penalties which are thus 
prescribed. In so doing he becomes a factor 
in the manifestation of Legal Science as it 
is made up of Moral Law. 
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The Fourth Great Right of Man is his 
Rights Morally and Legally. The Moral 
Right is that right which conforms to Right 
and is subject to or influenced by the Moral 
Law. The Moral Law manifests in the 
Knowledge of the customs and usages of 
Man and serves to teach morality, virtue 
and the inner meaning contained in Moral 
Philosophy or Ethics. Whosoever violates 
his Moral Right deprives himself of his own 
Moral Right and inflicts immorality upon 
his neighbor. His conduct of life, his be- 
haviour, is then a negative and discordant 
vibratory force which conflicts with all Law. 

Man's Legal Right is that established in 
Legal Science and is defined in the practices 
of the legal profession. Both Moral and 
Legal Rights, or the Fourth Great Right of 
Man, is dependent upon the manifestation 
of Knowledge through the operation of The 
Power of Language. 

The Fifth Great Right of Man is the 
Right to Buy and Sell. Imagine if you 
can the condition which would follow a 
denial or estoppel of this Great Right. Ac- 
cording to the custom and usages of Man- 
kind this Great Right must not be inter- 
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f ered with, for this is the process by which 
Man supplies himself with those things 
which are necessary for his welfare. 

The Sixth Great Right of Man is termed 
THE Right to Own and has been reco^ized 
in Legal Science as the foundation of civil- 
ization. While this is at variance with 
Scientific Philosophy, nevertheless the fail- 
ure to recognize the Sixth Great Right sets 
at naught our Legal Science so that the 
Right to Buy and Sell would be of no avail. 
But it must be discerned that the very link 
of possession is contained in the manifesta- 
tion of Knowledge through the operation of 
The Power of Language. 

The Seventh Great Right of Man is the 
Right to Seek Blessedness. It is true that 
as a Right the pursuit of Blessedness has 
not been recognized except indirectly. Any- 
one can comprehend that Blessedness is the 
pursuit of All, for in it is embodied all that 
will promote the welfare of Man. In this 
fair country of ours one of the fundamental 
principles of our freedom is the right to 
seek happiness, but happiness can only be 
of short duration where Blessedness does 
not abide. It is thus seen that in Blessed-

ness is contained True Happiness and the 
only means by which Omni-Harmony may 
attain and Peace and Good-will be estab- 
lished. 

We now comprehend that there are 
Seven Great Rights of Man which must be 
recognized before we can hope to estab- 
lish a state of harmony and attain blessed- 
ness. Among these Rights is the Right of 
Suffrage, which gives to each and every 
person the right to be heard and have a 
voice in the evolution of Legal Science 
by prescribing the means and methods by 
which Justice shall be established and en- 
forced. 

In order that this be done the people must 
gather themselves together and by proc- 
lamation and decree, through the process of 
Legislation and the Equal Secret and Direct 
Ballot, lay down the rule of action to which 
each agrees and promises to pursue. 

It is evident that in this process Man will 
attain the sublime condition of his dreams, 
in which to live insofar as the vision of 
his needs beholds. It is necessary, too, that 
each person be actuated by the conscien- 
tious motive and endeavor to observe the 
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laws and usages which from time to time 
have been laid down. 

Scientific Philosophy does not assmne to 
prescribe Law, but it would be inadequate 
in the performance of the task assumed un^ 
less it did at least advocate and recommend 
some reforms which will be a step forward 
in the advancement of human progress. 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec- 
ommends as the first and foremost Uni- 
versal Need the adoption and establish- 
ment of a Universal Language. The purpose 
of this is that Man may the more readily 
come to a unity of understanding and by so 
doing eliminate the various shades of mean- 
ing contained in this conglomeration of 
tongues, which is at the bottom of nearly 
all our strife. * The Universal Language 
should be taught in Public Schools. The 
student need not forsake the Mother Tongue 
because of its adoption. It is plainly evi- 
dent that it will aid very much in the estab- 
lishment of Universal Peace and Justice. 
With this equipment Man can undertake 
other Universal Reforms. 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec- 
ommends as a second Universal Need the 
establishment of a Universal Government, 
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so that the representatives of every Nation, 
large and small, may gather themselves to- 
gether and adopt the Universal Law of 
Nations with Universal Rights and thus 
establish and enforce Universal Peace and 
Universal Justice. 

The Science of Law as it has evolved up 
to the present time supplies sufficient ma- 
chinery with which to proceed. All that 
is required is to stir into action the Desire, 
Faith and Will of the greatest number pos- 
sible so that it will be done. When this 
object is attained war will be no more, for 
the Universal Conscience would have an 
opportunity to assert itself. 

In order to aid in the expression of the 
Universal Conscience, disarmament of the 
Nations of the World could be accom- 
plished by the Umiversal Government. It 
could remove every incentive which is not 
conducive to Peace by siAstituting for the 
National Armies, the Universal Army with 
sufficient strength to put down rebellion 
and insurrection which might arise in any 
part of the World. With the money it 
would save, a System of Universal Award 
of Merit could be established. This would 
create a Peaceful Incentive which we have 
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been without in our progress to this present 
time. 

The Award of Merit should be made an- 
nually in every school room and in every 
walk of life, in every hamlet, town, city, 
county, shire, state, province, nation, and 
lastly the Universal Award, which should 
mean to every winner a competence for old 
age and the highest honors. 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec^ 
ommends as a third Universal Need the 
establishment of a Universal System of 
Education which would instil into the 
Minds of every person of all peoples a con- 
scientious motive and promote the expres- 
sion of the Peaceful Incentive. This would 
serve to eliminate to a certain extent, at 
least, all destructive and discordant con- 
quest 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec- 
ommends as a fourth Universal Need the 
adoption and establishment of a System of 
Universal Coinage and a Universal Rate of 
Interest. This would eliminate the incon- 
venience of the International exchanges. 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec- 
ommends as a fifth Universal Need the 
adoption and establishment of a Universal 
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Tariff so that the products of one Nation 
may enter any other country upon an equal 
basis and thus promote the equal distribu- 
tion of the products of the Soil and of 
Man's Labor. 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec- 
ommends as a sixth Universal Need a Uni- 
versal System of Development and Con- 
servation of Natural Resources. This would 
include a Universal System of Road-Build- 
ing and Transportation and a Universal 
System of Traffic Regulation. 

Scientific Philosophy advocates and rec- 
ommends as a seventh Universal Need, a 
Universal System of Weights and Measures 
for the purpose of establishing as near as 
possible a Universal Basis of Value and the 
Universal Value of a Day of Labor. 

The above recommendations may be only 
the vain ramblings of an idealist, but sure- 
ly their attainment is within the scope of 
possibility; they are desirable and would 
not their adoption be beneficial to Man- 
kind? 

No doubt there are those who sincerely 
believe that it takes war to bring out the 
noble qualities in human nature, and that 
war is a prime requisite in the great scheme 
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of Existence, but this is at variance with 
Scientific Philosophy. 

War cannot be productive of anything 
except destruction and it has never de- 
veloped any of the great men of this world. 
Great men are made during times of Peace 
and destroyed in times of war. Men learn 
to die like men during times of Peace as 
well as when they are engaged in war. Dur- 
ing war they are usually called upon to die 
or show their bravery in some spectacular 
manner, but the character was moulded 
before they engaged in war, and war did 
not make them one whit more noble nor 
add in any way to their bravery. 

No greater example of heroism and brav- 
ery is recorded in the history of the world 
than that exhibited at the sinking of the 
Titantic. Who shall say that these noble 
characters were the products of war. 

Disarmament of the Nations cannot be 
accomplished until the Universal Balance 
of Power is in favor of so doing and so ex- 
pressed. Until such a time, it behooves 
every nation to prepare and stand armed to 
the teeth ready to enforce respect by might, 
but it must not be overlooked that this is 
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an inferior quality of respect and is not pro- 
ductive of lasting Peace. 

The only aspiration of Scientific Phil- 
osophy in submitting these recommenda- 
tions is to suggest some reforms that might 
be of benefit to humanity, knowing that if 
successful, as the Knowledge manifests 
it will stir to action the Desire, Faith and 
Will of humanity so that vibratory forces 
are set up productive of results. 
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CHAPTER XXV. 

The Basis g/^ Value 

PARTI. 

In the preceding chapter we learned that 
the Law is a rule of action and that the 
purpose of the Law is to establish and ad- 
minister Justice, and thus guide Man's con- 
duct according to the customs and usages 
which have been laid down from time to 
time. We learned also that this is all a 
process of the manifestation of Knowledge 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. 

In this chapter we are going to deal with 
the manifestation of Knowledge which con- 
tains a sense of Value of all inherent re- 
sources, and the products of labor and the 
thoughts of Man. In dealing with the sub- 
ject we will not deviate from our usual 
practice but begin with a survey of the defi- 
nition for the term, which is; Value: — to 
assess; appraise; to have in high esteem; 
prize; to take into account; the desirability 
or worth of a thing; intrinsic worth; utility; 
the rate of worth set upon a commodity; 
worth in money; market price; authority or 
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assumed verification; esteem or regard; 
exact meaning; signification; import; as the 
value of the words will and shall; (mus) 
the relative length of a tone as signified by 
note; (math) the amount or quantity of 
magnitude or number cm algebraic symbol 
or expression is supposed to denote. 

It is readily apparent from this deflmtion 
that all Value is a manifestation of Knowl- 
edge through the operation of The Power 
of Language and that Value does not exist 
except in this phenomenon. It may seem 
somewhat at variance with general possi- 
bility to maintain that the Basis of all Value 
is in The Power of Language, still, this is 
the exact Truth and by an analysis of the 
definition it becomes more easily discern- 
ible. 

The exact meaning of the term. Value, 
is seen as the intrinsic worth of anything 
which has been appraised, taken into ac- 
count, either by such worth being attributed 
or assumed and placed on an equality with 
something else, usually a certain amount of 
money, hence the market price thereof. 

From this reasoning it may seem that 
money is the basis of all value, but such 
is not the case because all money is valu- 
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able insofar as it is determined equal to 
something else through the operation of 
The Power of Language. 

Even so, smooth or mutilated coins are 
not of value but lose their Value as a me- 
dium of exchange as soon as the Language 
thereon can no longer be read. 

We can understand this the more readily 
when we survey the definition for the term. 
Basis, which is: — that on which a thing 
rests; foundation; fundamental principle. 
The fundamental principle upon which 
Value rests, we have already shown to be 
a manifestation of Knowledge which ren- 
ders discernible the fact that some par- 
ticular thing is of equal worth to some other 
thing, consequently The Power of Language 
is that upon which all Value rests and is 
the very foundation of Value. 

It is therefore apparent that if a thing is 
of relative worth to something else, that it 
may be prized because of its desirid>ility 
and utility, and held in esteem or regard. In- 
sofar as a thing is held in esteem and re- 
gard, the desire for the possession thereof 
manifests. In a previous chapter it is 
explained how the vibratory state of Exist- 
ence sets into operation the Desire forces 
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so that the student can readily understand 
that this is the process of the manifestation 
of Knowledge also. 

The desire for possession is signified in 
the claim of ownership. It is apparent after 
an appraisal has been made or value has 
been established that the thing can only 
be owned through the operation of The 
Power of Language, because the very Link 
of Possession and the rights of ownership 
are all a manifestation of Knowledge. Thus 
it is that all possession and Value exists in 
name only and through this phenomenon 
are all rights estid>lished, respected and 
maintained. 

Here we will submit the original defini- 
tion for the term, which is; Value: — 
The intrinsic worth of a thing attri- 
buted OR ASSUMED TO BE THE EQUAL WORTH 
OF SOME OTHER THING, THROUGH THE OPERA- 
TION OF THE Power of Language. 

From this definition it is evident that The 
Power of Language is the Basis of All Value 
and all earthly possessions are valuid>le 
only insofar as they are equivalent to some 
other thing and thus it is that in the pur- 
suits of trade or business, values are created 
by man in his particular occupation. 
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There are four principal channels of 
manifestation through which all Values are 
created. They are: Value produced by 
labor; Value created by the distribution of 
the products of labor; Value created by de- 
mand; and Value assumed or attributed. 

In a survey of these methods of the cre- 
ation of Value, it is readily apparent that 
the whole process is in operation only as 
a manifestation of Knowledge through the 
operation of The Power of Language. 

We readily discern that the labor of Man 
is a channel through which Value manifests 
because it is through the labor of Man that 
the earth is made to produce the necessi- 
ties of human existence. However, it must 
not be overlooked that Man wastes his labor 
the same as he does some of the products 
of his toil and so all labor is not produc- 
tive of Value. It is also apparent that if 
Mankind did not possess The Power of Lan- 
guage that there would be no Value placed 
upon the products of Man's labors. It is 
true that such products might be very much 
desired and still be void of Value, regard- 
less of its desirability and the demand for 
the same. 
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The Basis gf Value 

PART 11. 

We learned in Part I of this chapter that 
there are four principal channels through 
which Knowledge manifests or the activity 
of Man is productive of Value. We have 
also dealt with the first two as they con- 
tain the indirect application of The Power 
of Language in this process. 

In the third and fourth channels we com- 
prehend the direct application of The Power 
of Language in the creation of Value. 
We will now consider the Value created 
through the channel of demand. 

We have long regarded the demand for 
any product of labor as being governed in 
the process of creating Value by the avail- 
able supply. But, when we comprehend that 
demand is only creative of Value through 
the direct application of The Power of 
Language, it is readily apparent that sup- 
ply plays only a very small part in the cre- 
ation of Value, because in itself it is Value 
when it has been appraised. 

Supply represents that part of Value 
wherein labor has done its part. The de- 
mand for such product may be the result

of necessity or it may be just as a result of 
human desire. If demand should always 
be supplied by only actual necessities of 
Mankind, it is apparent that the demands 
of the human family should and would 
dwindle considerid>ly from what they are 
today. It is obvious that the Values pro- 
duced through the channel of demand 
would also be reduced. 

Thus we become cognizant of the fact 
that supply and demand play little or no 
part in the creation of Value insofar as de- 
mand is governed by supply. When we 
realize that demand is principally the prod- 
uct of Man's desire manifesting as Knowl- 
edge through the operation of The Power of 
Language, we can readily understand that 
there must be an unlimited demand for 
those products which will satisfy the de- 
sires of Mankind and that it is also the foun- 
dation for an unlimited creation of Value. 
Thus it is that Value created bv demand is 
the result of the direct application of The 
Power of Language and a manifestion 
of Knowledge. 

In the fourth channel through which 
Value is created it is still more readily ap- 
parent that all Value is a manifestation of 
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Knowledge through the operation of The 
Power of Language ; that is, value assumed 
or attributed. 

It is evident that value which is assumed 
is a process of self-appraisal or self -estima- 
tion through the operation of The Power of 
Language in the most direct application and 
as the Knowledge manifests the Value is 
assumed. 

In the process of Value being attributed it 
is apparent that it, too, is a direct applica- 
tion of The Power of Language in estimat- 
ing the worth of the product of Man's labor 
and thought, either individually or collec- 
tively. 

In the various pursuits of Man we com- 
prehend that Value is created in the mani- 
festation of Knowledge through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language by an ex- 
pression of individual Belief and Desire and 
Collective Public Opinion. 

Public Opinion and individual Belief and 
Desire are subject to the creative effect of 
the operation of The Power of Language. In 
fact, they are created by the operation of 
this Power. 

We comprehend that Public Opinion and 
individual Belief and Desire are influenced. 
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first one way and then another, according 
to the Manifestation of Knowledge con- 
tained in Science, Religion, Philosophy, 
Education, Literature, the Press, Advertis- 
ing and all lines of Business. 

Anyone who is engaged in any line of 
human endeavor, who is dependent upon 
his or her success to enlist in a cause the in- 
dividual Belief. Desire, and Public Opin- 
ion by the direct application of The Power 
of Language, assumes a vast responsibility, 
because vast will be the result of such ef- 
forts for good or ill. If anyone in all the 
world urgently needs to be guided by the 
conscientious motive, the person so engaged 
is surely the last who might be without it. 

Elsewhere it is explained how Knowledge 
manifests through the operation of The 
Power of Language in Science, Religion, 
Philosophy, and Education. It is easy to 
understand that these go to make up and 
influence Individual Belief and Desire and 
Public Opinion. The principal channels, 
however, through which they manifest into 
Knowledge, are Literature, The Press, Ad- 
vertising and Business. 

In Literature, The Press, Advertising and 
Business, it is apparent that The Power of 
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Language is applied both directty and in- 
directly, and both consciously and uncon- 
sciously as a creative or destructive force 
or power; but it is creative or destructive 
only according to its application. 

In the chapter on Healing we learned 
how it is employed in the creative capacity 
to restore normal physiological action in 
the physical organism and now we learn 
that this Power is effective in creating and 
influencing individual Belief. Desire, and 
Public Opinion. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that 
all of Existence is in a vibratory state and 
that The Power of Language is the essence 
of all vibratory force. It is therefore, evi- 
dent that individual Belief. Desire, and 
Public Opinion are also of a vibratory na- 
ture. This is not only true, but they are 
most easily influenced by the creative ef- 
fects of The Power of Language. It is evi- 
dent that they possess none of the solidity 
and firmness of material substance, and are 
readily built up according to the manifesta- 
tion of Knowledge. 

As before explained. The Power of Lan- 
guage is a creative force when it is em- 
ployed in the positive form with Desire and 
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Faith as the motive power projecting into 
the future and guided by the Intelligent 
Will. All of these must work in complete 
harmony and when they do, the limit of 
accomplishment is only within the dimen- 
sion of Duration. 

It is needless to explain this subject more 
in detail here because anyone who is en- 
gaged in any pursuit wherein his or her 
efforts go to make up and influence individ- 
ual Desire, Belief, and Public Opinion to 
any extent, can readily understand how this 
Power must be used to produce the desired 
results. It is also readily comprehended by 
everyone who has studied this treatise that 
The Power of Language is the Basis of 
Value and that all ownership is a manifesta- 
tion of Knowledge through the operation of 
this Power because in it is contained the 
Link of Possession. 

Thus it is that price is established, the 
products of Man's labor and thought are 
bargained, bought and sold, and pass from 
own^hip to ownership through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language, this most 
wonderfiri Possession of Man. 
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CHAPTER XXVI. 

The Word gf God 

PART I. 

It is quite generally believed and ac- 
knowledged that the Word of God is em- 
bodied in the Holy Bible and consists in 
its entirety of Holy Writ as therein con- 
tained. 

Scientific Philosophy maintains that such 
belief is fallacy. 

It is quite generally believed and con- 
ceded that ALL of Holy Writ is divine teach- 
ing and of divine origin. 

Scientific Philosophy maintains that the 
only part of the Bible which is divine is 
that part which is Truth, with vibratory 
emanations which are creative of harmony 
or good. That part of the Bible and no 
other is divine and of divine origin. 

Scientific Philosophy maintains that the 
Word of God is not all contained in the 
Bible and that the Word of God and The 
Power of Language are synonymous. 

Let us now recall that Space or Non-Ex- 
istence is Impossible; that is, Non-Existence 
or Space are Non-Existant and Impossible. 
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Existence completely fills, occupies and per- 
meates all that would otherwise be Space or 
Non-Existence. The density of Existence 
produces a vibratory state of all Existence. 
Vibratory Existence consists of vibratory 
energy or force and vibratory material sub- 
stance. Vibratory material substance is 
produced by the congealing or solidifying 
of vibratory energy or force. 

Life is produced by an infusion of vibra- 
tory force or energy into and through the 
material substance which has taken form. 
Vibratory projections emanate from all ma- 
terial forms. 

Vibratory projections emanating from 
material forms coalesce or meet with vibra- 
tory force or energy in the brain of all ani- 
mate forms and Consciousness is produced. 

When these vibratory forces meet in the 
brain of Man they produce Consciousness 
plus Intelligence. The vibratory forces 
contain meaning which is created into sym- 
bols or words in the brain of Man, only 
because this process does not extend into 
the brain of lower animals and Man is 
made the Superior of Animate Creation by 
this process which is a manifestation of 
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Knowledge through the operation of The 
Power of Language. 

This is the only means by which Meaning 
or Spirit can be expressed and Meaning or 
Spirit is Knowledge, the original substance 
of all Existence. 

Now there are those good, conscientious 
and religious persons who would deny that 
The Power of Language is The Word of 
God.. Some would maintain that it is no 
less than sacriligious to make such a claim, 
but surely it must be admitted that The 
Power of Language was in Existence and 
operation before the Bible was written. 

Scientific Philosophy does not seek to 
make any converts nor to establish a new 
organization of any kind, but it recognizes 
TJie Brotherhood of Man as ever-existant 
and seeks only to do its part in expressing 
such Truth as will show what constitutes 
error. Therefore some quotations from 
The Bible will be indulged in because it 
serves this purpose and because there is 
much misunderstanding of the Bible. 

The Power of Language is The Word of 
God. Let that thought sink into the very 
depths of your Soul. This is Truth, indis- 
putable and undeniable for is it not written 
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in your Bible (John 1-14) "And the Word 
was made flesh and dwelt among us, full of 
grace and Truth?" 

The Bible also substantiates the claim 
that Meaning or Spirit is Knowledge, the 
original substance of all Existence and so 
according to (Matt. IV-4) "But he answered 
and said, It is written Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God'." 

Religious people cannot and others will 
not, deny such evidence. To all of you who 
would this deny, is it not written again 
(John I-l) "In the beginning was the Word 
and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God." "The same was in the be^nnin^; 
with God." 

Tell it! Where was the Bible in the be- 
ginning? The error is evident. The Truth 
is plain. 

Let every person rejoice and be thankful 
for Mankind is advancing regardless of 
much evidence to the contrary. We have 
arrived at that stage where our Desire, 
Faith, and Will are in action, ready to un- 
derstand Truth, but there may be those who 
would have more evidence that The Power 
of Language is The Word of God. Recall 
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another quotation when Apostle Paul says 
to the PhUlipians (IM3) "For it is God 
which worketh in you, both to will and to 
do his good pleasure." 

It is not the Word of God as contained 
in the Bible alone which worketh in us, but 
The Word of God as The Power of Lan- 
guage when vibratory projections which 
convey meaning or Spirit are converted into 
symbols or words and manifest as Knowl- 
edge which is Truth. 

Yes! there are no doubt those who would 
add to their ignorance the right to continue 
in the error of their way, but the Apostle 
Paul says again (Phil. 11-12) "Wherefore, 
my beloved, as ye have always obeyed, not 
as in my presence only, but much more in 
my absence, work out your own salvation 
with fear and trembling." 

It is thus evident you have not the right 
to pursue an erroneous way knowingly. 
If you are in error unknowingly it is your 
duty to work out your own salvation. Let 
not the blindness of conceit deceive you, 
but pursue in the way of Truth, for this is 
your conscientious Desire unless it is 
swayed by Faith and Will, and you can 
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grow in Faith according to your Will when 
your Desires are true. 

The Bible is additional proof of this for 
is it not written therein (Matt. XVIH9-20) 
**Then came the disciples to Jesus apart 
and said, *Why could not we cast him 
out?' " "And Jesus said unto them, *Be- 
cause of your unbelief, for verily I say 
unto you, if ye have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, ye shall say unto this moun- 
tain, remove hence to yonder place; and 
it shall remove; and nothing shall be im- 
possible unto you.' " 

You can readily understand that if you 
have placed your faith in The Bible think- 
ing that it contained all of the Word of 
God, that you really have not Faith in very 
much of the Word of God. Have you? 
You certainly could not grow in Faith be- 
yond its contents. But it says you must 
work out your own salvation and have 
Faith, and it is plainly evident that you can 
have Faith when you realize that The Word 
of God is The Power of Language and not 
the Bible. Neither is this at variance with 
The Bible because we find in (Matt. X- 
20) *Tor it is not ye that speak but the 
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Spirit of your Father which speaketh in 
you." 

Therefore, is this not sufficient reason 
why you should always speak the Truth 
and avoid lying, swearing and bearing false 
witness against your neighbor, because in 
so doing you are destroying yourself more 
than your neighbor by misappropriating 
The Power of Language, which is the Word 
of God. 

There are those among you who believe 
that Jesus shall come again and establish 
His Kingdom on earth and we should all 
give this our serious thought. Scientific 
Philosophy would ask, "How will He re- 
turn and with what power will He re-es- 
tablish Himself?" Surely He would not fol- 
low all of the directions contained in The 
Bible, but He would come with The Power 
of Language which is The Word of God. 
This is the authority by which He came, 
when He was here before, and the Power 
which He did employ in doing good, and 
if you do not believe that this is true, how 
can you believe His teaching when He 
comes again. 

This is not at variance with The Holy 
Bible either, for is it not written therein. 
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(Matt. VIII-7) "And Jesus said unto him, I 
will come and heal him." (8)— "The Cen- 
turian answered and said; *Lord I am not 
worthy that Thou shouldst come under my 
roof; but speak the Word only and my 
servant shall be healed.'" (13) "And 
Jesus said unto the Centurian *(>o thy way; 
and as thou has believed, so be it unto 
thee,' and his servant was healed in the 
self-same hour." 

Is it not evident that Jesus employed 
The Power of Language in direct applica- 
tion and healed the Centurian's servant 
who was not even present, but Jesus was 
not without Faith and neither was His 
Faith misplaced. The Old Testament, 
which is a part of the Bible, at the present 
time was in existence in His day but He 
did not consult it nor place His Faith there- 
in. He employed The Power of Language 
or The Word of God in both direct and in- 
direct application in that direct, positive 
and powerful way that only He could be- 
cause His Faith therein was perfect. 

There is even more of this evidence in 
the Holy Bible as we will see in (Matt. 
Vni-16) "When the eve'n was come, they 
brought unto Him many that were pos- 
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sessed with devils; and He cast out the 
spirits with His word and healed all that 
were sick/* 

This is just another record of Jesus em- 
ploying The Power of Language in direct 
application with Desire, Faith and Will to 
heal the sick. In the same manner He 
performed many other miracles beside 
healing the sick, as is evidenced again. 
(Matt. IX.26) "And He said unto them, 
•Why are ye fearful, O Ye, of litUe faith?' 
Then He arose and rebuked the winds and 
the sea; and there was a great calm.'* (27) 
"But the men marveled saying, *What man- 
ner of Man is this that even the winds and 
sea obey him?'** 

Jesus was little understood in those days 
and ever since His teachings have been 
misinterpreted and misunderstood, and 
there are those who accuse the teachers of 
withholding the Truth from the masses. 
Scientific Philosophy maintains that this 
is just more of common error, for 
Knowledge manifests through the operation 
of The Power of Language regardless of 
the fact that we have failed to understand 
the process. 
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The Word of God 

PART II. 

In Part I of this chapter we have learned 
that The Power of Language is The Word 
of God and we have reviewed an exhibition 
of the potency of this Power as written 
in The Holy Bible showing how Jesus em- 
ployed it directly and indirectly in per- 
forming miracles and healing sickness, 
when He was here on earth. 

Scientific Philosophy, therefore, main- 
tains that The Power of Language is the 
sacred possession of Mankind and that ac- 
cording to the way Man employs and re- 
spects this wonderful Power and has Faith 
therein, does he sow and likewise reap all 
that goes to make his lot in life. 

No doubt there are those also who sin- 
cerely believe that these things are not for 
Man to know. Scientific Philosophy would 
remind you that it is Truth that shall 
make you free, and surely there are none 
who wilfully desire to remain a prisoner 
of doubt, error, ignorance and evil when 
freedom can be attained. 

It is apparent that if Mankind learns how 
to employ The Power of Language, both 
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directly and indirectly, he is less liable 
to apply it detrimentally to himself know-' 
ingly than miknowingly, and he cannot be 
false to any man without being twice false 
to himself. 

He is false to himself first when he em- 
ploys The Power of Language falsely be- 
cause he thereby defiles a sacred Posses- 
sion. He is false unto himself a second 
time when he thinks this falsity is of good 
duration while the person whom he has 
deceived is only betrayed by the deception. 

Surely you are not one of those who 
would knowingly employ The Power of 
Language to your own detriment Then 
who is the person who would maliciously 
lie for the payment of gold (even if he is 
promised immunity from civil law) if he 
knows that by so doing he deprives himself 
of Power to secure the Blessings of life here 
and now when the Blessedness contains 
all that is desired of good, health and hap- 
piness. 

Among you there are those who would 
ask how The Power of Language can be em- 
ployed to accomplish healing. Perhaps you 
would perform miracles. 
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Scientific Philosophy says to you, As 
you have employed it in asking, if you have 
Faith, but you cannot have FaiUi if you lose 
your conscientious motive. And this is 
also in keeping with the Holy Bible as you 
may see it written, (Matt X-19) "But when 
they deliver you up, take no thought how 
or what ye shall speak, for it shall be given 
you in that same hour what ye shall speak.*' 

So it is, Scientific Philosophy does main- 
tain and declare that your Word is a 
sacred thing when it conveys the Truth. 
When you make a contract or give your 
word unto another, it is your sacred duty, 
and a part of the fulfillment of your very 
life to complete it unless by mutual consent 
it is annulled. 

In the Holy Bible there is another writing 
which is fitting, (Matt. XVIIM8) "Verily, 
I say unto you whatsoever ye shall bind on 
eartii shall be bound in Heaven, and what- 
soever ye shall loose on earth shall be 
loosed in Heaven." 

This is evidence that every contract is a 
sacred thing, and Scientific Philosophy 
maintains and does declare that Rules of 
Action prescribed by Legal Science is just 
as sacred and divine when it is creative 
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of Harmony as the Moral Law or the Rules 
of Action prescribed by any set or body 
of men, and that anything which is false, 
discordant and destructive is not sacred 
nor divine, but evil and false even if it pre- 
vails in the name of religion. 

To the student it is now quite evident 
from all that has been taught herein that 
good and evil are not by thinking made. 
We will now consider just what is 
meant by the terms. Good, and Evil, as 
they are understood in Scientific Philoso- 
phy. 

In a survey of the term. Good, we learn 
it is commonly defined as; Good: — (1) hav- 
ing physical qualities that are useful or 
that can be made productive of comfort; 
sound; wholesome; excellent; (2) having 
admirable moral or spiritual qualities; 
righteous; virtuous; religious; (3) having 
kindly social qualities; merciful; kind; 
pleasant; agreeable; social; (t) having fit- 
ness for some work or need; satisfactory; 
adequate; competent; serviceable; (5) of 
due force; valid; sound; (6) of full or com- 
plete measure, amount or value; genuine; 
thorough; (7) not small or insignificant; 
considerable. 
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It is readily apparent from this defini- 
tion that anything that is good and of a 
physical nature is in a certain state of vi- 
bratory Existence and as all of Existence 
is subject to change, we find that all growth 
is the product of a harmonious vfl>ratory 
state of such physical form. Therefore, all 
of physical Existence which is in the har- 
monious vibratory state is composed of the 
excellent, sound, wholesome, and useful 
qualities which are productive of comfort. 

There is an Existence which is not pure- 
ly of a physical nature and which is pro- 
duced by the manifestation of Knowledge 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language. When this state is in a har- 
monious condition it is productive of the 
discernment by Man of all things which are 
to him adequate, satisfactory, competent 
and serviceable and possessing kind, merci- 
ful, pleasant and agreeable qualities. These 
are some of the positive qualities which are 
component, parts of Man» and are Man's 
admirable, moral or spiritual qualities 
which make his conduct righteous, virtuous 
and religious and establish the social order 
of Mankind which may be said to be Good. 

We will now consider that which is Bad 
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or Evil. It is evident that Bad and Evil are 
almost synonymous for they are both the 
product of discord. This is the process 
of decay or destruction. 

Evil we find is defined as: — (1) 
morally bad; contrary to divine or right- 
eous law; wrong or wicked; sinful or de- 
praved; (2) possessing injurious nature or 
qualities; unwholesome; noxious; (3) 
characterized by calamity, trouble or sor- 
row; wicked conduct or disposition; moral 
depravity; something that harms or hurts; 
affliction. 

When the vibratory process is applied we 
find that Bad consists of the decaying, in- 
harmonious and destructive condition of 
the purely physical state, while Evil is that 
inharmonious and discordant condition of 
Man's conduct which is wrong, wicked, sin- 
ful, depraved, morally bad, and contrary 
to divine or righteous law. The righteous 
law is in harmony in its manifestation 
while evil possesses the injurious nature or 
qualities which are unwholesome, produc- 
ing trouble, sorrow, and calamity, which 
gives to Man the conduct of moral deprav- 
ity with a wicked disposition of ill-repute. 

Now, then. Existence as Knowledge in 
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the original state is much more than Good 
or Evil and out of Knowledge manifests 
both Good and Evil according to the way 
Man employs The Power of Language. In 
this way only may he visualize The Char- 
acter Ideal, and as near as his understand- 
ing will permit may he approach the at- 
tainment of an Ideal Character. 
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CHAPTER XXVII. 

T^e Character Ideal 

The student of Scientific Philosophy can 
readily understand that "The Character 
Ideal" is not to be attained by Man in this 
life. 

*The Character IdeaP* is the substance 
of imagination conforming to a standard 
of perfection in the vibratory state of 
Onmi-Harmony and personified in a mani- 
festation of Knowledge, through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. 

It is thus that Man may proclaim that 
he is a child of God with a kinship to the 
original substance from which he came and 
to which he must return for further de- 
velopment. 

Man, generally, understands this as his 
relationship to God and according to this 
belief Scientific Philosophy maintains and 
does proclaim that The Voice of The Peo- 
ple, is the Voice of God, and that a state of 
Onmi-Harmony or the Kingdom of Heaven 
can only be established on earth in a mani- 
festation of Knowledge through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language by the 
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Voice of the People which is God*s leader- 
ship. 

When the vibratory state of Existence is 
recognized by Man» it is readily apparent 
that he will approach as near to "The Char- 
acter Ideal" as he is able to harmonize his 
own physical and mental being with the 
state of Omni-Harmony and in so doing he 
attains to an "Ideal Character." Man can 
only attain the Ideal Character, or make 
progress in this direction in the manifesta- 
tion of Knowledge through the operation 
of The Power of Language. 

It is evident that in these times of dis- 
cord and inharmony, it is very difficult 
for Man to harmonize his own being, be- 
cause of the discordant state of his environ- 
ment. Harmony must be established here 
on earth in some way or this genera- 
tion is doomed. Now, as to expecting the 
return of the Savior to this world while it is 
filled with trouble and strife, it is simply 
beyond all reason, for His work here is fin- 
ished and we must work out our own salva- 
tion and make this world fit for His abode. 

We now realize that our "World Ailment" 
is discord and inharmony and we find we 
have brought this condition upon ourselves 
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through strife. Strife cannot be indulged 
in without producing discord. It is negative 
in its operation and is Man's greatest 
enemy. 

In strife all Intolerance finds a home. 
Every employer of labor, and every man 
who labors is a victim of this negative force 
as soon as he forgets that ''Man is his 
brother's keeper," and in palliation of his 
evil doings declares that "Man must live.'* 
To be sure, Man must live, but Man lives a 
dying and decaying life when he is dis- 
cordant and inharmonious. 

Strife is the arch-enemy of Peace and 
Goodwill and it is readily apparent that 
the motive force of strife is compulsion. 
Man must realize but one fact and that is 
he does not possess the right to compel his 
fellow man to obey his bidding. 

When the laborer, by strikes and walk- 
outs; when the business man by his devious 
machinations; when the employer of labor 
by starvation methods; when any man in 
any walk of life, seeks to compel any per- 
son by any means whatever, he shows he 
is ignorant of how to employ The Power of 
Language and is exceeding his Rights. 
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Man will realize that this ideal condition 
may be attained as soon as he learns to 
appreciate the potency of The Power of 
Language and that all the forces of nature, 
or the forces produced by the vibratory 
state of Existence, are thereby controlled 
either by direct or indirect application. 
Why should Man in the possession of such 
power stoop to compulsion by any other 
means? 

It is because Man has failed to under- 
stand how to employ this Power that he 
has been lead to substitute shotgun and 
starvation methods to gain his ends. In 
this failure Man's very command€» have 
been negative and destructive, and creative 
of the results that he sought to escape. 
We even find an example of this in 
the Old Testament Bible, for the Deca- 
logue, including nearly all of the Ten Com- 
mandments, is negative and destructive. 
If Moses had understood the power he was 
employing he would not have commanded, 
**Thou shalt not kill." Instead he would 
have commanded, "Thou shalt let Man live 
all of his natural life." Jesus understood 
this power better for his commandment 
was, "Love thy neighbor as thyself" If 
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we understood this Power we would not 
be perpetuating the mistake of Moses in 
repetition of his conunandments, and it is 
to be hoped that more of the religious or- 
ganizations will follow in the path of those 
who have already discarded this practice, 

In the Omni-Harmonious state, the "Char- 
acter Ideal" is conceived and we can com- 
prehend that it contains all of the positive 
and harmonious qualifications of the Ideal 
Character and insofar as Man is enabled 
to eliminate from his make-up the negative 
and destructive character qualifications 
does he acquire the Blessings of this Life. 

This is a process of the manifestation of 
Knowledge through the operation of The 
Power of Language which stirs to action 
the Desire, Faith and Will to employ this 
Power in a development of the conscien- 
tious motive from which all wisdom, love, 
charity, kindness, sympathy, honesty, 
cheerfulness and benevolence in Truth and 
Virtue are expressed and frees Man from 
the discordant, oppressing and negative 
character qualities of vain conceit, lying, 
falsehood, fearful jealousy, envious bigotry, 
dishonorable slander and ill-temper. 

Now, there are those who will maintain 
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that we cannot control our thought and let 
Knowledge manifest which contains the 
positive qualities of character and arrive 
at anything like a state of harmony, but 
Scientific Philosophy offers this instruc- 
tion. 

First seek to harmonize your Desire, 
Faith and Will because they must work 
together at all times in order to produce 
results. When they do work together 
the motive power of physical action and 
the motive power of all mental action can 
be directed into any channel according to 
your intelligent Will, for either Good or 
Evil. The way before you is clear in a mani- 
festation of Knowledge through the opera- 
tion of The Power of Language. 

Scientific Philosophy offers as a further 
aid to your conscientious efforts the com- 
mandments here submitted: 

First: — ^Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
so that Desire, Faith: and Will set into ac- 
tion vibratory forces which create a har- 
monious blending of force and material 
substance into a harmonious physical 
being. 
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Second : — ^Let Knowledge manifest 
through the operation of The Power of 
Language so that Desire. Faith and Will 
set into action vibratory forces which are 
Truth in a Conscientious Motive, and a 
peaceful incentive. 

Third : — ^Let Knowledge manifest through 
the operation of The Power of Language 
so that Desire, Faith and Will set into ac- 
tion vibratory forces so that you live each 
day free from the compelling demands of 
others and eliminating all compulsion 
from your being. 

As you learn to let Knowledge manifest, 
you will learn to appreciate Life and to 
see the good in all things and to free your- 
self from falsehood and error. 

Conclusion. 

It is quite possible and even probable 
that some students of Scientific Philosophy 
will fail to grasp all that is herein con- 
tained. Some there are who will ask ques- 
tions that are already answered in 'this 
work. Others no doubt, will not be pleased 
with the simplicity of Truth itself. Some 
others will fail to grasp the Truth and sig- 
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nificance of these teachings from pure 
perversity of will; seeing some of their own 
theories explained away. They should be 
better loosers. 

To each one of these Scientific Philoso- 
phy maintains and does declare that your 
right and privilege it is to accept ttiese 
teachings according to your own enlighten- 
ment But surely you would not deny that 
whatsoever be the question you would ask 
or whatever be your verdict, it cannot be 
expressed by you except as a manifesta- 
tion of Knowledge through the operation 
of The Power of Language. 

O, Mankind, hearken! It is with keen 
and intense Desire, unbounded and sublime 
Faith, and lowly, meek and humble Will 
to serve each person of all peoples in these 
troubled and perilous times and, dear 
reader, most particularly You who have 
honored this humble effort by reading this 
message, that Scientific Philosophy has 
manifested into this form. 

Could it be that this message has not 
been successful in imparting to you at least 
one idea which will lighten your burden 
on your way of life, please know that it is 
with deepest sorrow and an aching heart 
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that the author must bow to you in such 
acknowledgment. 

Even if this acknowledgment to you is 
due, realize that every thought, word and 
phrase herein, is actuated by a conscien- 
tious motive. Anything which might 
even appear superfluous or as repetition, 
realize also that it, too, has been included 
herein for the purpose of creating certain 
psychological effects that will inure to 
your great benefit. 

Again, if you are loathe to accept the 
premises herein contained, be kind enough 
to supply any other premise you may con- 
ceive and if you can supply the same with- 
out first employing The Power of Language, 
either directly or indirectly, you must un- 
derstand, it will be with joyous pleasure 
that your premise will be accepted. 

And again, whatever be your prayer, be- 
lief or mode of thought which gives you 
confidence and comfort, understand that 
Scientific Philosophy aspires only to aid 
you in appreciating it the more by fully 
realizing the Truth it does contain. Or, if 
you are a sincere church member, an en- 
thusiastic worker in fraternal orders, or of 
any society of any name or nature realize

To Merchant, Manufacturer, Clerk, Sales- 
man and every male and female in pursuit 
of trade: 

To Woodsman, Miner, Farmer, Hunter, 
Trapper, Fisherman, Herdsman, Soldier, 
Sailor, Attendants, Servitors, Butler, Valet, 
Maid, Drudge, and Underling and every 
male and female who labors in every call- 
ing, pursuit and walk of life: 

To you, each and every one of you. Scien- 
tific Philosophy maintains and does declare 
that you are helpless as a child, except for 
Knowledge as it manifests through the op- 
eration of The Power of Language, and in 
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defiance of every power now known to 
Man, Woman or Child, in defiance of every 
power ever known or that may be con- 
ceived at any future time, Scientific Phi- 
losophy defies you, each and every one of 
you, to deny or confirm, render verdict for 
or against, pass judgment upon, or silently 
believe or doubt, one single word, thought 
or phrase contained in this message except 
in a MANIFESTATION OF KNOWLEDGE 
THROUGH THE OPERATION OF THE 
POWER OF LANGUAGE. 

Know now that it is the Desire, Faith and 
Will of Scientific Philosophy that vibratory 
forces are set into action so that you, each 
and everyone of you, regardless of your 
verdict, opinion or belief, shall harmonize 
your being so that you receive abundant 
measure of the Blessings of this life, and 
when life's duration has extended to its end 
you may enter into 

OMNI-HARMONY.
